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FOREWORD 


The translation of Al-Tibyan fi Adab Hamalat al-Qur’an is a wel- 
come and valuable contribution to the English library of great 
Islamic literature. Its author, Imam al-Nawawi, needs no intro- 
duction to Western Muslims, and the translator, Musa Furber, is 
indeed to be congratulated on his choice of this work and its fe- 
licitous rendering into English. Its publication is a long-awaited 
event for both traditional Islamic knowledge and the point of that 
knowledge, which is practice. 

Allah Himself has used the word tibyan to describe the Holy 
Quran, the source of all knowledge, which He says He revealed 
tibyanan li kulli shay’ or as a clarification of everything. That is, 
it exposits in detail the things no human being can know, not the 
mere physical and intellectual dimensions of man in the world, 
which anyone can find out, but the very context of man and his 
reality, the “why” of being itself, whence man came, why he ex- 
ists, runs his full term, dies, and what he shall meet on the other 
side of the impenetrable veil of death. In the Quran, our reality 
itself is a sign, an ayah, something that points beyond itself for 
those who realize what it signifies, namely the tawhid or Oneness 
of Allah. The exposition of these facts in the form of a divine 
scripture, which no human being could possibly produce, makes 
it the Supreme Book for mankind. 

The present work was designed and written to explain to men 
and women how best to benefit from the Book of Allah. The 
blessing of the Quran is that whoever recites it as it should be 
recited is changed by it, and brought by imperceptible degrees to 
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see why everything is the way it is. The seed of this knowledge is 
a humble intention to draw nearer to the Divine, the soil in which 
it takes root are reverence, awe, and love, and its fruit is the CEr- 
titude in the eternal truths of faith that bring felicity in this world 
and the next. 

It is well known to everyone conversant with the Islamic dis- 
ciplines that the learning of many things does not teach wisdom, 
and that traditional books do not reveal their secrets or bestow 
their benefits to those without the key to them. This key is ad- 
ab, the “right way of doing things,” rendered in the title as “et- 
iquette,” but in its comprehensiveness a perennial difficulty to 
translate into English. Books, especially sacred ones, give their 
knowledge to those of adab, and Westerners who know some- 
thing about the sciences of Islam have been waiting for a book 
like this in English for a long time.

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TRANSLATOR’S INTRODUCTION 


In the Name of God, Most Merciful and Compassionate 


Throughout Islamic history, a Muslim’s education started with 
the Quran. This education consisted of the student reciting the en- 
tire Quran aloud to an instructor. Early on, the recitation would 
be from memory, and only later would the student read the text 
first and then memorize, for the norm at the beginning of Islamic 
educational history was for students to have the Quran recited to 
them and for them to memorize it that way, with their instruction 
entirely aural. In either case, the process takes months, even years. 
During this time, though, the instructor has duties to his or her 
students beyond the task of correcting the recitation and check- 
ing the memorization. The instructor also has the responsibility 
of teaching the student about the Quran itself: its history, how 
to carry it, how and when to recite it, and how to apply it. He 
also has the task of nurturing the student’s spiritual and ethical 
growth, so that his heart and limbs are made ready to transform 
this knowledge into righteous deeds and spiritual ascendance. 
In short, the instructor is responsible for teaching his pupil the 
required and recommended etiquette befitting the bearers of the 
Quran and making him one of their honored ranks. 

Scholars have written many books on what one must know 
about the Quran and the etiquette one must show the Book. Early 
works include Akhlag Hamalat al-Qur’an (The Refined Charac- 
ter of the Bearers of the Quran) by Imam Abū Bakr Muham- 
mad ibn al-Husayn al-Ajüri (d. 360 Au) and al-Tidbkar fi Afdal 
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al-Adhkar (The Reminder of the Most Beautiful of Litanies) by 
Abu ‘Abdallah Muhammad ibn Ahmad Farah al-Qurtubi (d. 671 
AH). Earlier works tended to be quite comprehensive—often too 
long and detailed to benefit most readers. Seeing the need for a 
shorter book on the subject, Imam al-Nawawi (d. 676 AH) set 
out to write a condensed treatise suitable for novices and masters 
alike. He titled his work al-Tibyan fi Adab Hamalat al-Qur’an 
(An Exposition on the Etiquette of the Bearers of the Quran). 
Like so many of the Imam’s works, it gained universal acceptance 
and became the standard reference for later books of its genre. 

Imam al-Nawawi included an abridged version of the Tibyan 
in his book al-Adhkar, in a chapter titled “Reciting the Quran” 
(“Kitab Tilawat al-Qur’an”). In his commentary on this chap- 
ter in al-Adhkar, Ibn ‘Allan mentions that Shaykh Abd al-Hasan 
al-Bakri wrote a condensed version of the Tibyan and that Ibn 
‘Imad al-Aqfahshi set the main points of the Tibyan into metered 
poetry. The Tibyan was also the basis for the 35th chapter of 
Imam al-Suyuti’s encyclopedia of the Quranic sciences, al-Itqan 
fi ‘Ulam al-Qur’an (1:359-91), and was abridged by Qadî Yusuf 
al-Nabhani in his 1,000 page encyclopedia on the miracles of the 
Prophet (God bless him and give him peace), titled Hujjat Allah 
‘ala’l-‘Alamin. In part 3, chapter 1, he says, “A glimpse of the 
immense merit of the glorious Quran and the merit and etiquette 
of its recitation, being a summary of the book al-Tibyan fi Adab 
Hamalat al-Qur’an by the major Imam Muhyi al-Din al-Nawawi 
in which I changed nothing except the order of presentation." 

Although the Tibyan has been published numerous times, no one 
has yet produced a critical edition. In Damascus alone, at least 
four different editions are in print, four of which deserve mention. 
Shaykh*Abd al-Qadir al-Arna'üt's edition (Dar al-Bayan, 1983 CE) 
gives detailed references for the hadiths mentioned in the book. 
Bashir Muhammad ‘Uyin’s edition (Dar al-Bayan, 2000 CE) gives 
more extensive references for the hadiths and adds biographical 
information for all.but a few of the people mentioned in the book. 
Both of these editions made reference to manuscript number 326 
in the Zahiriyya Library in Damascus, a manuscript of 151 pag- 
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es, scribed by Muhammad ‘Ali al-Basyüni in 891 AH (1486 CE). 
Shaykh Muhammad al-Hajjar’s edition (Dar Ibn Hazam, 1996 
CE) includes notes aimed at the modern reader—particularly with 
matters pertaining to law (figh). There is also the edition edited 
by ‘Abd al-'Aziz ‘Izz al-Din al-Sayrawan (Beirut: Dar al-Nafa’is, 
1992 (3rd printing). 


Introduction to the Translation 

There are a few things the reader should know in order to derive 
the greatest benefit from the Tibyan. This book is the work of 
a polymath. Imam al-Nawawi's mastery of transmitted sources 
shows in his numerous citations of Quranic verses, prophetic had- 
iths, and narrations from Companions, Successors (Tabi‘un), and 
the Righteous Forebears (Salaf) after them. His encyclopedic mas- 
tery of figh and jurisprudence is manifest in his handling of rul- 
ings from his own legal school (madhhab) and other madhhabs 
that are still extant or now extinct. His mastery of biographies, 
geography, and Arabic philology are also demonstrated through- 
out the text, particularly in the final chapter of the book. 

A good portion of the Tibyan is devoted to figh, that is, to le- 
gal rulings. For most issues, the Imam gives the various scholarly 
opinions, the evidence for each, and then supports the strongest 
opinion. As an aid to Hanafi readers, I have included references to 
works of their school for further study pertaining to some topics 
raised in this book. While the individual rulings are of particular 
importance to Shafi‘is, there are still vital lessons for us all. Imam 
al-Nawawi does not promote his madhhab, the Shafi'i school, at 
the expense of others. He does not intentionally weaken other 
opinions so as to gain victory for his own. The Imam, a scru- 
pulous scholar of the highest order, does not treat this casually, 
which, in and of itself, is a vital lesson in figh. 

Section titles are sparse in short Arabic texts, especially those 
like the Tibyan which were intended to be memorized. To serve 
the needs of English readers, I have added section titles to make 
the text more accessible and easier to follow. 
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Even though the Tibyan is for laymen, its language, style, and 
concepts may be foreign to many English readers. Much of this is 
remedied through translation, though explanatory notes are nec- 
essary in a few cases. 

Imam al-Nawawi quotes at least 115 individual prophetic 
hadiths. I have documented the sources of each, most of which 
is adapted from Bashir Muhammad ‘Uyin’s edition of the Tib- 
yan. No effort has been made to judge the hadiths since Imam 
al-Nawawi was himself qualified to do this, and he clearly defines 
his scholarly parameters for the transmitted evidence he includes. 
In short, his inclusion of a hadith indicates that he Judged it to 
be sound enough for citation, whether it be for fighi rulings or 
morals and merits. 

The Imam mentions some two hundred individuals. I added an 
appendix with brief biographies for all but a few of the people 
mentioned. The biographies come in alphabetical order (Al- and 
'ayn are ignored). There are many cross-references since individu- 
als are referred to in many ways. Whenever a name is preceded by 
an agnomen (“Abi...”), the biography comes under the name— 
not the agnomen. 

The last chapter of the Tibyan is Imam al-Nawawi’s lexicon 
of problematic names and places, organized in the order of their 
appearance in the text. Translation, transliteration, and biogra- 
phies have rendered superfluous the lexicon and similar material 
mentioned elsewhere in the text. [It was my decision nonetheless 
to keep this material intact. While the content itself may now be 
of minor utility, its inclusion, at the very least, demonstrates the 
meticulous care that scholars took to be sure that everything was 
as clear as possible without ambiguity or potential for misinter- 
pretation. 

For the initial translation, I used Shaykh ‘Abd al-Qadir al-Ar- 
na’ut’s edition. I compared later drafts to Bashir Muhammad 
*Uyun's edition. The hadith references and biographies are largely 
adapted from this, latter edition. 

On a personal note, this is my first published translation and 
| admit that in the art of translation I am a novice. Where I have 
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succeeded, it is only through the blessing and grace of God; and 
where I have faltered it is from my own shortcomings. If the read- 
er finds mistakes, I would like to know about them and correct 
them for future editions, and I hope that he or she bears in mind 
that it is noble to overlook the weak when they falter, and that 
good deeds cancel out the bad. So here presented is the translation 
of the entire text of Tibyan, with the exception of two paragraphs 
I chose to abridge. 

The people who helped me with this project are too numer- 
ous to mention. I owe a great debt for the help I received from 
students further along in their studies, especially Hedaya, Omar, 
Talal, Zahir, Zaid, and M. Afifi for help with the manuscript. I 
especially owe much to my wife and children for their constant 
support. This project would be markedly different without the aid 
of two individuals: Shaykh Nuh Keller, who suggested translating 
the Tibyan in 1999 and allowed me to benefit from his experi- 
ence; also Gibril Haddad, who helped with two thorough revi- 
sions of the work, added notes to my biographies, and provided 
the material for Imam al-Nawawi's biography. 

May God reward Imàm al-Nawawi and the people he men- 
tioned in the Tibyan. And may God make us worthy of being 
among the honored bearers of the Quran.

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BRIEF BIOGRAPHY OF IMAM AL-NAWAWI 


Yahya ibn Sharaf, Muhyi al-Din Aba Zakariyya al-Nawawi' 
(63 1-676 AH) the pious, ascetic, most learned, scrupulously God- 
wary, accomplished jurisprudent and hadith master, the impecca- 
ble Shaykh al-Islam by the unanimity of the people of the Sunna 
of the Prophet (Allah bless him and give him peace), fearless be- 
fore kings, lordly and chaste, who died young yet, in a short life of 
45 years, produced works of learning that made him the principal 
authority in the later Shafi'i school. He is the “the standard-bearer 
of the Friends of God” (al-Dhahabi); and he himself said, “God 
has blessed me in the right use of my time,” in reference to Imam 
al-Nawawi's remarkable scholarly output and achievements. 
Imam al-Nawawi is named after his hometown of Nawa near 
Damacsus. He is “the Spiritual Pole of the noble Friends of God, 
the Legist of Humankind, the Reviver of the Sunna and the Slayer 
of Innovation” (al-Sakhawi). May God bestow great and endless 
mercy on him, bless him, and reward him on behalf of every Mus- 
lim! 


Early Education and Teachers 

Imam al-Nawawi came to Damscus in 649 and lived in the Ma- 
drasa al-Rawwahiyya. In four and a half months, he memorized 
Abi Ishaq al-Shirazi’s manual of Shafi‘l figh entitled al-Tanbih and 
a quarter of Abu Ishaq ibn Ahmad al-Mubadbdbab fi’l-Madhhab 
with his shaykh Ishàq ibn Ahmad al-Maghribi, after which he 
went on the Pilgrimage with his father—ailing during most of the 
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trip—and took up residence in Madinah for a month and a half 
and then returned to Damascus. 

In his early studies, the Imam said, “It occurred to me to study 
medicine, so I bought the Qanan of Ibn Sina, whereupon darkness 
filled my heart and I remained unable to work for several days. 
Then I came to my senses and sold the Odnan, after which light 
filled my heart.” Shaykh ‘Abd al-Fattah Abu Ghudda commented: 
“In this way does God Most High create in souls attraction for 
one type of knowledge and aversion to another, proficiency in 
one, and deficiency in another; and in this there are great exam- 
ples of wisdom, both hidden and manifest."* 

Imam al-Nawawr’s teacher include: al-Radi ibn al-Dahhan; 
Shaykh al-Shuyükh ‘Abd al-‘Aziz ibn Muhammad al-Ansari; Zayn 
al-Din ibn ‘Abd al-Da’im; ‘Imad al-Din ‘Abd al-Karim ibn al-Ha- 
rastani; Zayn al-Din Khalid ibn Yüsuf; Taqî al-Din ibn Abi al- 
Yusr; Jamal al-Din ibn al-Sayrfi; and Shams al-Din ibn Abi ‘Umar. 
With Abū Ishaq Ibrahim ibn ‘Isa al-Muradi, Imam al-Nawawi 
studied al-Bukhari’s and Muslim's compendiums of sound (sabih) 
hadiths; with al-Taflisi, he studied jurisprudence (us#l); with Ah- 
mad al-Misri he studied grammar; and with Imam Ibn Malik, 
the author of the A/fryya, he studied the finer aspects of Arabic 
language. 


Curriculum and Daily Schedule 

Al-Nawawis student ‘Ala al-Din Abū al-Hasan Ibn al-‘Attar 
said that the Imam every day read before his shaykhs the fol- 
lowing: two sessions in Imam al-Ghazali's al- Wasit; one in Aba 
Ishaq’s al-Muhadhdhab (both in Shafi‘i jurisprudence); one in Ibn 
al-Ginni’s al-Luma‘ in grammar; one in al-Jam‘ bayn al-Sabibayn 
in hadith; one in Sahib Muslim; one in Abū Ishaq's al-Luma‘ 
and al-Fakhr al-Razi’s al-Muntakhab in the principles of jurispru- 
dence; one in Ibn al-Sikkit’s Islab al-Mantiq in philology; one in 
morphology; one in the principles of jurisprudence; one in hadith 
narrator-criticism; and one in [slamic doctrine. 
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Imam al-Nawawi’s students include: the orator Sadr al-Din Su- 
layman al-Ja‘fari; Shihab al-Din al-Irbidi; Ibn Abi al-Fath; and the 
hadith master Imam al-Mizzi. 

During his period of study, the Imam said that he spent six 
years during which he wasted absolutely no time, whether day or 
night. He was completely devoted to his studies, even when walk- 
ing in the street. Only after this did he begin writing and teaching. 


His Asceticism and Extremely Simple Living 

Imam al-Nawawi was a strict ascetic in the manner of the early 
Muslims, neither eating nor sleeping except out of necessity. He 
fasted continually throughout the year, eating a simple dish at 
nightfall and drinking some water before dawn. This he did once 
every twenty-four hours. He avoided moist foods, such as fruits 
and cucumber, in order not to induce drowsiness. He dressed aus- 
terely, owning only one long shirt and a small turban. He divided 
his time between worship and learning. 

Asked why he never allowed himself to eat food grown in Da- 
mascus, he said: “Damascus abounds in endowments [awqaf| 
and properties restricted to those under legal guardianship, and 
to make use of them is impermissible except in the most appro- 
priate and beneficial manner. In addition, the normal procedure in 
Damascus is to use one-crop sharecropping contracts, and there 
is disagreement [among the legists] about it [being lawful]: how 
then can I rest happy eating from this?” 


His Superlative Mastership in Hadith and Jurisprudence 

“In addition to his perseverance in the struggle against the ego, 
his application in scrupulous Godfearingness, watchfulness over 
his soul, the purification of the soul from its defects, and its dis- 
cipline, he was also an accomplished master in hadith and its sci- 
ences, its narrators, the authentic and the defective, and a fore- 
most authority in the [Shafi‘i] school.” A recent study shows that 
Imam al-Nawawi’s verdict on narrator-commendation and gener- 
ally identical to those of Imam Ibn Hajar al-‘Asqalani, a remark- 
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able assessment in view of Ibn Hajar’s position as the greatest of 
all the hadith masters after the luminaries of the early cEnturies.* 
His Fearless Admonishing of Princes i 

Imam al-Nawawi used to address those in power and admonish 
them for the sake of God, in accordance with the obligation of 
*admonishing [nasiba| princes” which he himself defined: “Ad- 
monishing the leaders of the Muslims consists in ... appraising 
them of any remiss of which they are unaware concerning the 
rights of Muslims.” He did this several times in the palace of 
al-Malik al-Zahir who once exclaimed: “I am frightened of him!” 


Headmastership of Dar al-Haditb al-Asbrafryya in Damascus 
He took up the headmastership of Dar al-Hadith al-Ashrafiyya 
in Damascus after the death of his Shaykh Abu Shama in 665 A11 
and held it until his own death eleven years later, never accepting 
any compensation for his needs. 

In the time of Imam al-Nawawi, Dar al-Hadith had the No- 
ble Sandal of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) in 
its possession. The Sandal was kept in a wooden box above the 
Mibrab in its mosque. The mosque, however, was burnt by the 
Tatars and the relic disappeared, but the Mibrab remains to this 
day in the mosque of Dar al-Hadith’s preparatory school (headed 
by Shaykh Abū al-Khayr al-Midani), near the Umawi Mosque in 
Damascus. 


Select Bibliography of Shaykh al-Islam 

In his brief but blessed life, Imam al-Nawawi authored nearly 
fifty books. These volumes are—like their author—among the 
treasures of Islam and contain an immense blessing (baraka) be- 
stowed by God. They are characterized by great diligence and 
scholarship. They are among the most relied-upon works of Is- 
lamic law and hadith in Islam. Some of them are listed below: 
Al-Arba'una Hadith (The Forty Hadiths) is the most widely read

Riyad al-Salihin (Garden of the Righteous), one of the most 
widely read anthologies of the prophetic traditions focusing on 
personal ethics. It is comprised of 572 chapters spread over nine- 
teen books, each chapter citing the verses of Quran and authentic 
hadiths that pertain to the subject at hand. The Imàm finished 
compiling the work in mid-Ramadan of 670 AH. 

Al-Adhkar al-Muntakhaba min Kalam Sayyid al-Abrar (Sup- 
plications Chosen from the Discourse of the Master of the Pious) 
is a model in the genre unequaled by any similar work. It contains 
349 chapters treating every situation Muslims face in their private 
and public life and adducing the supplication appropriate to each 
as related from the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace), 
with sound, fair, or weak chains of transmission. Imam Ibn Hajar 
al-‘Asqalani held six hundred and sixty classes devoted to the doc- 
umentation of the Adbkar, some of which was recently published 
in three volumes. Imam Ibn ‘Allan al-Siddiqi wrote a nine-vol- 
ume commentary on the Adbkar, titled al-Futuhat al-Rabbaniyya 
‘ala’l-Adhkar al-Nawawiyya. 

Sharh Sabib Muslim ranks among the great masterpieces of 
Muslim literature. The Imam titled it al-Minhaj fi Sharh Sahih 
Muslim ibn al-Hajjaj (The Method: A Commentary on Sahih 
Muslim ibn al-Hajjaj). The work is built on previous scholarship 
by the Maliki scholars al-Qadi ‘Iyad and al-Mazari. It numbers 
about twenty volumes in print. 

Al-Tarkhis fi’l-lkram bi'l-Diyam li Dhawi al-Fadli wa'l-Mazi- 
yyati min A HP l-Islām ‘ala Jibati al-Birri wa'l-Taqwiri wa'l-Ibtirám 
là ‘ala Jibati al-Riya'i wa'l-I'zam (The Permissibility of Dignifying 
by Standing for Those Who Possess Excellence and Distinction 
Among the People of Islam: In the Spirit of Piousness, Reverence, 
and Respect, Not jn the Spirit of Display and Aggrandizement).5 

Wird al-Imam al-Nawawi is the Imam’s daily devotional sup- 
plications and invocations. 
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Bustan al-‘Arifin fi’'l-Zubr wa’l-Tasawwuf (The Garden of the 
Knowers in Asceticism and Self-Purification) is a slim compendi- 
um of narrations which Imam al-Nawawi did not complete. 

Irshad Tullab al-Haqa’iq ila Ma'rifat Sunan Khayr al-Kbala'iq 
(Guiding Seekers of Truths to Knowing the Ways of the Best of 
All Creation), known simply as al-Irshad, is Imam al-Nawawi's 
concise abridgment of Ibn al-Salah's Muqaddima fi ‘Ulum al- 
Hadith, which he then condensed in the shorter al-Tagrib wa'l- 
Taysir li Ma‘rifat Sunan al-Bashir al-Nadbir (Access and Facility 
to Knowing the Ways of the Bearer of Glad Tidings and Warner). 
Taqrib received an illustrious commentary by Imam al-Suyüti in 
two volumes, Tadrib al-Rawi. 

Al-Majmu‘ Sharh al-Muhadhdhab (The Compendium: Com- 
mentary of the Mubadbdbab) is al-Nawawi's unfinished magnum 
opus of Shàafr'i figh. Ibn Kathir said: “I do not know in all the 
books of figh any that excels it.”* (The Imam died—God have 
mercy on him and grant him Paradise!)—when he reached the 
chapters on usury, the Shaykh al-Islam al-Subki continued the 
work, which grew to about eighteen volumes.) 

Rawdat al-Talibin (The Seeker’s Garden), a medium-sized ref- 
erence manual in Shafi‘i figh, and the smaller Minhaj al-Talibin 
(The Seekers Road) are, respectively, abridgments of Imam 
al-Rafi's Sharh al-Wajiz (also known as Sharh al-Kabir) and 
al-Mubarrar. 

Al-Idab fi Manasik al-Hajj (Elucidation of the Rites of the Pil- 
grimage) is a detailed explanation of the rites of Pilgrimage ac- 
cording to the Shafr'i school, one of four such manuals he wrote 
and which he epitomized in al-Ijaz fi Manasik al-Hajj. 

Al-Manthurat fil-Fiqb, better known as his Fatawa, is a single 
volume collected and published by his student Ibn al-‘Attar. 

Tahdhib al-Asma' wa'l-Lughat (Precise Rendition of Names 
and Dialects) is a four-volume reference manual containing a bi- 
ography of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) and 
brief biographies of some of the figures of the first three Islamic 
cEnturies and the four principal Imams of the schools of Sacred 
Law. It also includes geographical and lexical information. It is 
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more extensive than what is included in the last chapter of the 
Tibyan.? 


Imam al-Nawawi’s Death 

Returning to Nawa from a trip to Jerusalem and Hebron, the 
Imam and Friend of God died in his father’s house after a short 
illness. Al-Dhahabi said, “His grave in Nawa is a place of visita- 
tion,” and the late Mufti of Lebanon, Shaykh Hasan Khalid, said, 
“God Most High responds to supplication at the grave of Imam 
al-Nawawi." Al-Dhahabi’s shaykh, Ibn Farah, said, “Shaykh 
Muhyi al-Din reached three high stations, each of which would 
suffice to make its possessor someone people would travel to see: 
knowledge, asceticism, and command good and forbidding evil.” 
In truth, for these three reasons and more, Imam al-Nawawi is 
most deserving of the title of Great Master (al-Shaykh al-Akbar) 
and Authority of Islam (Shaykh al-Islam).

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IMAM AL-NAWAWT' S INTRODUCTION 


The shaykh, legist, and knowledgeable Imam, the scrupulous as- 
cetic, the precise and skillful, Abū Zakariyya Yahya Muhyi al-Din 
ibn Sharaf ibn Hlazam al-Hazami al-Nawawi (God Most High 
have mercy upon him) said: 

Praise be to God, the Noble Benefactor, Possessor of Infinite 
Power, Superiority, and Perfection, who guided us to belief and 
who has made our religion superior to all the rest. He graced us 
by sending us the one most noble unto Him, the most superior of 
His creation, His beloved and intimate Friend, His servant and 
Messenger, Muhammad (God bless him and grant him peace), 
through whom He effaced idol-worship. He honored him with 
the miraculous Quran which endures the passing of time. With it 
He challenges humankind and jinn in their entirety; and with it 
He silences the misguiders and transgressors. He made it a com- 
fort for the hearts of the insightful and perceptive. It does not 
wear out with frequent repetition and the changing of time. He 
made it easy to remember so that even young children may mem- 
orize it. He guaranteed its protection from being compromised 
by alterations and accidents. And it is indeed protected—by the 
praise of God and His exaltedness—for so long as night and day 
endure. He made it well suited for the cultivation of His sciences 
for the ones whom He chooses to have skill and mastery, and He 
gathered therein from every discipline that which opens the hearts 
of those who have certainty. 

I praise Him for this and for His other innumerable graces, es- 
pecially for the grace of belief. I ask Him for the generous bestow- 
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al of [His] good favor for myself, all my loved ones, and all other 
Muslims. I testify that there is no deity other than God, One with- 
out partner: a testimony which attains forgiveness, saves from the 
Fire anyone who testifies it, and brings one to reside in Paradise. 

I testify that Muhammad is His servant and Messenger, the 
caller to belief. God bless him and give him peace—and his Folk 
and Companions—and honor, ennoble, and extol them until the 
end of time. 


To commence: 

God, Sublime and Most High, has graced this nation (God 
Most High increase it and its people in honor) with the religion 
that He has chosen, the religion of Islam.’ He has graced them 
by sending Muhammad, the best of His creation, may the most 
eminent of blessings, bounties, and peace be conferred upon him. 
And He honored them with His Book, the best of all speech. God, 
Sublime and Most High, gathered in it all that is needed; it in- 
cludes stories of the first people and the last, spiritual counsel, si- 
militudes, etiquette, and rulings of all types. And it includes clear, 
sure proofs indicating His absolute unity, and other things that 
His messengers (God bless them and give them peace) brought: 
irrefutable arguments against the followers of ignoble heresies. 
He multiplied the reward for reciting it; ordered us to heed it and 
give it veneration, to adhere to it through proper conduct, and to 
spend generously in honoring it. 

Groups of the exemplary and outstanding [scholars] have writ- 
ten about the excellence of reciting the Quran—books known to 
people of reason and discernment. But the resolve to memorize— 
even peruse—these books has waned so no one benefits from 
them, except for some exceptionally intelligent individuals. 


Reasons for Writing the Book and Its Structure 

I have seen the people of our land, Damascus (God Most High 
protect and preserve it, and all other lands of Islam), concentrat- 
ing on reciting the Mighty Quran: studying, instructing, reading, 
and learning—in groups and individually. They spend enormous 
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effort in this—day and night (God increase their desire for it and 
for all kinds of obedience), desiring thereby the pleasure of God, 
the Possessor of Majesty and Honor. 

This called me to put together a concise treatise concerning 
the proper etiquette to be observed by the bearers of the Quran, 
and the characteristics of its memorizers and students. This is be- 
cause God Most High has prescribed showing good will towards 
His Book, which includes illuminating the proper conduct of its 
bearers and students, instructing them therein, and calling their 
attention to it. I favor brevity and am wary of prolixity. I limit 
each chapter to one subject of etiquette; and for each subject, 1 
point to a number of its categories. Most of what I mention pro- 
ceeds by omitting chains of transmission—even though I have the 
chains of transmission readily present and have the authorization 
to transmit them. But my goal is to call attention to its source. 
And what I mention alludes to what I omitted. The reason for 
preferring brevity is my desire that it be memorized and that it be 
fully usef ul and disseminated. I singled out unfamiliar vocabulary 
and diction that occur in the chapters |and provided] a clear sum- 
marized explanation and voweling, which I have placed at the end 
of the book in the order of their occurrence in the chapters. The 
purpose of this is to complete the book's benefit to its possessor 
and to remove doubt from its seeker. Included within the chapters 
themselves are groups of principles and invaluable lessons. [See 
IMAM AL-NAWAWT'S LEXICON at the end of the translation. | 


Using Weakly Authenticated Hadiths 

I clarify the strongly and weakly authenticated hadiths, and as- 
cribe each to whichever Imam related it. In some circumstances, 
they have overlooked hadiths, though this is rare. Know that the 
scholars of hadith and others permit working with weakly au- 
thenticated hadiths concerning the merits of actions. In spite of 
this, I restrict myself to those that are rigorously authenticated 
and do not mention the weakly authenticated ones expect in a 
few circumstances. 
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My trust and reliance is upon God Most Noble and to Him is 
my unbridled resignation and upon Him is my utter dependence. 
I ask Him that I travel the path of guidance, for protection from 
the people of heresy and insolence, and that I constantly be upon 
this and other good things with continual increase. I humbly be- 
seech God Most Sublime that He grant me good deeds that I may 
gain His pleasure; that He make me among those who fear Him 
and properly observe His rights; that He guide me to perfect in- 
tentions; that He facilitate for me all types of good; that He assist 
me in all excellent qualities; that He keep me steadfast in this until 
death; and that He does all of this for all of my loved ones and all 
other Muslims—male and female. He is our sufficiency and the 
best reliance. And there is no power and strength except by God, 
the High, Most Great. 


THE MERIT OF RECITING AND BEARING THE QURAN 


God, Mighty and Majestic, says: Those who read the Book of 
God, and establish Prayer, and spend, secretly and openly, from 
that which He has bestowed on them, they look forward to im- 
perishable gain, so that He will fully recompense them their wages 
and increase them of His grace. Indeed, He is all-forgiving, thank- 
ful (Quran, 35:29-30). 

We relate that ‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan (God be pleased with him) 
stated that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him 
peace) said, “The best among you is one who learns the Quran 
and teaches it.”' (Abu ‘Abdallah Muhammad ibn Isma‘il ibn 
Ibrahim al-Bukhari related it in his Sabib, which is the most au- 
thentic book after the Quran.) 

‘A’isha (God be pleased with her) stated that the Messenger 
of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, *The one who 
recites the Quran and is skillful therein will be with the obedient, 
noble, recording angels; and the one who reads the Quran stam- 
mering, it being difficult for him, has two rewards.”? (Bukhari and 
Abū al-Husayn Muslim ibn al-Hajjàj ibn Muslim al-Qushayri al- 
Nisabiri related it in their Sabibayn.?) 

Abu Musa al-Ash'ari (God be pleased with him) stated that 
the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
“The likeness of a believer who recites the Quran is like that of a 
citron: its scent is fragrant and its taste delicious. The likeness of a 
believer who does not recite the Quran is like that of a date: it has 
no fragrance and its taste is delicious. The likeness of a hypocrite 
who recites the Quran is like a water lily: its scent is fragrant and 
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its taste is bitter. And the likeness of a hypocrite who does not re- 
cite the Quran is like a bitter colocynth: it is scentless and its taste 
is bitter.”4 (Bukhari and Muslim related it.) 

‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased with him) stated that the 
Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) said, “God Most 
High exalts some groups with this Book, and debases others." 
(Muslim related it.) 

Abu Umama al-Bahili (God be pleased with him) said, “I heard 
the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) say, 
*Recite the Quran, for on the Day of Judgment it will come to 
intercede for its companion.’”® (Muslim related it.) 

Ibn ‘Umar (God be pleased with them both) stated that the 
Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) said, “There is no 
envy except concerning two: a person to whom God has given the 
Quran and he conforms with it night and day; and a person to 
whom God has given wealth from which he spends |charitably] 
night and day.”? (Bukhari and Muslim related it. We also relate it 
from ‘Abdallah ibn Mas'üd (God be pleased with him) but with 
the phrase: “There is no envy except concerning two: a person to 
whom God has given wealth and he expended it all for the sake of 
God, and a person to whom God has given wisdom and he judges 
according to it and teaches it.”*) 

*Abdallah ibn Mas'üd (God be pleased with him) stated that 
the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
“Whoever recites one letter from the Book of God has one re- 
ward, and rewards are [multiplied] by ten of their kind. I do not 
say that ‘Alif Lam Mim is a [single] letter, rather ‘Alif is a letter, 
‘Lam’ is a letter, and ‘Mim’ is a letter.” (Abū ‘Isa. Muhammad 
ibn ‘Isa al-Tirmidhi related it and said that it is a well-rigorously 
authenticated [basan sabib| hadith.'9) 

Aba Sa‘id al-Khudri (God be pleased with him) stated that the 
Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) said, “God, Sub- 
lime and Most High, says, ‘Whomever the Quran and My remem- 
brance preoccupy. him from beseeching Me, I give [him] the best 
of what the beseechers are given. The superiority of the Word of 
God, Sublime and Most High, over all others is like the superior- 
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ity of God Most High over His creation.’”'' (Tirmidhi related it 
and said that it is a well-authenticated hadith.) 

Ibn ‘Abbas (God be well pleased with him and his father) stat- 
ed that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him 
peace) said, “Someone without Quran in his heart is like a ruined 
house." '* (Tirmidhi related it and said it was a well-rigorously 
authenticated hadith.) 

‘Abdallah ibn ‘Amr ibn al-‘As (God be pleased with them both) 
stated that the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
“To the person with the Quran, it is said, ‘Recite and ascend! Re- 
cite measuredly just as you used to recite in the world! Your sta- 
tion will be at the last verse you recite.” '3 (Aba Dawuüd, Tirmidhi, 
and Nasa’i related it; Tirmidhi said that it is a well-rigorously 
authenticated hadith.) 

Mu'adh ibn Anas (God be pleased with him) stated that the 
Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
“Whoever recites the Quran and acts according to what it con- 
tains, God will adorn his parents with a crown on the Day of 
Judgment, its radiance more beautiful than the radiance of the 
sun in the abode of this world. So what do you presume |the 
reward will be] for the one who acts according to it?"'* (Abū 
Dawud related it.) 

Al-Darimi related with his chain of transmitters that ‘Abdallah 
ibn Mas'üd (God be pleased with him) stated that the Prophet 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, “Recite the Quran, 
since God Most High will not chastise a heart that has memorized 
the Quran. This Quran is the banquet of God: whoever enters it is 
safe and whoever loves the Quran rejoices.” '5 

‘Abd al-Hamid al-Hammani said, “I asked Sufyan al-Thaw- 
ri about a man who engages in battles: Is that more beloved to 
you or that he recite the Quran? He answered, ‘That he recite 
the Quran because the Prophet (God bless him and grant him 
peace) said, “The best among you is one who learns the Quran 
and teaches it.”’”'® 








THE PRECEDENCE OF RECITATION AND 
OF RECITERS OVER OTHERS 


It is established that Abū Mas'üd al-Ansari al-Badri (God be 
pleased with him) stated that the Messenger of God (God bless 
him and grant him peace) said, “Whosoever is the best in reciting 
the Book of God Most High' should lead the people |in Prayer].”* 
Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased with them both) said, “The reciters 
were the companions of the assembly of ‘Umar (God be pleased 
with him) and his council, whether middle-aged or young.” (Re- 
lated in Bukhari’s Sahih.) [Some] hadiths included in this chapter 
will be related in the next. 

Know that the soundest position, the one followed by the 
scholars, who themselves are relied upon, is that reciting the Qu- 
ran is superior to saying, “Subban Allah” |“Sublime and Perfect 
is God” |, * La ilaha illa’ Allah” | “There is no deity except God” |, 
and other litanies. The evidence for this has been shown. 


And God knows best.‘ 


HONORING THE FOLK OF THE QURAN AND 
THE PROHIBITION OF ANNOYING THEM 


God Most High says, And he who reveres the rites of God, it is 
from Godfearingness in the heart (Quran, 22:32); and He who re- 
veres what God has deemed sacred, that is better for him with his 
Lord (Quran, 22:30); And lower your wing [in kindness] to those 
believers who follow you (Quran, 26:215); And those who ma- 
lign believing men and believing women undeservedly, they bear 
the guilt of slander and manifest sin (Quran, 33:58). 

This chapter includes the hadiths of Abū Mas‘ad al-Ansari 
(God be pleased with him) and Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased with 
him) that preceded in the second chapter. 

Abū Musa al-Ash'ari (God be pleased with him) stated that the 
Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) said, *Exalting God 
Most High includes giving honor to the gray-haired Muslim, to 
whomever bears the Quran without exceeding its proper bounds 
or shunning it, and any person of authority who acts justly.”' 
(Abu Dawid related it. It is a well-authenticated [basan] hadith.) 

‘A’isha (God be pleased with her) said, “The Messenger of God 
(God bless him and grant him peace) ordered us to treat peo- 
ple according to their due rank.” (Abu Dawid related it in his 
Sunan, and al-Bazzar related it in his Musnad. Al-Hakim—Abi 
‘Abdallah—said in ‘Ulam al-Hadith that it is a rigorously authen- 
ticated hadith.) 

Jabir ibn ‘Abdallah (God be pleased with them both) said that 
the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) would gath- 
er two casualties from Uhud and then say, “Which of the two 
[deceased| has amassed the most Quran?" If one of them was 
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indicated, he would put him first in the /abd [the portion of the 
gravesite closest to the Qibla|.”* (Bukhari related it.) 

Abu Hurayra (God be pleased with him) stated that the Prophet 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, “Indeed, God Mighty 
and Glorious says, ‘Whoever shows enmity to a friend of mine, 
I have declared war upon him.”’ (Bukhari related it.) It is estab- 
lished in the Sabibayn that the Prophet (God bless him and grant 
him peace) said, “Whoever prays the Morning Prayer is under the 
guardianship of God Most High, and God Most High does not 
demand of you something that is under His guardianship."6 

The two venerable shaykhs, Abū Hanifa and al-Shafii (God 
Most High have mercy upon them both), said, *If the scholars are 
not the Friends |Awliya’| of God, then God has no Friends.” 

The Imam, the hadith master, Abū al-Qasim ibn ‘Asakir (God 
have mercy upon him) said, “Know, my brother (and may God 
make you and us suitable for His pleasure, make us among those 
who fear Him and observe His duty with right observance) that 
the flesh of scholars is a poison, and God’s custom with those 
who disparage them is well known: whoever utters defamation 
regarding the scholars with his tongue, God Most High afflicts 
him before his death with the death of his heart. And let those 
who go against His command beware lest an affliction befall the 
more painful torment (Quran, 24:63)." 
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THE ETIQUETTE OF TEACHERS AND 
STUDENTS OF THE QURAN 


This chapter, combined with the two that follow, is essentially 
the aim of this book itself. It is quite long and wide ranging. I do, 
however, concisely point out its objectives in sections, facilitating 
its memorization and accuracy, if God Most High wills. 


The Intention of the Bearers of the Quran 

First, the teacher and the reciter should engage in the recitation 
lof the Quran] for the purpose of gaining the pleasure of God 
Most High. God Most High says, And they were ordered no more 
than to worship God sincerely, keeping religion pure for Him, be- 
ing upright, to establish the Prayer, and to give obligatory charity. 
And that is the worthy religion (Quran, 98:5), [^worthy religion” 
here] meaning the undeviating creed. 

It is related in the Sabibayn that the Messenger of God (God 
bless him and grant him peace) said, “Actions are only [valued] 
according to their intentions, and each person has only what he 
has intended.”' This hadith is one of the foundations of Islam.’ 
We relate that Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased with them both) said, 
“A man is protected only to the degree of his intention.” Another 
[has said], “People are only given to the degree of their inten- 
tions." 

We relate that the master Abū al-Qasim al-Qushayri (God 
Most High grant him mercy) said, “Sincerity is to single out the 
Real [God] in obedience with full intention: meaning, through 
obedience, |a worshipper] desires only to draw near to God Most 
High—nothing else: not ostentation for the sake of others, gain- 
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ing praise with people, loving praise from them, or something else 
that shows [an objective] other than drawing closer to God Most 
High.” He said, “It is correct to say that sincerity is purifying the 
action from being observed by people.” 

Hudhayfa al-Mar‘ashi (God Most High grant him mercy) said, 
“Sincerity is the worshiper’s actions being identical in what is 
manifest and what is hidden.” 

Dhu'l-Nuün (God Most High grant him mercy) said, “Three 
signs of sincerity are when praise and Censure from the masses 
are equal; forgetting to see your involvement in deeds; and want- 
ing reward for one’s action in the Hereafter.” 

Al-Fudyl ibn ‘Iyad (God be pleased with him) said, “Leaving an 
action for the sake of others is showing off. Acting for the sake 
of others is [a kind of] idolatry. Sincerity is God protecting you 
from the two.” 

Sahl al-Tustari (God Most High grant him mercy) said, “The 
astute have looked into the meaning of sincerity and have found 
none other than this: that one’s motion and stillness, in what is 
secret and what is public, be solely for God Most High. He mixes 
nothing with it: not ego nor whim—nothing of this world.” 

Al-Sari (God grant him mercy) said, “Do not do anything for 
the sake of others, and do not abandon anything for their sake. 
Do not cover anything for them, and do not reveal anything for 
them.” Al-Qushayri said, “The most superior truthfulness is when 
the secret and public are equal.” 

Al-Harith al-Muhasibi (God grant him mercy) said, “The truth- 
ful one is he who has no concern if the estimation people have 
for him were to depart from their hearts—so as to maintain the 
soundness of his own heart. He does not like people inspecting 
an atom’s weight of his excellent actions; but he does not mind 
people inspecting his evil deeds. If he were to dislike the latter, 
this would indicate that he loves greater esteem on their part, and 
this is not the proper behavior of the truthful and trusting saints 
|[siddigin|.” Another said, “If you seek God Most High through 
truthfulness, He would give you a mirror by which you could see 
every wonder of this world and the next.” 
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The sayings of the Righteous Forebears [Salaf| concerning this 
are many. We have referred to some of them so as to point out the 
objective here. I have mentioned most of them with their com- 
mentary in the beginning of |the book] Sharh al-Muhadhdhab, in 
addition to some of the etiquette of the teacher and the student, 
and the legist and his student, which no student of knowledge can 
do without. 


And God knows best. 


Not Seeking a Worldly Objective 

The teacher must not make his intentions |to teach] for the pur- 
pose of attaining some worldly objective, such as wealth, lead- 
ership, influence, rising above his peers, gaining people's praise, 
or drawing their attention to himself. One does not dishonor his 
teaching of [the Quran] by hoping to obtain some favor—by way 
of an [influential] student who recites to him— whether the favor 
is in the form of property or some service, however small, or even 
a gift that he would not have received had it not been for [his] 
student reciting to him. 

God Most High says, Whoever seeks the harvest of the Here- 
after, We shall increase his harvest; and whoever seeks the harvest 
of this world, We shall give him of it here, but in the Hereafter he 
will have no portion (Quran, 42:20); Whoever desires the imme- 
diate [gains of this world], We hasten what We will to whomever 
We will (Quran, 17:18). 

Abu Hurayra (God be pleased with him) stated that the Mes- 
senger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, * Who- 
ever learns knowledge by which one |customarily] seeks the plea- 
sure of God Most High but learns it in order to obtain one of this 
world's riches, he will not find the scent of Paradise on the Day of 
Judgment."* (Aba Dawid related it with a rigorously authenticat- 
ed chain; there are many hadiths similar to it.) 

Anas, Hudhayfa, and Ka'b ibn Malik (God be well pleased 
with them all) stated that the Messenger of God (God bless him 
and grant him peace) said, *Whoever seeks knowledge so that 
he can contest fools, vie with the scholars, or attract attention 
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toward himself’ occupies his seat in the Fire.” Tirmidhi related 
it from the account of Ka‘b ibn Malik (God be pleased with him) 
that states, “...it puts him into the Fire.” 


Not Objecting to Students Reciting With Others 

The teacher takes every precaution from boasting because of the 
many people under his tutelage and who patronize him. He is 
cautious of disliking his students reciting with someone else who 
offers them benefit. These afflictions put some ignorant teachers 
to the test, and they are clear indications of the evil intention and 
corrupt innermost mettle of whoever possesses them. Indeed, they 
are sure proof of |the teacher's] lack of desire to teach for the sake 
of the noble pleasure of God Most High, since if he were to desire 
God Most High by teaching |the Quran], he would not have dis- 
liked [his students reading with others]. Instead he should say to 
himself, “I sought [God's] obedience by teaching, and it has thus 
been achieved. [The student| sought an increase in knowledge by 
reciting with someone else.” And he should not censure the stu- 
dent. 

We relate in the Musnad of Imam Abū Muhammad al-Dàrimi 
(God grant him mercy)—about whom there is consensus on his 
profound learning and leadership—that ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib (God be 
pleased with him) said, *O bearers of knowledge! Act according 
to |your knowledge], since the scholar is the one who acts accord- 
ing to what he has learned and whose knowledge corresponds to 
his action. There will be groups who possess knowledge that does 
not go beyond their collar bones. Their action contradicts their 
knowledge; their inward state contradicts their outward. They sit 
in circles vying with one another, until a man becomes angry with 
the one he sits with, and so he sits with someone else, leaving the 
other behind. Their actions in these assemblies of theirs do not 
ascend to God Most Hi igh."7 

It is rigorously authenticated that Imam al-Shafi‘i (God Most 
High have mercy upon him) said, “I hope that people learn this 
knowledge,” meaning his knowledge and books, “with the condi- 
tion that they not attribute a single letter of it to me.” 
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Molded by Good Qualities 

[he scholar should be molded by the good qualities mentioned 
n the Revelation, and the praiseworthy inner qualities and the 
leasing habits that God Most High guided to. — 

They include: abstinence in this world, thinking little of it, 
ind lacking concern for it and its worldly people. They include: 
senerosity, openhandedness, noble character, and a cheerful face 
zut without becoming immodest. They include: discernment, 
ielf-control, and being above vile acquisition. They include: ad- 
yering to scrupulousness, humility, tranquility, dignity, modesty, 
iubmission, and avoiding laughter and frequent play. They in- 
clude: adhering to religious tasks, such as, cleanliness, removing 
ilth and hair that the legislation mentions removing; trimming 
he mustache, trimming the nails and combing the beard; and re- 
noving offensive smells and offensive clothing. 

The scholar should take every precaution from envy, showing 
aff, pride, and thinking little of others—even if [they are] beneath 
1m. 


Invocations and Supplications 

The teacher should implement the hadiths that were related con- 
zerning saying *Subban Allah” [*Sublime and Perfect is God” ], 
“La ilaha illa'Allab? |* There is no deity except God"], and other 
litanies [adbkar| and supplications. The teacher should be con- 
stantly conscious of God Most High, when alone and when in 
public, and his reliance in all of his affairs should be upon God 
Most High. 


Being Kind and Accommodating 

The teacher should be kind to whomever recites to him, welcom- 
ing him and well mannered with him in accordance to his circum- 
stances. 

We related that Abū Harün al-‘Abdi said, “We would come to 
Aba Sa‘id al-Khudri (God be pleased with him), and he would 
say, ‘Welcome to the beneficiaries of the Messenger of God (God 
bless him and grant him peace). The Prophet (God bless him and 
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grant him peace) said, “People rely upon you. Men will come 
to you from the earth’s regions to acquire religious knowledge. 
When they come to you, make them your concern.” ”! (Tirmidhi, 
Ibn Majah, and others related it. Something like it was related to 
us in Musnad al-Darimi by way of Abū al-Darda’ (God be pleased 
with him).) 


Sincerity Toward Students 

The teacher should make every effort to be sincere with whom- 
ever recites to him, since the Messenger of God (God bless him 
and grant him peace) said, “Religion is sincerity:? towards God, 
His Book, His Messenger, the leaders of the Muslims, and their 
common folk.”'° (Muslim related it.) 

Sincerity towards God and His Book includes, honoring its reciter 
and its student, guiding him to his best interest; being kind to him; 
assisting him in his studies with all that one can. It includes har- 
monizing the student's heart; being openhanded by teaching him 
gently, being kind towards him, and encouraging him to learn. 

The teacher should mention the superiority of learning to the 
student, so that it causes him to be eager and increases his desire, 
makes him abstinent in this world, and changes him from being 
inclined towards [the world] and from being deluded by it. The 
teacher should mention to him the superiority of being occupied 
with the Quran and all other religious sciences. This is the path of 
those who have knowledge of God |'arifín|, the resolute, and the 
righteous worshipers of God. And it is the rank of the prophets 
(God bless them and grant them peace). 

The teacher should feel compassion for the student and pay 
attention to his well-being, just as he pays attention to his own 
well-being and his son's. The teacher assumes the role of the 
student's father by having compassion for him, concern for his 
well-being, and patience with his roughness and ill manners; and 
he pardons him for his poor behavior in some circumstances— 
since he is proneto shortcomings, especially if [he is| young in age. 

The teacher—without exception—should like for [his student] 
what he likes for himself, and dislike for him the shortcomings 
that he dislikes for himself. It has been firmly established in the 
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Sahibayn that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant 
him peace) said, “None of you believes until he loves for his 
brother what he loves for himself.” Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased 
with them both) said, *The one I must respect the most is the one 
sitting before me—he who stepped over people's necks until he 
sat before me.” If I were capable of preventing a single fly from 
landing on his face, I would have done so!" And in one narration 
[it reads], “...and flies land on his face and it bothers me!” 


Not Possessed of Arrogance 
The teacher should not be arrogant towards his students. Instead, 
he should be gentle and humble. Many well-known accounts have 
been related about the importance of having humility with ordi- 
nary individuals; so how is it with those who are like one's own 
children, especially given what they are doing—occupied with the 
Quran? All of this is in addition to what they hold over him al- 
ready, including the right of companionship and their right to go 
to him repeatedly. It has been related that the Prophet (God bless 
him and grant him peace) said, *Be gentle with your student and 
with your teacher." '? 

Ayyüb al-Sakhtiyani (God Most High grant him mercy) said, 
*The teacher should put dirt on his head out of humbleness to- 
wards God Mighty and Majestic." 


Disciplining tbe Student 

The teacher should gradually discipline the student in order that 
he have excellent manners and a pleasing disposition; that he 
struggle against his lower-self [nafs| applying subtle ways. The 
teacher should habituate him so as to safeguard all of his stu- 
dent's affairs, both private and public. The teacher should urge 
him repeatedly, in words and in deeds, to have sincerity and per- 
fect intentions, and to be vigilant of God Most High at all times. 
The teacher should inform him that through all of this, the lights 
of spiritual knowledge will open to him, his heart will be opened 
also; and the wellsprings of wisdom and subtleties will gush forth 
from his heart and God will bless him in his work and state and 
give him success in what he says and does. 
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The Communal Obligation of Teaching 

Teaching is a communal obligation. If only one individual is 
right for the task, then it becomes his personal obligation. But in 
the context of a community, in which there is a group of people 
through whom [the duty of education] may be discharged, [they 
are all obliged]. If all of them refuse, then all have sinned; if some 
of them establish [education], then the sin falls from the rest. If 
one of them is requested to teach but refuses, the preponderant of 
two opinions is that he is not a sinner, although it is offensive for 
him to [refuse] without excuse. 


Resolved to Teach 

It is recommended that the teacher be fully committed to teach- 
ing [his students], preferring it over his personal worldly matters 
that are not critical. It is recommended that he empty his heart of 
all preoccupying matters—and they are many and known—while 
sitting for their recitation. It is recommended that he be resolved 
to making them understand. 

He should give each student what is suitable for him, that is, 
he should not give a greater [workload] to one who cannot bear 
the increase, nor should he lessen the load for one who can indeed 
bear the addition. 

He should request the students to repeat what they have mem- 
orized. Moreover, he should praise a student whose excellence is 
manifest, as long as there is no problem with conceit or something 
else that may be feared of him. He should gently admonish who- 
ever falls short in his studies, as long as he does not fear alienating 
him. 

Never should a teacher envy a student for excelling, nor harbor 
thoughts that what God has bestowed upon him is excessive. This 
is because envying even strangers is strictly unlawful. How is it, 
then, with envying a student who is like one’s own son, and whose 
excellences shall cause his teacher to reap abundant reward in the 
Hereafter and exeellent praise in this world? 

God alone brings success. 
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Teaching in Order of Arrival 

When there are many students, the teacher gives precedence in 
instructing [his students] according to the order in which they 
arrive. If the first [student] approves that another be given prece- 
dence, it is duly given. He should show them joy and a cheerful 
face. He should inquire about their circumstances, and ask about 
someone who is absent. 


Students with Unsound Intentions 

The scholars (God be well pleased with them) said, “Do not 
deny anyone instruction because of unsound intentions.” Sufyan 
[al-Thawri] and others have said, “Their seeking knowledge is 
intention in itself.” They said, “We sought knowledge for reasons 
other than God, but the knowledge refused to be other than for 
the sake of God,” meaning that its purpose be for God Most High. 


Not Fidgeting During Recitation 
During recitation, the teacher should not fidget with his hands, 
and he should keep his eyes from needlessly glancing about. He 
sits, while having ritual purification, facing the gibla [direction of 
Prayer]. And he sits with dignity, his clothes white and clean. 
When he reaches the place in which he sits [to teach], he prays 
two rak'as before actually sitting, whether or not the location is a 
mosque. This practice is more emphatic if it is in a mosque, since 
It is offensive to sit in a mosque before praying. Also, he may sit 
cross-legged. Abu Bakr al-Sajistani relates with his chain of trans- 
mission that ‘Abdallah ibn Mas'üd (God be pleased with him) 
would have people recite to him in the mosque while kneeling. 


Not Disgracing Knowledge 

It is an emphasized etiquette that the teacher not disgrace the 
status of knowledge by teaching in a place associated with his 
student—whether the student is the caliph or a lesser person.'4 
Instead, he safeguards the knowledge from this, just as the Righ- 
teous Forebears |Salaf| did (God be well pleased with them). Their 


statements concerning this are well known and many. 
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Having a Spacious Assembly 

The teacher’s assembly should be spacious enough to accommo- 
date his audience. The Prophet (God bless him and grant him 
peace) said, “The best assemblies are the most spacious";'* (Abū 
Dawid related this hadith in his Sunan at the beginning of “The 
Book of Etiquette” with a rigorously authenticated chain of nar- 
rators from the narration of Abū Sa‘id al-Khudri (God be pleased 
with him).) 


Tbe Student's Etiquette 

All of the teacher's etiquette that we have mentioned—in and of 
itself—are the student's etiquette also. The student's etiquette in- 
cludes moreover avoiding any concerns that preoccupy him from 
achieving |his objectives], except that which is unavoidable be- 
cause of necessity. He should purify his heart from any impurity 
so that it is fit for receiving the Quran, memorizing it, and profit- 
ing from it. 

It is rigorously authenticated that the Messenger of God (God 
bless him and grant him peace) said, *In the body there is a mor- 
sel: when it is sound, the whole body is sound; and when it is 
corrupt, the whole body is corrupt. [This morsel] is the heart."'$ 
The one who said the following has done well in saying: *The 
heart is made wholesome for knowledge, just as the earth is made 
wholesome for cultivation." 

The student should show humility towards his teacher and be 
well behaved with him, even if the teacher is younger than him, 
less famous, of lower lineage, less righteous, and so on. He shows 
humility with regard to knowledge, and attains it by means of his 
humility. Some have said in verse: 


Knowledge destroys the arrogant youth, 
like the torrent erodes high ground. 


The student should be obedient to his teacher, consult him in 
his affairs, and aecept his opinion. An ill person who is rational 
accepts the opinion of a practiced and sincere physician. [With 
religious knowledge] this is even more appropriate. 
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Studying from the Best 

The student does not study except from someone whose compe- 

tence is complete, his religiosity visible, has achieved ma‘rifa,'7 

and is well known as a person free of |debilitating] problems. 
Muhammad ibn Sirin, Malik ibn Anas, and other Righteous Fore- | 
bears have said, *This knowledge is religion, so examine well he 

from whom you take your religion." '* | 


Respecting tbe Teacber | 
The student must look to his teacher with the eye of respect, be- 
lieve in his competence completely, and his superiority over his 
contemporaries, since this makes it more [tkely that one will bene- 
ht from him. One scholar from the earlier generations would give 
something in charity whenever he went to his teacher and say: 
*O God, cover my teacher's faults from me, and do not take the 
spiritual blessing of his knowledge away from me." 
Rabi‘, the companion of al-Shafi (God have mercy on them 
both), said, “I did not venture to drink water while al-Shafi was | 
looking at me out of veneration for him.” 
We relate that the commander of the faithful, ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib 
(God be pleased with him), said: 


The rights the teacher has over you include that you give greet- | 
ings to people in general but single him out with greetings to the 
exclusion of the rest. [They include:] sitting in front of him; not 
pointing with your hand in his company; not winking your eye 
at someone; not citing a position contrary to his; not backbiting 
anyone when in his presence. [And they include:] not conferring 
with someone sitting near you while in his audience; not grab- 
bing his garment; not being insistent when he has reservations | 
[about something]; and not being inharmonious, such that you 
become fed up with accompanying him after a length of time." ° 


The student should discipline himself with these characteristics 
that ‘Ali referred to (God ennoble his face). Also, the student rebuts 
any backbiting of his shaykh whenever he is able, and leaves that 
assembly if he is unable to do so. 
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Entering and Exiting the Lesson 

The student visits his shaykh | with] most excellent traits, keeping 
himself tidy with everything we have just mentioned concerning 
the teacher: cleanliness, regular use of the toothstick, and a heart 
free of preoccupying matters. He does not enter without seeking 
permission when the shaykh is in a place that requires permission. 
The student greets the attendees upon entering, and [then | singles 
out his teacher with his greeting. Likewise, he bids farewell to him 
and |the assembly in general] when he departs, just as it is related 
in the hadith: “The first |greeting] is no more deserving than the 
second.”*° The student does not step over people, and sits wherev- 
er the assembly’s perimeter happens to be, unless the shaykh gives 
him permission to come forward, or he knows from the behavior 
[of the other students] that they prefer it. He does not let someone 
rise from his place [out of deference], and if someone does give 
him preference he declines it still, following the example of Ibn 
*Umar (God be pleased with him), unless his coming forward is in 
the welfare of those present or if the shaykh requested him to do 
so. He does not sit in the middle of the circle, except out of neces- 
sity. He does not sit between two companions except with their 
permission; and if they make room for him, he sits and squeezes 
himself in. 


Sitting During tbe Lesson 

The student should also have good etiquette with his companions 
and those attending the assembly of the shaykh, since this is also 
having good etiquette with the shaykh and preserves [the dignity 
of] his assembly. He sits in the presence of the shaykh in the man- 
ner of a student, not that of a teacher. He does not raise his voice 
exaggeratedly, laugh, or speak much without need. He does not 
fidget with his hands or the like. He does not turn right and left 
without need; rather he faces the shaykh, attentive to his words. 


A Moody Shaykb. 


Among the things the student is advised to heed is that he not 
recite to the shaykh while the shaykh's heart is preoccupied or 
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bored, or while he is reluctant, distressed, overjoyed, hungry, 
thirsty, tired, troubled, or anything that makes it difficult for him 
or prevents him from having complete presence of heart or from 
being energetic. The student should take full advantage of the 
times in which the teacher is energetic. 

The student’s etiquette includes bearing with the shaykh’s 
coarseness and bad aspects of his character, and not being dis- 
suaded from remaining with him and believing in his aptness. 
The student proffers valid excuses for his shaykh’s actions and 
utterances that outwardly seem flawed. Who is incapable of this, 
except for someone with little or no accomplishment? If the 
shaykh is coarse with him, he takes the initiative to apologize to 
the shaykh, and outwardly shows that the offense is his and he de- 
serves the reprimand. This is more beneficial for him in this world 
and the next, and purer for the heart of the shaykh. 

It has been said, “Whoever is impatient with the humiliation 
of learning will spend his life in the blindness of ignorance. And 
whoever is patient with it, it will eventually lead to the glory of 
this life and the next.” The student’s etiquette encompasses the 
famous statement from Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased with them 
both). “I was humble [when] I studied, so I was respected when I 
was sought.” How excellent is the one who said: “Whoever does 
not experience the taste of humility for an hour will spend eter- 
nity humiliated.” 


Between Lessons 

The student’s etiquette includes |his] determination to study—in- 
cessantly doing so any time the opportunity arises. He is not sat- 
isfed with a little when much is possible. Yet he does not burden 
himself with what is overbearing to him out of fear of boredom 
and losing what he has gained. This varies according to different 
people and conditions. 

If the student reaches the place where the shaykh usually sits 
and does not find him there, he waits patiently for him and stays 
close to his door. The student does not skip his daily lesson unless 
out of concern that the shaykh has an aversion [to a given lesson 
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for some reason], since he knows |the shaykh’s] preference fo: 
being read to at one time and not another. If he finds the shaykh 
sleeping or occupied with something important, he does not seek 
permission to enter. Instead, he waits until the shaykh awakens 
or completes his tasks. Otherwise, he simply departs. It is better 
to be patient, just as Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased with them both! 
and others were. 

The student should take it upon himself to strive hard tc 
achieve [all he can] while he is free of responsibility and energet- 
ic, the body strong, mind alert, and occupied by few things—be- 
fore the hurdles of heroism and high rank come. The commande: 
of the faithful, ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased with him). 
has said, “Become learned [faqih] before you become a master," 
meaning, strive to attain complete competence while you are sub- 
ordinates, before you become masters. When you become master: 
with a following [of students], you will be prevented from furthe 
learning because of your high rank and numerous preoccupa: 
tions. This is the meaning of Imam al-Shafi‘i’s statement (God bx 
pleased with him): “Become a fagih before you become a leader 
since when you are a leader there is no path to becoming a faqih’? 


When to Study 
The student should make his recitation with the shaykh early 
at the beginning of the day, because of the hadith of the Prophe 
(God bless him and grant him peace): “O God, bless my nation ir 
its earliness.”?? 

The student should be mindful to recite what he has memo 
rized. He should not give someone else his turn, since it is offen 
sive to give preference to someone else when it comes to deed: 
that draw one close to God, although it is recommended to give 
such preference when it comes to personal interests. If the shaykl 
sees advantage in preferring CErtain times [over others] becaus: 
of a legal reason and he alludes to it, his order should be followed 


- 
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Treating Envy and Pride 

A student is obliged—and is highly advised to heed—that he not 
harbor envy toward his peers, or anyone else for that matter, be- 
cause of some good quality that God the Generous has given one. 
Likewise, the student should not wax proud over what he himself 
achieves. We explained before that this is also part of the teacher’s 
etiquette. 

The way for the student to remove pride is by remembering 
that his achievement did not occur through his own power and 
strength; rather it was only through God’s grace. As such, the 
student should not be proud of something he did not produce— 
something that God Most High placed in him. 

The way to remove envy is to know with certainty that it was 
the wisdom of God Most High that brought a good trait to a 
person. So one should never object to it; nor should one dislike 
wisdom that God Most High willed and, thus, He Himself did 
not dislike. 
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Much of this etiquette has been mentioned in the previous chap- 
ter. It includes being in the most complete of states and having the 
most honorable of qualities, avoiding everything the Quran pro- 
hibits out of respect for the Quran. |It includes] being preserved 
from low means of income; having dignity; rising above the ty- 
rants and vulgar people of this world; being humble with the righ- 
teous, the well-doers, and the poor; being fearful [of God]; and 
having tranquility and respect. 

It has been related that ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased 
with him) said, “O fellowship of reciters! Lift your heads! The 
path has been laid for you, so advance towards the good, and do 
not be dependant on people!” 

‘Abdallah ibn Mas'üd (God be pleased with him) said, “The 
bearer of the Quran should be known by his night when the peo- 
ple are sleeping; by his day when the people are awake; by his 
sadness when people are joyous; by his weeping when people are 
laughing; by his silence when people are engrossed |in conversa- 
tion]; and by his fear when people are pompous.” 

Al-Hasan al-Basri (God Most High grant him mercy) said, 
“The people before you considered the Quran to be correspon- 
dence from their Lord, so they would ponder it by night and per- 
form it by day.” 

Al-Fudyl ibn ‘Iyad (God Most High grant him mercy) said, 
“The bearer of the Quran should have no need of any caliph or 
any lesser person.” He also said, “The bearer of the Quran is the 
bearer of the banner of Islam. He should not distract himself with 
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someone who distracts himself, nor talk about nonsense with 
those who talk nonsense—all out of due veneration of the Qu- 
ran.” 

Reciting for Livelihood 

It is important to take every precaution not to use the Quran 
for livelihood and to earn income with it. ‘Abd al-Rahman ibn 
Shibl (God be pleased with him) stated that the Messenger of God 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, * Recite the Quran. Do 
not eat from it; do not be averse to it; and do not exceed proper 
bounds with it.”' 

Jabir (God be pleased with him) stated that the Prophet (God 
bless him and grant him peace) [said], “ Recite the Quran before a 
people come who misuse it. They are hasty with it, and do not re- 
cite it slowly? Abū Dawid related a |statement similar in] mean- 
ing from the narration of Sahl ibn Sa‘d: “The meaning is being 
hasty with its reward, either seeking worldly reward or reputation 
or the like.” 

Al-Fudyl ibn ‘Amr (God be pleased with him) said, “Two com- 
panions of the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him 
peace) entered a mosque. When the imam gave his salutations, a 
man stood, recited a verse from the Quran, and then begged. One 
of the two men [lamented], ‘Verily we belong to God, and to Him 
is our return! I heard the Messenger of God (God bless him and 
grant him peace) say: “A people will come who use the Quran to 
beg. Do not give to someone who uses the Quran to beg.” (This 
narration is considered a broken-chain |munqati‘| report, since 
al-Fudyl ibn ‘Amr himself did not hear it from the Companions). 


Taking Wages 

The scholars disagree about the issue of taking wages for teaching 
the Quran. Imam Abū Sulayman al-Khattabi related that a group 
of scholars prohibited taking wages from |teaching the Quran], 
including al-Zuhri and Abü Hanifa.* He related, however, that 
It is permissible if one does not make it a stipulation. This is the 
opinion of al-Hasan al-Basri, al-Sha‘bi, and Ibn Sirin. 
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‘Ata, Malik, al-Shafr'i, and others held the view that it is per- 
missible even if he stipulates it. So if [the teacher] is hired it is 
a valid contract. And rigorously authenticated hadith have been 
related indicating its permissibility. 

Those who prohibit |taking wages] justify it with the hadith 
that reports: 'Ubada ibn al-Samit taught Quran to one of the [in- 
digent| men from among the People of the Shelter? and so he gave 
him a bow as a gift. The Prophet (God bless him and grant him 
peace) then said |to ‘Ubada], “If having fire wrapped around your 
neck pleases you, then accept the [gift]."5 (It is a well-known had- 
ith; Abū Dawud and others related it.) They also justify their po- 
sitions with many accounts from the Righteous Forebears [Salaf]. 

Those who permit [taking wages] respond to the hadith of 
‘Ubada ibn al-Samit with two answers. First, there is something to 
be said about [the soundness of] its chain. Second, he had donated 
his teaching and thus did not merit any [payment]; but then [the 
bow] was given to him as a gift as a form of compensation, thus 
rendering it illicit to take. This is different than one who makes 
a contract for wages with |a student] before giving instruction. 

And God knows best. 


Continually Completing the Quran 
A person should maintain his recitation and do much of it. The 
Righteous Forebears (God Most High be well pleased with them) 
had different habits regarding the time in which they would finish 
[the Quran]. Ibn Abi Dawid related from the Righteous Fore- 
bears (God Most High be well pleased with them) that some of 
them would finish the Quran once every two months or every 
month; once every ten nights or every eight; most of them ev- 
ery seven nights; some every six nights, every five, or every four; 
many every three nights; some every two days, every day-and- 
night, twice every day-and-night, twice each day, and eight times 
[each day]—four by night and four by day. 

EVERY DAY: Those who completed the recitation of the Quran 
every day include ‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan, Tamim al-Dari, Sa‘id ibn 
Jubayr, Mujahid, al-Shafi'i, and others. 
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THREE TIMES PER DAY: Those who completed the Quran three 
times daily include Sulaym ibn ‘Itr (God be pleased with him), 
the judge of Egypt when Mu‘awiya (God be pleased with him) 
was the caliph. Abi Bakr ibn Abi Dawid related that he would 
complete [the Quran] three times each night, and Abū Bakr al- 
Kindi relates in his book about the judges of Egypt that he would 
complete [the Quran] four times in a night. 

EIGHT TIMES IN 24 HOURS: The righteous shaykh Abu ‘Abd 
al-Rahman al-Sulami (God be pleased with him) said, “I heard 
Shaykh Aba ‘Uthman al-Maghribi say, ‘Ibn al-Katib would com- 
plete [the Quran] four times by day and four times by night.” 
This is the most that reached us for a single day and a night. 

DURING RAMADAN: The illustrious shaykh Ahmad al-Dawraqi 
relates, with his chain of narration, from Mansür ibn Zadhan, 
who was among the devotees of the Successors (God Most High 
be well pleased with them), that he would complete the Quran in 
the time between the Noon [Zubr] and Afternoon [‘Asr] Prayers, 
and complete it again in the time between the Sunset [Maghrib] 
and Nightfall | Isha’] Prayers, and during Ramadan two complete 
times and some. And they delayed the Nightfall Prayer during 
Ramadan until a quarter of the night had passed. 

Ibn Abi Dawid related, with his sound chain of narration, that 
Mujahid would complete the Quran during Ramadan every night 
between the Sunset and Nightfall Prayers. Mansuür said, “‘Ali al- 
Azdi would complete it during Ramadan every night between the 
Sunset and Nightfall Prayers.” Ibrahim ibn Sa‘d said, “My father 
would sit, shins up, and continue sitting that way until complet- 
ing the Quran.” 

IN A SINGLE RAK‘A: Those who completed the Quran during 
one rak‘a [of Prayer| are too numerous to count. The early gener- 
ations include 'Uthmàn ibn ‘Affan, Tamim al-D4ari, and Sa‘id ibn 
Jubayr (God Most High be well pleased with them), who com- 
pleted it every rak‘a inside the Ka‘ba. 

ONCE A WEEK: There are many who completed it once a week, 
as it is conveyed from ‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan, ‘Abdallah ibn Mas*ud, 
Zayd ibn Thabit, Ubay ibn Ka‘b (God Most High be well pleased 
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with them), and a group among the Successors, such as ‘Abd 
al-Rahman ibn Yazid, ‘Alqama [ibn Qays ibn ‘Abdallah], and 
Ibrahim [ibn Yazid ibn Qays al-Nakha‘i] (God Most High grant 
him mercy). 

THE GENERAL RULE: The preferred opinion is that [the amount 
one reads] may vary from person to person. If one finds subtleties 
and experiences [insight] by way of intricate reflection, then he 
should limit [himself] to the amount |of reading] in which he ob- 
tains full understanding of what he reads. This applies to anyone 
occupied with spreading knowledge or something else important 
to religion and the general welfare of Muslims: he limits [himself] 
to that which does not disrupt what he is capable of. Yet if one is 
not among these, then he should do as much as possible but not 
to the point of tedium and discontinuing his recitation. 

LESS THAN THREE DAYS BEING OFFENSIVE: A group of the early 
generations of scholars disliked the idea of completing [the rec- 
itation of the whole Quran] in a single day and night. This is sup- 
ported by the rigorously authenticated hadith in which ‘Abdallah 
ibn ‘Amr ibn al-‘As (God be pleased with them both) stated that 
the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) had 
said, “Whoever reads the Quran in less than three days does not 
understand [what he recited].”7 (Abu Dawuüd, Tirmidhi, Nasa’i, 
and others related it; Tirmidhi said that it is a well-rigorously 
authenticated hadith.)? 

And God knows best. 

RECITING THE WHOLE QURAN WEEKLY: As for the start and fin- 
ish times of the person who completes [the recitation] each week, 
Ibn Abi Dawid related with his chain of narration that ‘Uthman 
ibn ‘Affan (God be pleased with him) would start the Quran Fri- 
day night and complete it Thursday night. Imam Abū Hamid 
al-Ghazali (God Most High grant him mercy) grant him mercy) 
said in al-Ibya’ that it is best to complete |the recitation] once 
by night and another time by day. As for completing it by day, 
let it be Tuesday during the two rak‘as of the Morning Prayer or 
afterwards; and as for completing it by night, let it be the night 
of Friday during the two [surra] rak'as of the Sunset Prayer or 
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afterwards. This way |one] greets the beginning and the end of 
the day. '° 

Ibn Abi Dawud related that the Successor [Tabi] ‘Amr ibn 
Murra said, *We loved to complete the Quran at the beginning of 
the night or at the beginning of the day." The illustrious Successor 
Talha ibn Musarrif said, *Whoever completes the Quran during 
the day, the angels will pray for him until dawn. If his completion 
coincides with the end of the night, the angels pray for him until 
[the following] night.”'' Al-Dàrimi said that this is well authenti- 
cated from Sa‘d [ibn Abi Waqgqas]. [It is related that] the successor 
labib ibn Abi Thabit would complete [the Quran’s recitation] 
before prostrating. Ibn Abi Dawid stated that Ahmad ibn Hanbal 
(God Most High grant him mercy) said the same. 

The remainder of such matters as presented in this section will 
come in the forthcoming chapter (if God Most High wills). 


Reciting at Night 

One should take care to recite the Quran mostly at night, and 
mostly during Prayer at night. God Most High has said, Among 
the People of the Book is an upright community that recites the 
verses of God during the night and fall prostrate before Him. 
They believe in God and the Last Day, enjoin what is right and 
forbid what is evil, and vie with one another in good works. They 
are the righteous (Quran, 3:113—14). 

It is established in the Sabibayn that the Messenger of God 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, “What an excellent 
man ‘Abdallah [ibn ‘Umar| would be if he were to pray at night." '? 
In another hadith in the Sabib the Prophet (God bless him and 
grant him peace) said, “O ‘Abdallah, do not be like so-and-so who 
used to pray at night and then neglected it.”'3 Al-Tabarani and 
others related that Sahl ibn Sa‘d (God be pleased with him) stated 
that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) 
said, “A Muslim's nobility is praying at night.” There are many 
prophetic hadiths and other accounts concerning this. 

It has been related that Abū al-Ahwas al-Jushami said, “If a 
person were to approach the camp at night”—meaning to reach it 
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at night—“he would hear a sound from its people like the buzzing 
of bees." He said, “So what makes these people [today] feel safe 
from what those [before them] feared?” '4 

Ibrahim al-Nakha‘i would say, “Read at night, even [for the 
time it takes] milking a sheep.” Yazid al-Raqashi said, “If I slept, 
then woke, and then slept: my eyes did not sleep.” 

I [Imam al-Nawawi] say: Praying and reciting at night are pre- 
ponderant because [at that time] they are most primed for the 
collectedness of the heart; removed from preoccupations, enter- 
tainment, and attending to needs; and more safe-guarded from 
ostentation and other things that reduce reward—in addition to 
what the Sacred Law has deemed about the great good that can 
be found at night. Indeed, the Messenger’s (God bless him and 
grant him peace) Miraculous Journey was at night. 

The hadith states, “Every night your Lord descends to the low- 
est heaven when half of the night has passed and says: ‘Is there 
anyone praying so I may answer his prayer. ”'5 And in a rigorous- 
ly authenticated hadith, the Messenger of God (God bless him 
and grant him peace) said, “At night there is an hour in which 
God answers every supplication. It is every night."'* 

The author of Bahjat al-Asrar'? relates with his chain of narra- 
tion that Salman al-Anmati said, “I saw ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib (God be 
pleased with him) in my dream say: 


If not for those who have a wird [litany] that they 
do And others who have a contiguous fast, 

Your ground would be flattened out beneath you before dawn 
Because you are a wicked people who do not obey us. 


Know that the advantage of praying at night and reciting [the 
Quran] is attained with little or much [recitation |. The more you 
increase, though, the better [it is], unless it completely fills the 
night, since it is offensive to always do so and may cause harm to 
oneself. 

One of the indications of achieving [spiritual ascendance] with 
just a minimal [devotion at night] is the hadith of ‘Abdallah ibn 
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‘Amr ibn al-‘As (God be pleased with them both) that the Mes- 
senger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, “Who- 
ever stood [at night] for ten verses will not be written among the 
heedless. Whoever stood for one hundred verses is written among 
the obedient. Whoever stood for one thousand verses is written 
among the ones with intense riches.” '* (Abu Dawid and others 
related it.) Al-Tha‘labi conveyed that Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased 
with them both) said, *Whoever prays two rak'as at night has 
spent the night prostrating and standing for God." 


Tbe Importance of Retaining tbe Quran 

It is established that Abu Musa al-Ash'ari (God be pleased with 
him) stated that the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) 
said, ^Retain this Quran. By He in whose Hand is Muhammad's 
soul, it escapes more easily than a camel escapes its tether."'? 
(Bukhari and Muslim related it.) 

Ibn ‘Umar (God be pleased with them both) stated that the 
Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
“The likeness of one who has the Quran is like one who has a 
tethered camel: if you tether it, you retain it, and if you let it 
roam, it departs.”? (Bukhari and Muslim related it.) 

Anas ibn Malik (God be pleased with him) stated that the Mes- 
senger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, “The 
rewards of my nation were shown to me—even the litter a man 
removes from the mosque. And the sins of my nation were shown 
to me. I did not see a sin greater than a sura [chapter] or verse of 
the Quran given to a person who then forgot it.”?' (Aba Dawud 
and Tirmidhi related it, and spoke about it.??) 

Sa'd ibn ‘Ubada stated that the Prophet (God bless him and 
grant him peace) said, *Whoever reads the Quran and then for- 
gets it meets God Mighty and Majestic on the Day of Judgment 
[while he is| disfigured.”23 (Aba Dawid and Darimi related it.) 


Sleeping Through One's Wird (or Hizb)» 


‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased with him) relates that the 
Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
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“Whoever slept through all or part of his nightly hizb [litany 
of recitation] but read it between the Morning and Afternoon 
Prayers, it is written for him as if he had read it at night.”*5 (Mus- 
lim related it.) Sulayman ibn Yasar said, “Abū Usayd [Malik ibn 
Rabi‘a ibn al-Budn] (God be pleased with him) said, ‘Yesterday I 
slept without doing my litany until I woke. When I woke up I said 
[in lament], *Verily we belong to God, and to Him is our return." 
My wird was |Surat| al-Baqara, and in my sleep I saw a cow gor- 
ing me.” (Ibn Abi Dawid related it.) 

Ibn Abi Dunya related from one of the masters of the Quran 
that he slept one night without doing his hizb and in his sleep he 
saw as 1f someone was saying to him: 


I am amazed at a body and health, 
and at one who sleeps until dawn, 
while there is death, from which none is safe from its sudden 
snatch 
in the darkness of night, when its due time comes. 
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This chapter is the |main| point of this book, and it is wide 
ranging. I allude to the essence of its objectives for my dislike of 
lengthiness and for fear of boring the reader. 

The first things that are obligatory for the reciter are sincerity, 
as previously stated, and observing proper etiquette with the Qu- 
ran. One should bring to mind that he is addressing God Most 
High and therefore should read as if one sees God Most High; 
and [even] if he does not see God, verily God Most High sees 
him.' 


Tbe Tootbstick [Miswak] 

If one wants to recite the Quran, he should clean his mouth with 
a toothstick |miswak| or the like. The preference is for the tooth- 
stick to be a twig from the arak tree. It is permissible to use all 
other twigs and to use anything that cleans, such as a coarse cloth 
or saltwort. 

As for accomplishing this with a coarse finger, the companions 
of al-Shafi‘l (God grant him mercy) have three opinions. The most 
well know is that this does not accomplish the task; the second is 
that it does; the third is that this [is acceptable| if nothing else is 
available—but not when there is. 

One uses the toothstick laterally, beginning from the right side. 
He makes intention to perform the sunna. Some scholars have 
said that when using the toothstick one should say, “O God! bless 
me in it! O Most Merciful of the merciful!”

ETIQUETTE WITH THE QURAN 


Al-Mawardi, one of al-Shafi'i's later followers, said, “It is rec- 
ommended to use toothstick on the outer and inner portions of 
the teeth. One gently passes the toothstick over the edges of his 
teeth, bicuspids, and molars, and the roof of his palate. They said 
that one should use an ordinary toothstick, not [one] extremely 
dry or wet.” He said, “If it is extremely dry, then one should soft- 
en it with water. There is no problem with using someone else’s 
toothstick with his permission.” 


When the mouth is filthy 

When one’s mouth is filthy with blood or the like, it is offensive to 
recite the Quran before rinsing it. But is it unlawful? Al-Ruwyani, 
one of the later followers of al-Shafi‘i, conveyed from his father 
that two opinions are conceivable’ the soundest one being that it 
is unlawful. 


Ritual purity 

MINOR RITUAL IMPURITY: It is recommended to be in a state of 
ritual purity when reciting the Quran. It is permissible to recite 
in a state of minor ritual impurity, according to the consensus of 
the Muslims; the hadiths concerning it are many and well known. 
Imam al-Haramayn |al-Juwayni] said that one should not say 
that one has committed something offensive |if he recites with 
minor ritual impurity]; rather, he has neglected what is best. If one 
does not find water, he should make tayammum |dry ablution]. 
The ruling concerning a woman with abnormal vaginal bleeding 
when she is otherwise considered pure, is similar to that of any- 
one with minor ritual impurity. 

MAJOR RITUAL IMPURITY: It is unlawful for a person in a state 
of major ritual impurity or during menstruation to recite the Qu- 
ran, whether it is a verse or even less.? It is permissible for them 
to [silently] peruse the Quran in their hearts without uttering it, 
and to look in the actual written text of the Quran [mushaf] and 
go over it in the heart. 

The Muslims have consensus that it is permissible for a person 
in a state of major ritual impurity or during menstruation to say 
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“Subban Allah,” “La ilaha illa'Allab," *al-bamdulillab," “Allāhu 
akbar,” to offer prayers of salutation upon the Messenger of God 
(God bless him and grant him peace), and other litanies. Our Sha- 
fii companions said that it is the same if one says to a person, 
“O Yahya! Hold fast to the Book” (Quran, 19:12), or the like, 
but not intending by it the Quran per se. This is permissible. It is 
likewise permissible for them both [the person with major ritual 
impurity and the woman in menses] to say, “We belong to God, 
and surely to Him we shall return” (Quran, 2:156), in response 
to some calamity, if they do not intend it as a recitation [of the 
Quran per se].” 

Our Shafi'i companions from Khurasan said that it is permissi- 
ble for them, when mounting a riding beast, to say, “Glory be to 
Him who has subjugated this for us, otherwise we could not have 
subdued them” (Quran, 43:13), and when supplicating, “Lord! 
Give us what is good in this world and what is good in the Here- 
after; and keep us from the torment of the Fire” (Quran, 2:201), 
again, if they do not intend it as a recitation. 

Imam al-LHaramayn [al-Juwayni] said that when a person in 
major ritual impurity says, “In the name of God,” and “Praise be 
to God” intended it to be [recitation of | the Quran, he has trans- 
gressed. But if he intended thereby the remembrance [of God] 
or nothing in particular, then he did not sin. It is permissible for 
them to recite something whose recitation has been abrogated 
[like]: “When a married man or a married woman commits adul- 
tery, their punishment shall be stoning as retribution.”4 


Dry Ablution 

An individual with major ritual impurity or menstruation may 
make dry ablution |tayammuml| in the absence of water. Then it 
is lawful to recite Quran, pray, and perform other things [that re- 
quire ritual purity]. But if thereafter one were to have minor ritual 
impurity, it is unlawful to pray, but not unlawful to recite [Qu- 
ran], sit in a mosque, or other things lawful for someone in a state 
of minor ritual impurity. He is considered a person who made 
the purificatory bath and then had minor ritual impurity. This is 
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an issue that is asked about and considered rare. It is said: What 
is a scenario in which a person in major ritual impurity is barred 
from praying but not barred from reciting the Quran or sitting in 
the mosque without necessity? [The foregoing] is such a scenario. 
Regarding this issue, there is no difference between making dry 
ablution while resident or traveling. Some of the followers of 
Imam al-Shafi‘i have mentioned that if one makes dry ablution 
while resident, it is lawful to pray, but he may not recite [Quran] 
outside the Prayer nor sit in the mosque. But the sound position is 
that [reciting| is permissible, as we previously mentioned. 

If one were to make dry ablution, pray, recite, and then saw 
water, he must use it |for a purification bath], since it is unlawful 
for him to recite or perform anything unlawful for one with ma- 
Jor ritual impurity until making the purificatory bath. 

If one were to make dry ablution, then pray, recite, and then 
wanted to make dry ablution again because of major ritual im- 
purity—to prepare for another obligatory Prayer or something 
else—it is not unlawful for him to recite Quran according to 
the sound preferred opinion. Some of the [later] companions of 
al-Shafi'i hold the opinion that it is not permissible, but the well- 
known is the former. 


In tbe Absence of Water and Eartb 

When someone with major ritual impurity finds neither earth nor 
water [with which to attain purification], he may perform Prayer 
because of the constriction of the [Prayer's| time range. He does 
so whatever his circumstances may be. It is unlawful, however, 
for him to recite [Quran] outside of the bounds of Prayer; and 
during the Prayer itself it is unlawful for him to recite more than 
al-Fatiha. 

Yet is it unlawful for him to recite al-Fatiha? There are two 
opinions concerning this. The sound and preferred opinion is that 
it is not unlawful. In fact, it is obligatory [to recite al-Fatiha] since 
Prayer is invalid -without it. Just as it is permissible to perform 
Prayer in spite of major ritual impurity—because it became criti- 
cal at that moment—t is likewise permissible to recite [al-Fatiha |]. 
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The second opinion is that it is not permissible; rather one says 
the litanies that an incapacitated person who has not memorize 
anything from the Quran would say; the former is incapable, ac- 
cording to Sacred Law, |to perform Prayer] and has become anal- 
ogous to someone disabled. The correct opinion is the first. 

These details that we have just mentioned are needed, and thus 
I alluded to them with the most concise expressions. They have 
evidence and numerous supplements, which are well known in 
the books of figh. 

And God knows best. 


The Place of Recitation 

A CLEAN PLACE: It is recommended that recitation [of the Qu- 
ran| be in a carefully chosen and clean place. Because of this, a 
group of scholars recommended reciting in the mosque, since it 
combines cleanliness and nobility; and it achieves another bene- 
fit: spiritual retreat [i‘tikaf|. Anyone who sits in a mosque should 
intend spiritual retreat whether he sits for a short or long dura- 
tion. Upon entering the mosque, he should intend such a spiritual 
retreat. This etiquette should be given attention and disseminated 
widely so that the young and the general public know of it, for it 
Is one of the things that is now ignored. 

BATH HOUSES: The righteous forebears disagreed over whether 
or not it is offensive to recite in a bathhouse. Our Shafi‘i compan- 
ions said that it is not offensive. Imam Abū Bakr ibn al-Mundhir, 
whose illustriousness is agreed upon, relates this in al-Ishraf from 
Ibrahim al-Nakha‘i and Malik. It is also the opinion of ‘Ata. 

However, one group of scholars declared it offensive, including 
‘Ali ibn Abi Talib (God be pleased with him). (Ibn Abi Dawid re- 
lated this position from him. Ibn Mundhir related it from many of 
the Successors, including Abū Wa’il Shaqiq ibn Salama, al-Sha*bi, 
al-Hasan al-Basri, Makhul, and Qubisata ibn Dhu‘ayb. He also 
related from Ibrahim al-Nakha'i. Our Shafi‘i companions related 
it from Abū Hanifa.* God be well pleased with them all.) 

Al-Sha‘bi said that it is offensive to read the Quran in three lo- 
cations: bathhouses, lavatories, and mill-houses while the stone is

turning. Abu Maysara said, “Do not make remembrance of God 
except in a wholesome place.” 

And God knows best. 

ON THE ROAD: As for reciting on the road, the preferred opin- 
ion is that it is permissible and not offensive if the reciter is not 
distracted. But it is offensive if the reciter is distracted. This is 
analogous to the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) 
disliking it when a person recites while he is tired, out of concern 
that he may make a mistake. 

Ibn Abi Dawid related that Abū Darda’ (God be pleased with 
him) would recite on the path, and that ‘Umar ibn ‘Abd al-‘Aziz 
(God grant him mercy) declared it permissible. 

Ibn Abi Dawid relates, by way of Abi al-Rabi‘, that Ibn Wahb 
said, “I asked Malik about a person who prays during the last 
part of the night and then goes out to the mosque while having 
not completed his recitation. He said, ‘I do not know about recit- 
ing on the road,’ and he disliked it.” (This is a rigorously authen- 
ticated chain from Malik (God grant him mercy).) 


Facing the Qibla 
It is recommended for the reciter to face the gibla, even when not 
in Prayer. It has been related in hadith: “The best way to sit is 
facing the gibla.”® One sits with humility, tranquility, and dignity, 
lowering his head. He sits alone to perfect his etiquette and hum- 
bleness, like sitting before his teacher. This is the most complete 
way to do so. If he were to read while standing, reclining on his 
side, in bed, or in some other bearing, it is permissible, and he 
has reward, though less than the former [postures]. God Mighty 
and Majestic said, In the creation of the heavens and the earth, 
and in the alternation of night and day, there are signs for men of 
understanding: those who remember God while standing, sitting, 
and lying down, and meditate upon the creation of the heavens 
and the earth (Quran, 3:190-1). 

Itisestablishedin a rigorously authenticated hadith that *A'isha 
(God be pleased with her) said, *The Messenger of God (God 
bless him and grant him peace) would recline in my lap read- 
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ing the Quran while I was menstruating.””? (Bukhari and Muslim 
related it, and in one narration [it reads| “...reciting the Quran 
while his head was in my lap.”) 

Abu Musa al-Ash‘ari (God be pleased with him) said, “I read 
the Quran in my Prayer and in my bed.” ‘A’isha (God be pleased 
with her) said, “I read my hizb while laying on my side in bed.” 


Seeking Protection 

When one intends to begin recitation, he first seeks protection 
saying: "A'adbu billahi min al-shaytan al-rajim” |*I seek protec- 
tion by God from the accursed Devil”], as the majority of the 
scholars said. Some of the righteous forebears have said that one 
should seeks protection after reciting, because God Most High 
says, When you recite the Quran, seek refuge from the accursed 
Devil (Quran, 16:98). The interpretation of this verse—according 
to the majority of scholars—is that if you have determined to 
recite, seek refuge. 

ITS DESCRIPTION: The description of seeking protection is as we 
mentioned. A group of the Righteous Forebears, however, would 
say: “I seek protection in God, the All-Hearing, the All-Knowing, 
from the accursed Devil.” There is nothing wrong with this, but 
the preferred one is the first. 

ITS RULING: Seeking protection is recommended but not obliga- 
tory. It is recommended for every reciter, whether in Prayer or not. 
It is recommended in Prayer in each rak‘a, according to the sound 
opinion of our Shafi‘i companions. According to the second opin- 
ion, it is only recommended in the first rak‘a, and if one neglected 
it in the first, then he says it in the second. It is recommended to 
seek refuge after the inagural “Allāhu akbar” is said in the Funer- 
al Prayer, according to the soundest opinion. 


Saying “Bismillahi al-Rabman al-Rabim” 

One should take care to recite “Bismillahi al-Rabman al-Rabim" 
|“In the name of God, Most Merciful and Compassionate"] in 
the beginning of each chapter |of the Quran] except for Surat 
al-Bara’ (9) Jor al-Tawba].* Most scholars consider [the basmala| 
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a verse [of the Quran] since it is written in the text of the Quran 
[musbaf|, and has been written in the beginning of all chapters 
except al-Bara’: so if one recites it he affirms a complete recita- 
tion [of the whole Quran] or a whole chapter, and if one omits it, 
then—according to the majority of scholars—he is neglecting part 
of the Quran. If the recitation is part of a service that involves 
wages—such as reciting a seventh of the Quran |subu‘| or a thir- 
tieth [juz] that comprises endowments and sustenance—more 
care must be taken to read [the basmala] so as to be Certain that 
the reciter deserves [the wage] he is taking, for if he left it out he 
would not deserve anything from the endowment, according to 
those who say that the phrase “Bismillahi al-Rabman al-Rahim” 
is a verse at the beginning of the chapter. This fine point merits 
additional attention and prominence. 


Humility and Pondering 

At the beginning and during recitation, one’s state should be that 
of humility and reflection. There is boundless evidence for this— 
very well known and too obvious to be mentioned here. [This 
state] is the sought-after objective, through which breasts are 
opened and hearts illuminated. 

God Mighty and Majestic said, Will they not reflect upon the 
Quran? (Quran, 4:82); | This is| a Book that We have sent down 
to you, full of blessing, that they may reflect upon its signs (Qu- 
ran, 38:29). The hadith concerning this topic are numerous, and 
the sayings of the Righteous Forebears are well known. 

Once a number of Righteous Forebears spent the night reciting 
a single verse, pondering and repeating it until the morning. A 
number of them were overwhelmed when reciting |it|, and some 
actually died. 

We related that Bahz ibn Hakim said that the noble Successor 
Zurar ibn Awfa (God be well pleased with them), led them in the 
morning Prayer; he recited [Sūra 74] until he reached the passage, 
For when the trumpet sounds, surely that day will be a day of dis- 
tress (Quran, 74:8—9), at which point he fell to the ground dead. 
Bahz said, “I was among those who carried him.”9 
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Ahmad ibn Abial-Hawari (God be pleased with him), the splen- 
dor of Syria, was just as Abū al-Qasim al- Junayd (God grant him 
mercy) had said: when the Quran was recited to him he would 
cry out and faint. Ibn Abi Dawid said that al-Qàsim ibn ‘Uthman 
al-Ju‘i (God grant him mercy) would scold Ibn Abi al-Hawari 
for this. Al-Ju't, one of Damascus’ outstanding hadith specialists, 
whose superiority is put before Ibn Abi al-Hawari, said, “Abū 
al- Jawza', Qays ibn Habtar, and others likewise scolded him.” I 
say that it is correct not to scold them, except for someone who 
admits behaving his way artificially. And God knows best. 

Ibrahim al-Khawwas (God be pleased with him), the noble mas- 
ter of spiritual gifts and experiences, said: “There are five medi- 
cines for the heart: reciting the Quran with pondering, emptying 
the stomach, standing at night [in Prayer], supplicating during the 
last part of the night, and sitting with the righteous.” 


Repeating a Verse 

We have mentioned previously the importance of pondering [the 
Quran|—making clear its [elevated] station—and the sensitivity 
of the Righteous Forebears. We related that Abu Dharr (God Most 
High be well pleased with him) said that the Prophet (God bless 
him and grant him peace) stood repeating a verse until dawn. The 
verse was If You punish them, they are Your servants... (Quran, 
5:118).'° 

Tamim al-Dari (God Most High be well pleased with him) said 
that he repeated the following verse until daybreak: Or do those 
who commit evil deeds suppose that We shall make them as those 
who believe and do good works?'' (Quran, 45:21). 

‘Abbad ibn Hamza said, “I visited Asma’ [bint Abi Bakr] (God 
be pleased with them borth) while she was reciting: But God has 
been gracious to us, and delivered us from the torment of the 
breath of Fire (Quran, 52:27). I stood there with her and she be- 
gan repeating it and supplicating. This grew long for me, so I went 
to the market and took care of my needs. I then returned and she 
was still repeating and supplicating.” We related this [same] story 
from *A'isha (God Most High be well pleased with her). 
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Ibn Mas‘ad (God be pleased with him) repeated, My Lord, in- 
crease me in knowledge (Quran, 20:114). Sa‘id ibn Jubayr re- 
peated [the verses], And guard yourselves against a day in which 
you will be brought back to God (Quran, 2:281), They will soon 
know when shackles and chains shall be round their necks Quran, 
40:70- 1), and What has deceived you as regards your generous 
Lord (Quran, 82:6). 

Whenever Dahhak recited, They shall be covered with layers of 
fire from above and from beneath more layers (Quran, 39:16), he 
would repeat it until the end of night. 


Weeping During Recitation 

What incites someone to weep while reciting the Quran was ex- 
plained in the two previous sections. It is an attribute of those 
with profound knowledge of God | ‘arifin|, and a distinguishing 
feature of God’s righteous devotees. God Most High said, They 
fall down upon their faces weeping, and it increases them in hu- 
mility (Quran, 17:109). 

Many hadiths and accounts from the Righteous Forebears have 
been related concerning this. Among them is from the Prophet 
(God bless him give and him peace): “Read the Quran and weep. 
If you do not weep, cause yourself weep.” '* 

‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased with him) prayed the 
Morning Prayer in congregation and read Surat Yusuf (12). He 
wept until his tears flowed over his collarbone. In another version 
[of the report], it was in the Nightfall Prayer, affirming that this 
happened repeatedly, and in one version he wept until the people 
in the rows behind him heard his weeping. 

Abū Raja’ said, “I saw Ibn ‘Abbas and below his eyes were 
tracks wet from tears.” Abū salih said, “A group of people from 
Yemen came to Abū Bakr al-Siddiq (God be pleased with him) 
and began reciting the Quran and they wept. Abū Bakr al-Siddiq 
(God be pleased with him) said, ‘This is how we were.” Hisham 
said, “I sometimes heard Muhammad ibn Sirin’s crying at night 
while he was praying.” 

The accounts concerning this are innumerable. What we have 
just alluded to suffices. And God knows best.

THE ETIQUETTE OF RECITATION 


Al-Imam Abū Hamid al-Ghazali said,“ Weeping is recommend- 
ed while reciting [the Quran] or witnessing [its recitation].” He 
said, “The way to achieve this is by bringing sadness to mind by 
pondering the threats and warnings, the covenants and agreements 
that it contains, and then contemplating one’s shortcomings with 
regard to them. If this does not bring to mind sadness and weep- 
ing, as it does with the elite worshippers, then one should weep 
from the lack of it, since it is among the greatest of calamities.” "3 


Distinctly Reciting 

One should recite distinctly. The scholars (God be well pleased 
with them) are in agreement that distinct recitation is recom- 
mended. God Most High said, And recite the Quran distinctly 
(Quran, 73:4). 

It is established that Umm Salama (God be pleased with her) 
described the recitation of the Messenger of God (God bless him 
and grant him peace) as being distinct, letter by letter.'¢ (Abū 
Dawid, Nasa’i, and Tirmidhi related it. Tirmidhi said that it is a 
well-rigorously authenticated hadith.) 

Mu'àwiyya ibn Qurra [related] that ‘Abdallah ibn Mughaffal 
(God be pleased with him) said, “On the day that Mecca was 
conquered, I saw the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant 
him peace) on his camel reciting Sarat al-Fath (48). He recited 
distinctly in a vibrant tone."'* (Bukhari and Muslim related it.) 
Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased with him) said, “It is more beloved 
to me to distinctly recite one chapter than to recite the entire Qu- 
ran.” Mujahid said that he was asked about two men, one of them 
recited Sürat al-Baqara and Sürat Al ‘Imran and the other recited 
only al-Baqara, [while] their time spent in bowing, prostrating, 
and sitting were precisely equal. He said, *The one who read only 
Surat al-Baqara is better." 


Reciting Rapidly 

Reciting rapidly with excessive haste, called hadh, is prohibited. 
It is established that ‘Abdallah ibn Mas'üd (God be pleased with 
him) said that a man told him: *I read the short chapters in a sin- 
gle rak‘a.” ‘Abdallah ibn Mas'üd said, “This is like poetry recited 
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rapidly. There are people who recite the Quran and it does not 
pass their throats. But if it descends into the heart and becomes 
firmly set therein, it will provide benefit.”'* (Bukhari and Muslim 
related [the hadith], and this is the wording of one of Muslim's 
narrations.) 

The scholars said that reciting slowly is recommended for the 
sake of understanding. As for others, it is recommended for a 
foreigner who does not understand its meanings to recite slowly, 
since this is closer to veneration and respect, and has much more 
impact on the heart. 


Supplicating While Reciting 

Whenever one passes by a verse containing the mention of mercy, 
it is recommended that he ask God Most High from His bounty. 
Whenever he passes by a verse containing the mention of “chas- 
tisement,” he seeks protection with God from evil or from chas- 
tisement or he says, "Allabumma inni as'aluka al-‘afiyyah” |*O 
God, I ask You for safe-being"], *[Allabumma inni| as'aluka al- 
mu‘afa min kulli makrub" |“ 1 ask You for exemption from every 
disliked thing"], or similar [supplications |. 

When he passes by a verse declaring God Most High transcen- 
dent beyond any imperfection, he should declare Him transcen- 
dent beyond imperfection and say: “Subbanahu wa ta‘ala” |“ He 
is Transcendent and Most High”], "Tabarak wa ta‘ala” |“He is 
Blessed and Most High” ], or "Jallat 'azamatu rabbina” |*Glori- 
fied is our Lord's greatness” |. 

It is rigorously authenticated that Hudhayfa ibn al-Yaman 
(God be well pleased with him and his father) said, “I prayed 
with the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) one night. 
He started with Surat al-Baqara. I said [to myself]: ‘He will bow 
at the one hundredth verse.’ He then passed it, and I said, ‘He will 
pray one full rak‘a with [the whole sura]; but then he passed it. 
He then started Surat al-Nisa? and read it. I said, ‘He will bow 
with its |completion].' He then started Sürat Al ‘Imran and read it. 
He read leisurely. Whenever he passed by a verse where God is de- 
clared transcendent beyond imperfection, he would say “Subhan 
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Allah”; whenever he passed by a verse where something is asked 
for, he would ask for it; and whenever he passed by a verse where 
protection is sought with God from the Devil, he would seek it.” 7 
Muslim related it in his Sabib. At the time, Surat al-Nisa’ came 
before Sarat Al ‘Imran. 

Our Shafi‘i companions (God Most High grant them mercy) 
said that asking, seeking protection, and saying “Subhan Allah” 
are recommended for everyone listening [to the Quran’s recita- 
tion], whether or not they are praying. They said that this is rec- 
ommended for the one leading a congregation [in Prayer], follow- 
ing an imam, or praying individually, since they are supplications 
and are all equal in it, like saying “amin” after the recitation of 
Surat al-Fatiha. 


Differences of Opinion 

What we mentioned regarding the recommended nature of asking 
and seeking protection [during the recitation] is part of the madh- 
hab of Imam al-Shafr'i (God be pleased with him) and the majori- 
ty of the scholars (God grant them mercy). However, Abu Hanifa 
(God be pleased with him) said that this is not recommended, 
rather it is disliked in Prayer.'* The correct position is the opinion 
of the majority based on all that we have mentioned. 


Things from which to protect the Quran 

Among the things that should be emphasized is protecting the 
Quran from matters that some heedless reciters may neglect when 
gathered together. [The emphasized etiquette] includes avoiding 
laughing, clamor, and conversing during a recitation—with the 
exception of absolutely necessary words. This complies with the 
example in the statement of God Most High: And when the Qu- 
ran is recited, listen to it and pay heed, that you may obtain mercy 
(Quran, 7:204). 

The reciter should follow what Ibn Abi Dawid related about 
Ibn ‘Umar (God be well pleased with him and his father both), 
“Whenever he recited the Quran [outside of Prayer], he would 
not speak until he had finished what he wanted to recite.” Bukhari 
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related this in his Sabih, and said, “He did not talk until finishing 
[his recitation].” He mentioned it in the “Book of Tafsir” where 
God Most High says: Your wives are a tillage for you’? (Quran, 
2:223). 


Fidgeting, Distractions, and the Unlawful 

Other things [to avoid] include fidgeting with the hands or the 
like. Since one is addressing his Lord, Sublime and Most Great, he 
should not fidget when in His presence. And these matters include 
looking at what distracts and scatters the mind. More abhorrent 
than all of these is looking at what is impermissible to look at 
in general, though it is permissible—out of need—to look about 
when selling and buying; taking and giving; regarding medical 
attention; teaching and the like; and other areas of need. In these 
circumstances, the one looking limits himself to only what is nec- 
essary and does not look on unnecessarily. 

In all situations, it is unlawful to look with lust, whether a 
man or woman, and whether the woman is unmarriageable kin or 
not—except looking at one’s spouse. Some of our Shafi‘l compan- 
ions said that it is unlawful to look with lust at his unmarriage- 
able kin, such as his daughter or mother. 

And God knows best.?° 


Enjoining Right and Forbidding Wrong 

Someone attending an assembly for recitation and who sees one 
of these censured things we mentioned or the like, he must forbid 
it to whatever extent possible: with the band for someone who is 
able, with the tongue for someone unable with the hand but able 
with words, and if not | with the hand or tongue] then he cEnsures 
it with his heart. And God Most High knows best. 


Reciting in a Foreign Language 

It is not permissible to recite the Quran in a [non-Arabic] lan- 
guage, whether or not the reciter is proficient with Arabic, and 
whether or not it takes place during Prayer. If one recites the Qu- 
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ran in a foreign language during Prayer, his Prayer is invalid. This 
is our school and the school of Malik, Ahmad, Dawid, and Abū 
Bakr ibn Mundhir. Abū Hanifa said that it is permissible and it 
is valid to pray using [a foreign language|.^' Abu Yüsuf said that 
this is permissible for someone who is not versed in Arabic, but 
impermissible for someone who is. 


Permissible Recitations 

It is permissible to recite [the Quran] using the seven agreed upon 
recitations.”? It is not permissible using anything else, or using the 
shadh |anomalous] accounts transmitted from the seven reciters. 
This will come in Chapter VII (if God Most High wills), in which 
| we] elucidate on how the jurists agree that one who recites in [an 
unlawful manner| should seek repentance. 

Our Shafi‘i companions and others said that if one were to re- 
cite with the shadh in his Prayer, his Prayer would be invalid if he 
knew [the ruling forbidding it|. If he was ignorant of it, then the 
Prayer is valid, but he is not rewarded for this recitation. 

Imam Abū ‘Amr ibn ‘Abd al-Barr, the hadith master, reports 
that there is consensus among the Muslims that it is impermissi- 
ble to recite with a sbadb recitation, and that one does not pray 
behind someone reciting as such. The scholars said that whoever 
recites with a sbadb recitation while ignorant of [the recitation 
itself] or of it being impermissible and is then is duly informed, 
but still he repeats it, he should be reproached until he refrains. 
[This holds true| if he knew [from the start| that it was not per- 
missible. It is obligatory that anyone able to censure and prevent 
him [from this] should indeed do so. 


Switching Recitations 

If one begins to recite using one accepted recitation, he should not 
interrupt it as long as the words [he recites| remain connected. He 
may, however, recite with another of the seven recitations when 
the words are no longer connected [at a natural pause]. But it is 
better for him to continue with the first recitation throughout the 
sitting. 
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Reciting in Order 

The scholars said that it is better to recite following the order of 
the mushaf [the text of the Quran]. |For example], one recites al- 
Fatiha (1), then al-Baqara (2), then Al ‘Imran (3), then what fol- 
lows, according to the order—whether or not one recites during 
Prayer. Some of our Shafi‘i companions even said that if he recited 
al-Nàs (114) in the first rak‘a he should read al-Baqara (2) in the 
second after al-Fatiha (1). 

Some of our Shafi‘i companions have said it is recommended 
that when one recites a chapter he should read what follows it 
immediately. Support for this is in the fact that the mushaf’s or- 
der was arranged this way purely out of divine wisdom. So one 
should preserve [the order], with the exceptions mentioned in the 
the Shari‘a, such as the Morning Prayer on Friday, in which one 
recites Surat al-Sajda (32) in the first rak‘a and in the second Surat 
al-Insan?3 (76); the Eid Prayer, in which Surat Qaf (50) is recited 
in the first rak ‘a and in the second Surat al-Qamr (54);5 the two 
sunna rak‘at of the Morning Prayer, in which Surat al-Kafirin 
(ro9) is recited in the first rak‘a and in the second Sürat al-Ikh- 
las (112); the rak‘at of Witr Prayer, in which Sarat al-A‘la (87) 

is recited in the first rak‘a, Sürat al-Kafirün (109) in the second, 
and, in the third, Surat al-Ikhlas (112), Surat al-Falaq (1 13), and 
Surat al-Nàs (114).? 

It is permissible to forgo the order by reading a chapter that 
does not immediately follow or by reading a chapter and then 
any before it. Many accounts have been related concerning this. 
‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased with him) recited Surat 
al-Kahf (18) in the first rak‘a of Morning Prayer and Surat Yusuf 
(r2) in the second. 


Reciting a Chapter of the Quran Itself in Reverse Order 

Some scholars disliked violating the order of the mushaf alto- 
gether. Ibn Abi Dawid related from al-Hasan |al-Basri| that he 
disliked violating the order of the »musbaf.?^* |He related] with his 
rigorously authenticated chain that ‘Abdallah ibn Mas‘ad (God 
be pleased with him) was informed of an individual who recites 
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[passages of| the Quran in an inverse order: “This will invert his 
heart,” عط‎ 9 

As for reciting a chapter from its end to its beginning, this is 
categorically forbidden, since it removes aspects of |the Quran’s] 
inimitability [i jaz| and negates the wisdom invested in the spe- 
cific ordering of the verses. Ibn Abi Dawid related from Imam 
Ibrahim al-Nakha‘i (the honorable Successor [Tabi‘i]) and from 
Imam Malik ibn Anas that they both disliked this, and that Malik 
reprimanded the practice and said it was appalling. 

Teaching children from the end of the mushaf [moving] toward 
Its beginning is good and is not relevant to this discussion since it 
Is a discontinuous recitation throughout several days. In addition, 
it makes it easier for children to memorize. 


And God knows best. 


Reciting from tbe Musbaf or from Memory 

Reciting the Quran from the mushaf |the text of the Quran] is 
better than reciting from memory since looking in the mushaf is a 
kind of worship one seeks, for it combines recitation and looking. 
This is what some of our Shafri companions, al-Qadi Husayn, 
Abu Hamid al-Ghazali, and groups of Righteous Forebears have 
said. 

Al-Imàm al-Ghazali in al-Ibya' cites that many of the Compan- 
ions (God be well pleased with them) recited from the mushaf and 
found it reprehensible that a single day would pass without look- 
ing in the mushaf.3° Ibn Abi Dawuüd related accounts from many 
of the Righteous Forebears that they recited from the mushaf, and 
I myself do not see any disagreement therein. 

It may be said that this differs according to different people: re- 
citing from the mushaf is the choice of one who finds having ven- 
eration [of God] and pondering [the Quran] equally attainable 
whether reading from the mushaf or from memory; yet reciting 
from memory is preferable for someone whose veneration is not 
complete when reading from the mushaf, and thus his venera- 
tion and pondering are greater [when reading from he heart] than 
when reciting from the mushaf. This is a good opinion. It is clear 
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that the words and actions of the Righteous Forebears conform 
to these details. 


Devotion to the Quran in a Group 

Know that a group reciting together is a recommended act, ac- 
cording to clear evidence and according to the actions of the pure 
Righteous Forebears and their successors. It is rigorously authen- 
ticated by way of Abu Hurayra and Abu Sa‘id al-Khudri (God 
be well pleased with them both) that the Prophet (God bless him 
and grant him peace) said, “No group remembers God except 
that angels encompass them, mercy envelops them, and tranquil- 
ity descends upon them; and God mentions them to those in His 
presence."?' (Tirmidhi said that it is a well-rigorously authenticat- 
ed hadith.) 

Abū Hurayra (God be pleased with him) related that the Proph- 
et (God bless him and grant him peace) said, “A group does not 
gather in one of the houses of God Most High reciting the Quran 
and studying it together, except that tranquility descends upon 
them, mercy envelops them, the angels encompass them, and God 
mentions them to those in His presence.” (Muslim related it, as 
did Abū Dawid with a rigorously authenticated chain meeting 
the criteria of Bukhari and Muslim.) 

Mu'awiyyah (God be pleased with him) said that the Prophet 
(God bless him and grant him peace) approached a circle of his 
Companions and asked, “What caused you to sit together?” They 
said, “We sat to remember God Most High and praise Him be- 
cause He guided us to Islam and graced us with it.” The Prophet 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, “| Angel] Gabriel [peace 
be upon him] came to me and informed me that God boasts of 
you to the angels.”33 Tirmidhi and Nasa’i related it; Tirmidhi said 
that it is a well-rigorously authenticated hadith. The hadiths con- 
cerning this are many. 

Darimi related with his rigorously authenticated chain that Ibn 
‘Abbas (God be well pleased with him and his father both) said, 
“Whoever listens to a verse of the Quran, it is a light for him.”34 
Ibn Abi Dawid related that Abū Darda’ (God be pleased with 
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him) would study the Quran with a group, ail of them reciting 
together. 

The superiority of studying gathered together is related from 
many among the illustrious scholars of the early generations and 
the grand legists of old. Hassan ibn ‘Atiyya and al-Awza‘i both 
said, “The first one to initiate studies in the Damascus mosque is 
Hisham ibn Isma‘il on his arrival to ‘Abd al-Malik.” 

By contrast, Ibn Abi Dawid related from al-Dahhak ibn ‘Abd 
al-Rahman ibn *Arzab that he censured these studies and said, “I 
did not see nor did I hear Jany of this| and I have met the Com- 
panions of the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him 
peace),” meaning, “I did not see anyone engaged in this.” And Ibn 
Wahb said, “I said to Malik, ‘What do you think about a people 
gathering and reading a single chapter together until they finish 
it? He rejected this and cEnsured it. He said, ‘This is not how 
people do it. Only one person would recite it to another” 

Their cEnsuring of [congregational recitation of the Quran| 
runs contrary to the actions of the early generations and contrary 
to what the evidence implies. So it should be disregarded, instead 
rely on what has preceded about congregational recitation being 
recommended. However, recitation in groups has conditions that 
we previously mentioned. And they should be given attention. 

And God knows best. 

There are many clear texts concerning the superiority of the 
one who gathers people to recite, such as the statement of the 
Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace): *The one who 
guides to good is like the one who performs it |himself].”35 Also, 
“Guiding a single person |to Islam] is better for you than the 
best of camels.” 36 The hadith concerning this are many. God Most 
High says, Help one another in benevolence and piety (Quran, 
5:2). There is no doubt about the great reward in striving for this. 


Reciting 1n Turns 

This involves a gathering in which someone recites , for exam- 
ple, a tenth of the Quran |‘ushar] or a thirtieth [juz |, and then 
falls silent, as another recites from where the former had left off, 
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and so on. This is permissible and good. Malik (God be pleased 
with him) was asked about this and he said, “There is no problem 
with it.” 


Reciting with a Raised Voice 

This section is important and should be given particular atten- 
tion. Know that there are many hadiths found in the rigorously 
authenticated volumes of hadith and others |hadith compendi- 
ums] indicating that it is recommended to raise one’s voice when 
reciting; yet there is an account stating that it is recommended 
to hush the recitation and to lower the voice. (We will provide a 
small section that deals with its source, if God wills.) |See page 
56. | 

Imam Abu Hamid al-Ghazali?? and other scholars have said 
that the way to reconcile these [seemingly] conflicting narrations 
and accounts is [to know] that making [one’s recitation] secret 
is further removed from ostentatious show and is thus better for 
someone who fears it. If one does not fear ostentation in reciting 
audibly and raising the voice, then being audible and raising the 
voice is better, since there is more effort involved and its benefit 
extends to others [who may hear it]. And benefit that extends to 
others is better than personal benefit [alone]. Also, [audible rec- 
itation] awakens the heart of the reciter, gathers his attentiveness 
to thinking about [what he reads], draws his hearing to it, repels 
sleep, and invigorates [the mind]; and it rouses others who sleep 
or are inattentive and thus energizes them. Scholars have said that 
whenever one brings to mind all of these intentions, then being 
audible is better, and if these intentions are combined together 
then the reward is duly increased. Al-Ghazali said, “Because of 
this we say that reciting from the mushaf is better, and this is the 
ruling of this matter.” 

As for the cited accounts [on this topic], they are numerous. I 
will allude to the essential portions of some of them. It is estab- 
lished in the rigorously authenticated |hadith| that Abū Hurayra 
(God be pleased with him) said, *I heard the Messenger of God 
(God bless him and grant him peace) say, ‘God does not listen 
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attentively |adhina| to anything the way He listens to a proph- 
et with a beautiful voice audibly singing the Quran.’”3* (Bukhari 
and Muslim related it.) The meaning of “adhina” here is to listen 
attentively and implies being well pleased and approving. 

Abu Musa al-Ash'ari (God be pleased with him) stated that the 
Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said to 
him, * You have been given a mizmar |exceptional sense of melo- 
dy| from the family of Dawid.” (Bukhari and Muslim related it.) 
In one of Muslim's narrations [of the above hadith], the Messen- 
ger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, *If you had 
lonly] seen me while I was listening to your recitation yesterday." 
(Muslim also related it from Burayda ibn al-Husayb.}?) 

Fadalah ibn ‘Ubayd (God be pleased with him) stated that the 
Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
*Surely, God listens more attentively to a man who has a beau- 
tiful voice |reciting] the Quran than an owner of a singing girl 
listens to his singing girl.”4° (Ibn Majah related it.) 

Abū Musa (God be pleased with him) stated that the Messen- 
ger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, “I know the 
voices of a group of Ash'aris at night when they enter, and I know 
where they settled down because of their voices with the Quran 
at night, even if I did not see where they settled when they settled 
during the day."*' (Bukhari and Muslim related it.) 

Al-Bara’ ibn ‘Azib (God be pleased with him) stated that the 
Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
“Decorate the Quran with your voices."* (Abu Dawid, Nasa'i 
and others related it.) 

Ibn Abi Dawud [relates] that ‘Ali (God be pleased with him) 
heard people reciting Quran in the mosque at midmorning and 
he said, *Glad tidings to them: they are the people most beloved 
to the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace).” 

There are many hadiths affirming [the merit of] audible rec- 
itation. As for the accounts of statements and actions of the 
Companions and the Successors, they are too many and too well 
known to mention. All of this was said, however, with regard to 
one who does not fear ostentation, being proud, or any other re- 
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pugnant defect, and does not annoy a group by confusing them in 
their Prayer and confounding them therein. 


Reciting Quietly 

The preference to conceal recitation has been conveyed from a 
group of the Successors out of their fear of what we have men- 
tioned. 

Al-A‘mash said, “I visited Ibrahim Jal-Nakha‘i] while he was 
reading from the mushaf. A man asked him for permission [to 
enter]. He closed the mushaf and said, ‘I do this so he does not 
see that I read the Quran every hour |of the day].’” Aba al-‘Ali- 
ya said, “I was sitting with the Companions of the Messenger of 
God (God bless him and give him peace, and be well pleased with 
them). One of them said, ‘During the night I read such-and-such.’ 
They said, ‘That is your portion [of reward] from it.” The hadith 
of 'Uqba ibn ‘Amir (God be pleased with him) provides them evi- 
dence: “One who publicly [recites] the Quran is like the one who 
gives voluntary charity in public. And one who conceals the Qu- 
ran is like the one who gives voluntary charity in private.”43 Abū 
Dawid, Tirmidhi, and Nasa’i related it. Tirmidhi said it is an au- 
thentic [hasan] hadith.” Tirmidhi also said that the meaning of the 
hadith is that one who makes the Quran inaudible is superior to 
one who makes it audible, since the giving of voluntary charity in 
a concealed manner is superior to voluntary charity that is made 
public, according to the people of knowledge, since the former is 
safe from conceit, for conceit is not feared for someone who con- 
ceals works, though it is feared in someone who announces them. 


Summary 

I say that all of this conforms with what was previously men- 
tioned in the foregoing sections: if one fears something offensive 
in [reciting the Quran] audibly, he should not make it audible; if 
one does not fear this, then it is recommended for him to make it 
audible. And if the recitation is from a group gathered together, it 
is emphatically recommended to raise the voice because of what 
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we previously mentioned and because of the benefit it offers to 
others when doing so. 
And God knows best. 


Beautifying the Voice with Quran 

The scholars of the earlier generations, including the Companions 
(God be well pleased with them), the Successors, and the scholars 
of various regions after them—the imams of the Muslims—are 
in agreement that it is recommended to beautify the voice when 
reciting the Quran. The statements and actions are well known to 
the furthest extent, so there is no need or use in citing individual 
instances. 

The evidence for this is the hadiths of the Messenger of God 
(God bless him and grant him peace) that are well circulated 
among the general public and the elite, “Adorn the Quran with 
your voices;” “Indeed he was given mizmar |exceptional sense of 
melody]...” and the hadith: “Surely, God listens more attentive- 
ly...” All of these were mentioned above. 

In the section on the superiority of reciting distinctly, there is 
the hadith of ‘Abdallah ibn Mughaffal concerning the Prophet 
(God bless him and grant him peace) reciting in a vibrant tone. 
And there is the hadith of Sa‘d ibn Abi Waqaqas, and the hadith 
Abū Lubaba (God be well pleased with them) that the Prophet 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, *Whoever does not 
sing the Quran is not one of us.”44 (Abu Dawud related them both 
with chains of transmitters that are good; there is disagreement 
about Sa‘d’s chain that does no harm.) The majority of scholars 
say that the meaning of *not sing" is *not beautifying his voice." 
Al-Bara' (God be pleased with him) said, *I heard the Messenger 
of God (God be pleased with him) recite Strat al-Tin (95) in the 
Nightfall Prayer. I have not heard anyone with a voice more beau- 
tiful than his.”45 (Bukhari and Muslim related it.) 

The scholars (God have mercy upon them) said that it is rec- 
ommended to beautify the voice and adorn it with recitation, as 
long as it does not exceed the proper limits of recitation by being 
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overly stretched out. If |the recitation] is exaggerated such that a 
letter is added or is muffled, then it is unlawful. 


Reciting with a Melodious Fashion 

As for reciting in a melodious tone, Imam al-Shafi‘i (God grant 
him mercy) has said in places, “I dislike it,” and in [other] places, 
“I do not dislike it." Our Shafi'i companions said that this is not a 
matter of two opinions. Instead, it pertains to detailed rulings: if 
one is excessive in stretching out [the recitation] and exceeds the 
limits, then this is what Imam al-Shafi‘i disliked. But if the reciter 
does exceed in this manner, this is what Imam al-Shafi‘i did not 
dislike. 

The master judge [al-Mawardi] said in his book al-Hawi: 
*Recitation using modes of melody that remove the utterance of 
the Quran from its [original] phrasing by inserting vowelization 
[barakat| into it, removing vowelization from it, elongating what 
should be short, shortening what should be elongated, or stretch- 
ing out [words] such that it voids its meaning or obscures it—[this 
recitation] is unlawful and renders its reciter morally corrupt. And 
one who listens to it sins, since he deviates from |the Quran’s] 
straight manner to what is crooked. God Most High says: It is a 
Quran in Arabic, without any crookedness (Quran, 39:28)" |AI- 
Mawardi| said, “If the melody does not remove [the Quran] from 
its [original] phrasing nor the reciter from its clear recitation, it is 
permissible since the reciter augments its beauty with his melody." 
This is the statement of the master judge |al-Mawardi]. 

Some ignorant laymen are afflicted with the former [illicit] type 
of recitation using unlawful melodies, and so are ignoble fools 
who recite at funerals and some festivals. This is a manifestly un- 
lawful innovation; every one listening to it sins, just as the master 
judge has said. And everyone capable of stopping |such recita- 
tion] or CEnsuring it is sinful if he does not do so. Toward this 
end, I have expended some of my abilities, and I hope that God 
the Noble—from-His beneficence—gives success, for the sake of 
its removal, to those who are qualified to do so and grant them 
well-being. 


THE ETIQUETTE OF RECITATION 


In al-Muzani’s Mukhtasar, al-Shafi'i says, *[A reciter] beauti- 
fies his voice in whatever manner it may be.” He said, “I like what 
is recited slowly and with sadness.” The lexicographers say that 
recitation is “slow” when it is said to be drawn out without be- 
ing Junnecessarily] elongated. And it is said that “one recites with 
sadness” if he softens his voice. 

Ibn Abi Dawid has narrated with his chain of narration that 
Abu Hurayra (God be pleased with him) read Surat al-Takwir 
(81) making it sad, resembling a dirge. |It is related] in the Su- 
nan of Abu Dawid that Abu Mulayka was asked, “What is your 
opinion if one’s voice is not beautiful?” He replied, “He should 
beautify it as much as he is able.”*¢ 


Seeking a Wholesome, Beautiful Recitation 

Know that many among the Righteous Forebears would request 
those who recite with beautiful voices to recite while they listen 
on. There is agreement that this is recommended. It is the habit 
of the elite devoted worshippers and the righteous worshippers of 
God, and it is an established sunna of the Prophet (God bless him 
and grant him peace) himself. 

It is rigorously authenticated that Ibn Mas'üd (God be pleased 
with him) said, “The Messenger of God (God bless him and grant 
him peace) said to me, ‘Recite the Quran to me.’ I said, ‘O Mes- 
senger of God! Shall I recite to you while it was revealed to you?’ 
He said, ‘I love to hear it from someone other than myself.’ So I 
recited Strat al-Nisa’ until I came to this verse, How will it be 
when We bring a witness from every nation, and We bring you [O 
Mubammad] as a witness against these [people] (Quran, 4:41). 
He said, ‘Enough.’ I turned to him and his eyes were brimming 
with tears.”47 (Bukhari and Muslim narrated it.) 

Darimi and others related with their chains of narration that 
‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased with him) would say to 
Abū Misa al-Ash'ari, “Remind us of our Lord,” and Abū Misa 
would then recite [Quran| to him.** 

The accounts concerning this are well known and many. Some 
among the Righteous Forebears have actually died because of the 
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[powerful] recitations of those whom they had asked to recite. 
And God knows best. 


Reciting at Assemblies 

Some scholars recommend that an assembly gathered |to hear or 
study] the hadith of the Prophet (God bless him and grant him 
peace) should commence and conclude with a reciter possessed 
of a beautiful voice reciting something brief from the Quran. In 
these contexts, the reciter should recite what is appropriate and 
suitable for the assembly. His recitation should include verses in 
which there is hope, fear, and exhortation; having abstinence in 
this world, awakening a desire and arousal for the Hereafter, and 
diminishing vain hopes, and [the importance of| having noble 
character. 


Reading What has Complete Meaning 

When the reciter begins in the middle of a chapter or does not 
stop at its end, he should start from the previous words [of the 
sura] that are related to one another [in meaning]. The same ap- 
plies when the reciter stops on words that are related to each 
other or that come at the end of a dialogue. When beginning and 
stopping, the reciter should not limit himself to [strict textual di- 
visions of the Quran, like stopping or starting at] tenths, sixtieths, 
and thirtieths [of the text], since he might be in the middle of an 
interrelated passage, like the following thirtieths |of the Quran] 
containing words of the Most High [that impart meaning only 
when read with what is connected]: And all the married wom- 
en... (Quran, 4:24); [Joseph said,] “I do not claim innocence 
for my soul..." (Quran, 12:53)5? The answer of his people was 
that they said... (Quran, 27:56);5! And she who is dutiful to God 
and His Messenger... (Quran, 33:31);5? We sent not down against 
his people after him a host from heaven... (Quran, 36:28)5? To 
God is referred the knowledge of the Hour... (Quran, 41:47)354 
There the evil results of their deeds will confront them... (Quran, 
39:48);55 and “What is your errand, O Messengers?” he said... 


(Quran, 5 1:31).6 
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It is the same for sixtieths, like the phrase of the Most High: 
And remember God on the Appointed Days... (Quran, 57 
and Say, “Shall I tell you of better than that?” ... (Quran, 3:15).5* 

The reciter should not begin or stop at any of these [places] or 
their like, since they are related in meaning to what came before 
it. People should not be deceived by reciters who ignore this eti- 
quette and do not ponder these meanings! The reciter should fol- 
low the example of what al-Hakim Abu ‘Abdallah narrated with 
his chain of narration that al-Fudayl ibn ‘Iyad (God be pleased 
with him) said, “Do not feel repelled from the paths of guidance 
by how small is the number of its people, nor be deceived by the 
large number of those who are ruined! And do not be harmed by 
how small is the number of those making progress!” 

Because of this meaning, the scholars have said that reciting 
a short chapter in its entirety is better than reciting the same 
amount of a large chapter in part, since the interrelatedness [of its 
meanings] may be hidden to some people in some circumstanc- 
es. Ibn Abi Dawid has narrated with his chain of narration that 
‘Abdallah ibn Abi al-Hudhayl, the well-known Successor, said, 
“They disliked it when they read part of a verse and left out a 
part.” 


When It Is Offensive to Read the Quran 

Know that reciting the Quran, in general, is absolutely recom- 
mended, except for specific circumstances where the Shari‘a has 
prohibited its recitation. I will now mention those circumstances 
that come to my mind, but I will not include their proofs since 
they are well known. 

It is offensive to recite while one is bowing, prostrating, [saying 
the] tashahud, and other stations of the Prayer [salat| other than 
standing. It is offensive for someone following |the Prayer leader 
[imām]] to recite anything in addition to al-Fatiha during an audi- 
ble Prayer, [that is, Dawn, Sunset, and Nightfall Prayers], when he 
hears the imam’s recitation. It is offensive [to recite| while reliev- 
ing oneself, or while drowsy, or any similar circumstance in which 
the Quran becomes unintelligible to one. 
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During the Friday Prayer 

It is offensive to recite during the Friday sermon for anyone who 
hears it. However, it is not offensive for someone who does not 
hear [the sermon], rather, it is recommended. This is the sound 
and preferred opinion. The verdict that this is offensive has been 
related from Tawüs, and that it is not offensive according to 
Ibrahim [al-Nakha"i|. It is possible to reconcile between their two 
statements applying what we had said, regarding what our Shafi‘ 
companions have mentioned[, namely, this is a matter of detail 
rather than something absolute]. 


Reciting While Going Around tbe Ka'ba [Tawaf] 

It is not offensive to recite while going around the Ka‘ba. This 
is our madhhab, and most of the scholars have iterated [this 
opinion]. Ibn Mundhir quoted this from ‘Ata’, Mujahid, Ibn al- 
Mubarak, Abū Thawr, and the people of juridical opinion [abl 
al-ra’y|; and he also conveys it from al-Hasan al-Basri. But ‘Urwa 
ibn al-Zubayr and Malik hold that reciting while going around 
the Ka‘ba is offensive. The sound position, however, is the former. 
The discussion on the difference concerning reciting in a bath- 
house and along a road |one travels|, and concerning one’s whose 
mouth is unclean, has preceded. [See Chapter VI.| 


Rejected Innovations 
One of the rejected innovations regarding the recitation [of the 
Quran] is what the ignorant do when praying Tarawih [special 
Ramadan Prayers] among common folk: they recite Sürat al- 
An‘am (6) in the final rak'a of the seventh night, believing that 
this is recommended. They combine several rejected matters, such 
as, their belief that this in itself is recommended; deluding lay- 
folk into thinking that it is indeed recommended; lengthening the 
second rak'a more than the first, while the established prophetic 
norm |sunna] is making the first longer; being lengthy [and bur- 
densome| on the-worshippers following them; and interrupting 
the sequence of the recitation. 

Some ignorant people engage in similar innovation during the 
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Morning Prayer on Friday, deliberately reciting [a passage of the 
Quran that calls for] prostration other than Surat al-Sajda (32), 
while the sunna is to recite Surat al-Sajda in the first rak‘a, and 
Surat al-Insan (76) in the second. 


Miscellaneous Issues of Concern 

If one happens to pass wind while he is reciting [outside of Prayer], 
then he should cease reciting until it completely exits, and then 
he may resume. This is how Ibn Abi Dawid and others related it 
from ‘Ata’, and it is a fine etiquette. 

If one yawns, one should crase reciting until he finishes yawn- 
ing and then resume. Mujahid holds this [view], and it is accept- 
able. This is supported by what is established from Abu Sa‘id 
al-Khudri (God be pleased with him) that the Messenger of God 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, *If any of you yawns, 
let him press his hand against his mouth, for indeed Satan en- 
ters." 5? (Muslim related it.) 


Things Said witb Certain Verse 

It is good etiquette that one lower his voice when reciting cErtain 
statements of God Mighty and Majestic, as in the verses: The 
Jews say, “Ezra is the son of God,” and the Christians say, “The 
Messiah is the son of God” (Quran, 9:30); The Jews say, " God's 
hand is fettered" (Quran, 5:64);°' They say, “The All-Merciful has 
begotten a son” (Quran, 19:88). This is what Ibrahim al-Na- 
kha‘i (God be pleased with him) would do. 

Ibn Abi Dawid related with a weakly authenticated chain of 
transmitters that al-Sha‘bi was once asked, “If a person recites, 
God and His angels bless the Prophet. O you who believe, bless 
him and salute him with a worthy salutation (Quran, 33:56), 
should he pray upon the Prophet (God bless him and grant him 
peace)?’ He said, “Yes!” 

It is recommended for the reciter to repeat what Abū Hurayra 
(God be pleased with him) related from the Prophet (God bless 
him and grant him peace): “Whoever recites Surat al-Tin (95) and 
says, Is not God the best of judges? (Quran, 95:8),°4 he should 
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say, “Bala wa ana ‘ala dhalika min al-shahidin” |“Most certainly! 
And I am among those who bear witness to this!”]. (Abu Dawad 
and Tirmidhi related it with a weak chain of narration from an 
[unnamed] bedouin, from Aba Hurayra (God be pleased with 
him).65 Tirmidhi said, “This hadith was related with this chain 
from a bedouin by way of Abū Hurayra,” and he said, “And he 
was not named.”) 

Ibn Abi Dawüd and others related this hadith with something 
added beyond the narration of Abu Dawid and Tirmidhi: * Who- 
ever recites the end of Surat al-Qiyama (75), Is He then not able 
to raise the dead to life? (Quran, 75:40), should say, “Bala wa 
and ashhad’ |“Most certainly! And I am a witness!" ]. 

Whoever recites, In what words after this will they believe? 
(Quran, 7:185),7 should say, “Amantu bi-llab" |*1 believe in 
God!” ]. 

It is related that whenever Ibn ‘Abbas, al-Zubayr, and Abi 
Musa al-Ash'ari [God be well pleased with them] recited Surat 
al-A‘la (87) they would say, “Subbana rabbi al-A‘la” |* Transcen- 
dant is my Lord, Most Exalted, above all imperfections!"], and 
that ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased with him) would re- 
peat it three times. 

It is related that ‘Abdallah ibn Mas‘ūd (God be pleased with 
him) Prayed and recited the end of Surat Bani Isra'il (17) and 
then said, "al-bamdu lillab alladhi lam yatakhidh walada” 
[^Praise be to God who has not begotten a son'!"]. 

Some of our Shafi‘i companions stated that it is recommended 
to say during the Prayer what we have just mentioned in the had- 
ith of Aba Hurayra (God be pleased with him) regarding the three 
suras. It is likewise recommended to say the other things that we 
mentioned and their like. And God knows best. 


Reciting the Quran Intending It to Be Speech 

Ibn Abi Dawid cited disagreement concerning this matter. It is 
related from Ibrahim al-Nakha‘i (God grant him mercy) that he 
disliked explaining the Quran with some worldly incident. 
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‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (God be pleased with him), in Mecca, 
read during the Sunset Prayer, By the fig and the olive and the 
Mount of Sinai (Quran, 95:1—2)," and raised his voice [at the next 
verse], And by this secure city (Quran, 95:3). 

IHukaym ibn Sa‘d said that a member of the Mubakkima sect? 
came to ‘Ali [ibn Abi Talib] (God be pleased with him) while he 
was in the Morning Prayer and recited [to 'Ali], If you were to as- 
cribe partners to God, all your works will be vain (Quran, 39:65), 
and 'Ali (God be pleased with him) responded while still in Prayer, 
So have patience! God's promise is true, and let not those who 
have no Certainty make you impatient (Quran, 30:60). 

Our Shafi‘i companions said that if a person seeks permission 
[to enter] from someone who is in Prayer who then recites, Enter 
it with safety and security (Quran, 15:46)—whether he intended 
thereby only recitation or intending both recitation and notifica- 
tion [to person seeking permission|—it does not nullify his Prayer. 
But if he intended notification alone and the intention [for recita- 
tion] did not occur to him, his Prayer is nullified. 


A Reciter Giving Greetings 

If one recites while walking and then comes across people, it is 
recommended to interrupt the recitation, greet the people, and 
then resume his recitation. And if [upon resuming] he repeats the 
[supplication] seeking protection from God, it is excellent. And it 
Is the same if he were sitting [as he recites] and someone passes 
by him. 


Greeting a Reciter 

Imam Abū Hasan al-Wahidi said, “It is best to omit greeting 
someone who is reciting because he is occupied with recitation. 
But if someone gives him greetings, it is sufficient for [the reciter] 
to reply with a gesture. And he wishes to reply with an utterance, 
then he may reply as such, but then repeats the [supplication] 
seeking protection from God, and resumes his recitation.” What 
[Imam Abi al-Hasan] said is weak, however. The stronger opin- 
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ion is that it is obligatory to reply [to someone’s greetings] with 
an utterance. 

Our Shaft companions said that if someone offers greetings 
upon entering the Friday sermon—though we hold the opinion 
that being silent is a summa —then it is obligatory to return his 
greetings according to the soundest of two opinions. So in the 
midst of recitation, in which there is agreement that it is not un- 
lawful to speak therein, it is even more pressing [to return the 
greeting|, even though returning a greeting is obligatory in gener- 
al. And God knows best. 


Sneezing During One’s Recitation 

If one sneezes while reciting, it is recommended for him to say, 
“al-hamdu lillah” [*Praise to God” |; it is the same if [one sneezes] 
during the Prayer. If a person reciting outside of Prayer [hears] 
someone else sneeze and say, “al-bamdu lillah” |“Praise to God” |, 
itis recommended for the reciter to respond and say, “Yarbamuka 
Allah” |* God grant you mercy? |. 


Tbe Call to Prayer 

If a reciter hears someone make the Call to Prayer [Adban], he 
should interrupt his recitation and reply to the call [as established 
in the sunna] by repeating the utterance of the Call to Prayer and 
the Call for the Commencement of Prayer [[qama]. He then may 
return to his recitation. Our Shafi‘t companions agree upon this. 


Replying to a Question 

If something is requested from a person reciting the Quran and it 
Is possible for him to respond to the petitioner by way of a known 
gesture, and [the reciter] knows that it will not break the heart |of 
the petitioner] and it will not harm the friendship between them 
and the like, then it is better to answer by way of gesture and not 
interrupt the recitation. But it is permissible for [the reciter] to 
interrupt [his recitation]. 


And God knows best. 
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Reciting and Standing for Someone 

If someone of superior knowledge, righteousness, nobility, old age 
(without infirmity), or prestige, from position, parentage, or some 
other reason, passes by someone reciting, there is no harm in the 
reciter standing [to greet him| out of respect and deference—but 
not out of ostentation or glorifying. In fact, standing is recom- 
mended. Indeed, standing out of deference has been affirmed by 
the action of the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) 
and the Companions (God be well pleased with them)—who did 
so in [the Prophet’s (God bless him and grant him peace)] pres- 
ence and by his order—and affirmed by the action of the Succes- 
sors and those after them, including the righteous scholars. 

I have composed a monograph regarding the issue of stand- 
ing out of respect. | mentioned therein the hadiths and accounts 
that recommend it and prohibit it, and I showed the weakness of 
those accounts which are weakly authenticated; the authenticity 
of those that are rigorously authenticated; and the answer to that 
which implies that it is prohibited while, in fact, there is no pro- 
hibition. I elucidated all of this, by the praise of God Most High. 
So whoever has doubt concerning any of its hadiths and reviews 
it will find what removes his doubt—by the will of God Most 
High.7° 


Valuable Rulings Associated with Recitation During Prayer 
I take great liberty in summarizing these [rulings], since they are 
well known in the books أ‎ 

Recitation is obligatory in the prescribed Prayers, according to 
the consensus of the scholars. Malik, al-Shafi‘i, Ahmad, and the 
majority of the scholars said that reciting Surat al-Fatiha in every 
rak‘a is specifically obligatory for all individuals. Abu Hanifa and 
a group of scholars said that al-Fatiha is never specifically oblig- 
atory |mu‘ayyin| and that reciting al-Fatiha in the last two rak‘as 
is never obligatory [wajib |.7' 

The correct opinion is the former, since evidence from the sun- 
na has made this clear. It suffices as proof that the Prophet (God 
bless him and grant him peace) said in a rigorously authenticat- 
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ed hadith, “A Prayer in which Umm al-Qur'an [that is, Surat al- 
Fatiha] has not been recited is not sufficient.”72 


An Additional Verse 

There is agreement among the scholars that it is recommended to 
recite [verses of the Quran] after reciting Surat al-Fatiha and in 
the first two rak'as of the other Prayers. They differ over whether 
Or not it is recommended [to recite additional verses] in the third 
and fourth rak‘as. al-Shafi'i has two opinions on this: the newer 
position is that it is recommended, while the older one is that it 
is not.? Our Shafi‘i companions state that if we hold that it is 
recommended, then there is no difference |of opinion] that it is 
indeed recommended that |the recitation in the third and fourth] 
should be shorter than the recitation in the first two [rak‘as], 
and, they said, that the recitation in the third and fourth [rak'as] 
should be equivalent. 

Should the [recitation] in the first rak‘a be made longer than 
the second? There are two opinions concerning this. The sounder 
opinion, according to the accomplished authorities |»ubaqqigin], 
is that [the recitation in the first rak'a| be made long. This is the 
preferred opinion because of the rigorously authenticated hadith 
stating that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him 
peace) would lengthen [his recitation in| the first rak“a unlike the 
length in the second.”4 The benefit of this practice is that someone 
who came late [to the Prayer] would make the first rak‘a. 

And God knows best. 


The Latecomer 

Al-Shafi‘i (God grant him mercy) said that if someone joined an 
[obligatory] Prayer after it had already commenced but was pres- 
ent with the imam for the last two rak‘as of, say, the Afternoon 
Prayer [or another], and then he stands to finish the remaining 
[rak ‘as| he owes, it is recommended that he recite a chapter [after 
Surat al-Fatiha]. The majority of our Shafi'i companions said that 
this matter involves two opinions. Some say that it is based on 
al-Shafi‘i’s statement that one should recite [Quran] in addition 
[to al-Fatiha] in the last two rak‘as. The other opinions is that it 
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Is not [recommended|.7?* The correct opinion is the former, so that 
one’s Prayer is not void of the [additional] recitation. 
And God knows best. | 

This ruling [of reciting suras in the last two rak'as] applies to 
both: someone leading the Prayer and someone praying alone. 


Tbe Follower in a Prayer 

As for someone being led in Prayer and the Prayer is silent, al- 
Fatiha is obligatory and the [additional| chapter is recommended. 
If it is audible and he can hear the imam’s recitation, it is offensive 
for him to recite any [additional] chapter. 

There are two opinions regarding al-Fatiha being obligatory 
[to recite]. The sounder opinion is that it is obligatory; the other is 
that it is not. If one does not hear the imāms recitation, the sound 
opinion is that al-Fatiha is obligatory and the [additional] chap- 
ter is recommended. Other opinions hold that al-Fatiha is not 
obligatory; others yet say that it is obligatory and the [additional] 
chapter is not recommended. 

And God knows best. 


The Funeral Prayer 
It is obligatory to read al-Fatiha after the first saying of “Allāhu 
akbar" during a funeral Prayer. 


Supererogatory Prayers 
As for reciting al-Fatiha in a supererogatory Prayer, this is consid- 
ered indispensable. 


Saying “Bismillahi al-Rabmani al-Rabim” 

Our Shàfii companions disagree over saying “Bismillahi al- 
Rabmani al-rabim” in al-Fatiha. Al-Qaffal said that it is oblig- 
atory |wajib|. His companion, al-Qadi Husayn, said that saying 
[the basmala| is a conditional [sbart| part of the Prayer. Others 
yet have said it is an integral [rukn] part of the Prayer—and this 
is the most preponderant opinion. 

And God knows best. 
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Someone Unable to Recite al-Fatiba 

Someone incapable of reciting Surat al-Fatiha in all of these con- 
texts may recite something else in its place. He may recite some- 
thing else from the Quran of the same length. If he is incapable 
of that, then he may repeat invocations of the same length, like, 
“Subban Allah” or “La illab illa'Allab." If he is incapable of any- 
thing at all, he stands for the length of |time it takes to recite] 
al-Fatiha and then bows. And God knows best. 


Several Suras in One Rak‘a 

There is no harm in joining chapters in a single rak‘a. It has been 
established in the authentic books of Bukhari and Muslim that 
‘Abdallah ibn Mas*'üd (God be pleased with him) said, “I know 
the chapters that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant 
him peace) would couple together [in recitation |,"7$ and he men- 
tioned twenty chapters from the last two parts of the Quran, each 
of them two chapters in one rak'a. We mentioned previously that 
a group of the Pious Forebears were wont to recite the complete 
Quran in one rak'a. 


Wben a Recitation Sbould Be Audible 

Muslims have consensus that it is recommended to recite the Qu- 
ran audibly during the Morning Prayers, the Friday Congrega- 
tional Prayers, the two Eid Prayers, during the first two [rak'as] of 
the Sunset and Nightfall Prayers, during Tarawib Prayers, and the 
Witr Prayer that follows it. This is recommended for one leading 
a congregational Prayer and for the individual [praying] alone. 
Someone who is led in Prayer does not make |his recitation] au- 
dible, according to the consensus. It is a sunna that the recitation 
be audible during the Prayer occasioned by a lunar eclipse, but 
not audible during the Prayer for a solar eclipse.77 The recitation 
is audible in the Prayer [in which worshipers supplicate] for rain. 
It is not audible in a Funeral Prayer if it is performed during the 
day, but is [audible] when prayed during the night, according to 
the sound preferred opinion in the |Shafi‘i] madhhab. 
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Supererogatory Prayers 

Recitation is not audible in the supererogatory daytime Prayers, 
with the exception of what we have just mentioned concerning 
the two Eid Prayers and the Prayer for rain. Our Shafi‘i compan- 
ions disagreed concerning Night Prayer Vigil. The dominant posi- 
tion is that it is not audible; the second opinion is that it is indeed 
audible; a third position holds that one alternates his recitation 
between audibility and silence, and this is what al-Baghawi chose. 


Making up Prayers 

If one missed a Prayer normally performed at night and made it 
up during the day—or if one misses a Prayer normally performed 
during the day and made it up at night—what aspect is taken 
into account in order to determine whether it should be audible 
or silent: the time in which it was missed or the time in which it 
was made up? Our Shafi‘i companions have two opinions; the 
preponderant one is that the time in which [the missed Prayer] is 
made up is taken into account. 

If one were to recite audibly when he should have been silent, 
or silent when he should have been audible, his Prayer is valid 
though he has committed something offensive, but he does not 
need to make the “prostrations of forgetfulness.” 


Guidelines for Recitation in Silence and Aloud 

Know that what is meant by “silence” in recitation with regard 
to saying “Allah akbar” and other statements Jof the Prayer] is 
that one recite them such that he hears them himself. It is indis- 
pensable to utter them such that he hears them, that is, if he is of 
sound hearing and there is no interference. But if one does not 
hear himself, his recitation Jof them] is not valid and neither are 
other invocations.7* There is no disagreement on this. 


The Imam pausing for Silence 

Our Shafi‘i companions said that it is recommended for the imam 
leading an audible Prayer to remain silent during four periods 
while standing: First, silence after the opening “Allāhu akbar,” in 
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order to make an opening supplication and so the followers may 
also say the opening “Allahu akbar” ; second, a very brief pause 
right after reciting Surat al-Fatiha and |a brief pause] between 
the completion of al-Fatiha and saying “Amin” so that “Amin” 
is not misconstrued to be actually part of al-Fatiha; third, a long 
pause after “Amin” so the followers themselves can [silently] read 
al-Fatiha; and fourth, after finishing |the recitation of] a sura of 
the Quran, in order to provide a separation between the recitation 
and saying “Allahu akbar” before descending to bow. 


Saying “Amin” 

It is recommended for every reciter, whether or not it is during 
Prayer, to say “Amin” when finishing al-Fatiha. The rigorously 
authenticated hadiths concerning it are well known and numer- 
ous. We mentioned in the previous section that it is recommended 
to separate the end of al-Fatiha and “Amin” with a brief pause 
of silence. “Amin” means, “O God, answer!” Other opinions are 
that it means, “And like this, let it be!”; “Make it so!”; “Of this, 
only You are capable!”; “Do not let down our hope!”; or “O 
God, entrust us with goodness!” 

Other opinions proffer: It is God’s seal on His worshipers and 
it repels disasters from them; it is a level in Paradise that one who 
says it deserves; it is one of the names of God Most High—but 
the accomplished authorities [muhaggigin| and the majority [of 
scholars| have rejected this—or it is a Hebrew word which has 
been Arabized. Abū Bakr al-Warraq said that it is power endowed 
in the supplication which causes mercy to descend. And there are 
more opinions yet. 

There are various pronunciations concerning “Amin.” The 
opinions of the scholars are: the purest linguistically is “Amin” 
with elongation and lightening the mim. A second opinion is with 
the alif being short | “Amin” |. These two opinions are well known. 
A third opinion is that “Amin” is with imala |in which the alif is 
pronounced like the ya| with elongation between the two.” Al- 
Wahidi conveys this from Hamza and al-Kisa'i. The fourth opin- 
ion posits that the mim has a shadda with elongation | “Ammin” |. 
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Al-Wahidi conveys this from al-Hasan and al-Elusayn ibn al-Fadl. 
He said, “This is confirmed by what was related from Ja‘far al- 
Sadiq (God be pleased with him) that he said, ‘Its meaning is, “To 
You do we direct ourselves, and You are more generous than to 
turn back someone seeking You.”’” These are al-Wahidi's words. 
This fourth opinion is very strange indeed, and most of the lexi- 
cographers consider it an error made by laymen. A group of our 
Shafii companions said, “Whoever says it in their Prayer |like 
this|, his Prayer is invalid.” 

Arabic linguists said that proper Arabic usage demands that 
there be a full stop there |after the nān in Amin| because it has 
the rank of a phoneme. If it is connected, the nin gets a fatha 
because of the consecutiveness of two silent letters, just like it is 
given a fatha in [the words] ‘ayn and kayf |'ayna, kayfa |, and it is 
not given a kasra since kasra is heavy after ya. This is a summary 
of what is associated with the pronunciation of “Amin.” I have 
expanded on this, providing the proofs and additional opinions, 
in [my| book Tahdhib al-Asma' wa'l-Lugbat. 


The Ruling Concerning “Amin” 

The scholars said that saying “Amin” in Prayer is recommended 
for the one leading the Prayer, his followers, and for individuals 
[praying alone]. The one leading the Prayer and the individual 
[praying alone] should audibly pronounce “Amin” in the audible 
Prayers. Scholars disagree, however, concerning the audibility of 
someone following an imam. The soundest [opinion| is that one 
should say “Amin” audible; the second is that he should not; and 
the third is that he should say it audible if [he prays with] a large 
congregation; otherwise he does not. 


Its Utterance Being Simultaneous to the Imam’s 

The follower saying “Amin” should say it simultaneously with 
the imam—not before nor after—because of the statement of the 
Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) in the rigorous- 
ly authenticated hadith: “If the imam says, wa la’d-dallin (Qu- 
ran, 1:7), say, ‘Amin, since whoever’s ‘Amin’ concurs with the 
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‘Amin’ of the angels, his previous sins are forgiven.”*° As for [the 
Prophet's (God bless him and grant him peace)] statement: “If 
the imam says ‘Amin’ then say "Amin," this implies that [one 
should say Amin] when the imam is about to say “Amin”. Our 
Shafi companions said that there is no occasion during Prayer 
in which it is recommended that the follower's utterance be si- 
multaneous with the imam’s except in saying “Amin.” All other 
utterances, [such as, “Allāhu akbar” that commences the Prayer 
and precedes the Prayer's various postures], are said after the 
imam’s utterance. 


Prostration at the Recitation of Passages of the Quran 

This topic is among the emphasized matters that one should give 
particular attention to. The scholars have consensus concern- 
ing the command to prostrate as occasioned by the recitation of 
[certain passages of| the Quran, but they disagreed whether this 
command indicates that it is recommended or obligatory. The 
majority of scholars said that it is not obligatory per se, but is 
recommended. This is the opinion of ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab, Ibn 
‘Abbas, Salman al-Farisi, ‘Imran ibn al-Husayn, Malik, al-Awza‘i, 
al-Shafi'i, Ahmad, Ishaq, Abū Thawr, Dawid, and others (God be 
well pleased with them). Abū Hanifa (God grant him mercy) said 
that [prostration] is obligatory. He justified it with the statement 
of God Most High, Why do they not believe, and, when the Qu- 
ran is recited to them, do they not prostrate? (Quran, 84:202 1 J."! 
The majority of scholars justified [that prostration is not obliga- 
tory] by way of a rigorously authenticated account of ‘Umar ibn 
al-Khattab (God be pleased with him), that on one Friday he re- 
cited Surat al-Nahl (16) from the minbar, and when he reached 
the [verse occasioning the] prostration, he descended and pros- 
trated, and the people prostrated with him. The next Friday he re- 
cited [the same passage] until he came to the verse of prostration 
and said, *O people! We have come upon a verse of prostration 
and whoever prostrated has indeed hit the mark, but there is no 
sin upon whoever did not prostrate.” And ‘Umar himself did not 
prostrate.** (Bukhari related it.) This action and statement from

‘Umar (God be pleased with him) in this gathering is clear evi- 
dence. 

The response to the verse that Aba Hanifa (God grant him 
mercy) cites as evidence [for his position that is obligatory] is 
obvious, for what is intended |by the verse] by cEnsuring peo- 
ple for forsaking the prostration is declaring them to be liars, for 
like God—Most High—said thereafter, But the disbelievers deny 
it (Quran, 84:22). 

It has been established in the authentic books of Bukhari and 
Muslim that Zayd ibn Thabit (God be pleased with him) recited 
Surat al-Najm (53) to the Prophet (God bless him and grant him 
peace) and he did not prostrate.*? And it is also established in the 
rigorously authentic hadiths that he did prostrate in al-Najm.** So 
this indicates that it is not obligatory. 


THE NUMBER OF VERSES OF PROSTRATION AND THEIR PLACES 

As for their number, the preferred opinion of al-Shafi‘l (God grant 
him mercy) and the majority of scholars is that there are fourteen 
verses of prostrations: Suras al-‘Araf (7); al-Ra'd (13); al-Nahl 
(16); al-Isra’ (17); Maryam (19); two in al-Hajj (22); al-Furqan 
(25); al-Naml (27); al-Sajda (32); Fussilat (41); al-Najm (53); 
al-Inshiqàq (84); and al-‘Alaq (96). 

As for the prostration of Surat Sad (38), it is recommended [to 
prostrate|; it is not considered among the required prostrations. 
It is established in Bukhari's Sabib from Ibn ‘Abbas (God be well 
pleased with them both) that he said, *Surat Sad is not among 
the required prostrations, and I have seen the Prophet (God bless 
him and grant him peace) prostrate in it.”*5 This is the opinion of 
al-Shafi‘i and those who have said something similar. 

Abu Hanifa said also that they are fourteen; however he omit- 
ted the second occurrence in al-Hajj (22) and affirmed the inclu- 
sion of the prostration of Sàd (38) as among the required pros- 
trations."*é 

There are two accounts from Ahmad [ibn Hanbal]. The first is 
like what al-Shafr'i said. The second is that there are fifteen |occa- 
sions for prostration|, adding Surat Sad [to the list of fourteen|. 
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This is the opinion of Abu al-‘Abbas ibn Surayj, and Abū Ishaq 
al-Marwazi, one of al-Shafri's [later] companions. 

There are two accounts from Malik. The first is like what 
al-Shafi'i said. But the most well known of the two is that there 
are eleven [occasions of prostration] omitting al-Najm (53), al-In- 
shiqàq (84), and al-A‘laq (96). This is the old opinion of al-Shafr'. 
The sound opinion is what we have previously mentioned. The 
rigorously authenticated hadith indicate it. 


LOCATIONS OF THE VERSES OF PROSTRATION 

The specific locations [of the prostration verses] are: al-‘Araf, at 
its end ...but they praise Him and fall down in prostration be- 
fore Him |7:206]; al-Ra‘d, immediately after God's statement, 
Mighty and Majestic is He, ...in the mornings and in the eve- 
nings [13:15]; al-Nahl, ...and they do all that they are command- 
ed [16:50]; al-Isra’, ...and it increases them in humility |17:109]; 
Maryam, they would fall down in prostration and tears [19:58]; 
the first of al-Hayj’s prostrations, God does what He wills [22:18| 
and the second, ...and do good, that you may succeed [22:77]; 
al-Furqan, And it increases them in aversion [25:60|; al-Naml, 
the Lord of the formidable Throne [27:26]; al-Sajda, and are not 
proud [32:15]; Fussilat, ...and are never wearied | 41:38]; al-Na- 
jm, at its end, ...and worship Him [53:62]; al-Inshiqaq, do they 
not prostrate? |84:21|; and al-‘Alaq, at its end, ...and draw near 
[to God] [96:19]. [See APPENDIX TWO listing the Quranic texts of 
these passages. | 


DISAGREEMENT ABOUT SURAT FUSSILAT 

There is no disagreement of any consideration as to their specific 
locations [in the suras], except for Fussilat (41), in which there is 
disagreement among the scholars. The opinion of al-Shafi'i and 
his companions is as we mentioned: it occurs immediately after 
God's statement, Most High is He, ...and are never wearied (Qu- 
ran, 41:38). This is the opinion of Sa‘id ibn al-Musayib, Muham- 
mad ibn Sirin, Abu Wa’il Shaqiq ibn Salama, Sufyan al-Thawri, 
Abu FHanifa, Ahmad, and Ishaq ibn Rahuyah. 
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Others hold that it occurs immediately after God’s statement, 
Most High is He, ...if you would worship Him (Quran, 41:37).* 
Ibn Mundhir related this from ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab, al-hasan al- 
Basri, the companions of ‘Abdallah ibn Mas‘ad, Ibrahim al-Na- 
kha‘i, Abu Salih, Talha ibn Musarrif, Zubayr ibn al-Harith, Mā- 
lik ibn Anas, al-Layth ibn Sa‘d. It is also an opinion of one or 
more of the companions of Imam al-Shafri. (Al-Baghawi related 
this in al-Tabdbib.) 

As for the statement of Abū al-Hasan ‘Ali ibn Sa‘d al-‘Abdari, 
one of our Shafi‘i companions, in his book al-Kifaya, addressing 
the disagreement between the legists [fuqaha] about the pros- 
tration of Surat al-Naml occuring at the saying of God Most 
High, ...and knows what you conceal and what you reveal (Qu- 
ran, 27:25),? he said, “This is the opinion of most of the legists. 
Malik said that the prostration occurs at the statement of God 
Most High, ...Lord of the formidable Throne (Quran, 27:26).” 
This quote of his, according to our opinion and the opinion of the 
majority of the legists, is not known or accepted. It is a manifest 
error. The books of our Shafi‘i companions are explicit [that the 
verse of prostration] occurs at the statement of God Most High, 
Lord of the formidable Throne (Quran, 27:26). 

And God knows best. 


SPECIFIC RULINGS CONCERNING THE VERSES OF PROSTRATION 
Prostration occasioned by the recitation of the Quran has the 
same general ruling as a supererogatory Prayer, in that its con- 
ditions are that one must be cleansed of impurity, free of filth, 
face the gibla, and his nakedness covered. So it is unlawful for 
anyone [to make the prostrations] while he has legally inexcus- 
able filth on his body or clothes or has ritual impurity, unless he 
were to make dry ablution in a situation in which dry ablution is 
permissible. |Prostration] is also unlawful when turned toward a 
direction other than the gibla, except during a journey where su- 
pererogatory Prayers are permissible when one is turned toward a 
direction other than the gibla. All of this is agreed upon. 
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ABOUT SURAT SAD 

One who says that reciting [verse 24] of Surat Sad (38) requires 
prostration holds, moreover, that he should prostrate whether he 
reads it during Prayer or outside of it—treating it like all other 
verses of prostration. Al-Shafi‘i and others who claim that it is 
not one [of the verses| requiring prostration say that when one 
recites it outside of Prayer, it is recommended to prostrate, since 
the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) prostrated at 
its recitation, as we have mentioned; but if one recites it during 
Prayer, he should not prostrate. If, however, one does prostrate 
out of ignorance or forgetting [that it is not required], it does 
not invalidate his Prayer, though he should make “prostration of 
forgetfulness.” But if one knew of the sound [opinion] that his 
Prayer is rendered invalid [by such prostration] because he added 
something foreign to the Prayer, then [his Prayer] is invalid, the 
same way it would be invalid were he to make “prostration of 
thankfulness” within his Prayer; there is no disagreement about 
this [among the scholars]. The second [opinion] is that it is not 
invalidated since it has an association to the Prayer. 


IF THE IMAM PROSTRATES FOR [SURAT] SAD 

If the imam [leading a Prayer] were to prostrate for [verse 24] of 
Surat Sad (38) believing that it requires prostration, yet someone 
following him in [Prayer] does not hold this view, he should not 
follow the imam; instead he extricates himself altogether or he 
remains standing waiting for the imam |to complete the prostra- 
tion]. And if one stands waiting for [the imam], must he perform a 
prostration of forgetfulness? There are two opinions, the prepon- 
derating one is that he does not. 


FOR WHOM IT IS PROPER TO PROSTRATE 

It is an established prophetic tradition [sunna] for someone recit- 
ing [a verse of prostration]—and who has ritual purity, by way of 
water or soil [when the latter is allowed]—|to make prostration] 
whether or not the recitation was made during Prayer or outside 
of it. This [holds true] for someone listening [to the recitation]. 
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Moreover, this is established for someone who merely heard [the 
recitation] though he was not particularly listening |to it]. How- 
ever, al-Shafi'l said, “I do not emphasize this for [the one who 
merely overheard it] as I emphasize it for the attentive listener.” 
And this is the correct opinion. Imam al-Haramayn, one of our 
Shafi‘i companions, said that someone who [merely] heard |the 
recitation] does not prostrate. However, the well-known opinion 
is the first. 

Whether or not the reciter was in or outside of Prayer, it is 
established, for the one who overheard [the recitation] and the at- 
tentive listener to prostrate; this holds true whether or not the one 
reciting actually prostrated himself. This is the well-known and 
correct opinion according to the companions of al-Shafi‘i (God 
be well pleased with them). It is what Abū Hanifa said as well.%° 

The author of al-Baydn,' one of al-Shafi‘i’s companions, said 
that a bystander listening to someone reciting [a verse of pros- 
tration] during Prayer does not prostrate. Al-Saydalani, one of 
al-Shafi''s [later] companions, said that it is not established that 
he prostrate unless the one reciting prostrates. The correct opin- 
ion is the first. 

There is no difference [in the rulings concerning the verses of 
prostration] if the one reciting is a Muslim, mature, in a state of 
ritual purity, and male or if [the reciter] is a non-Muslim, pre- 
pubescent, in a state of ritual impurity, or a woman. This is the 
sound opinion of our school, and it is the opinion of Abū Hanifa. 
Some of our Shafi‘i companions said that one does not prostrate 
If the reciter is a non-Muslim, prepubescent, in a state of ritual 
impurity, or intoxicated. A group of the scholars among the Righ- 
teous Forebears said that one does not prostrate at a woman's 
recitation. Ibn Mundhir conveyed it from Qatada, Malik, and 
Ishaq. The correct opinion is what we previously mentioned. 


PROSTRATING IN GENERAL 

One recites one or two verses and then prostrates. Ibn Mund- 
hir conveyed from al-Sha‘bi, al-Hasan al-Basri, Muhammad ibn 
Sîrîn, al-Nakha‘i, Ahmad, and Ishaq that they disliked this. [He 
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conveyed] from Aba Hanifa, Muhammad ibn al-hasan, and Abū 
Thawr that there is no harm in this, and this conforms to what 
our madhhab dictates. 


PROSTRATION IN DETAIL 

INDIVIDUALS: Someone praying individually should prostrate at 
his own recitation. If he omits the prostration for recitation and 
bows, and then wants to prostrate for the recitation, this is not 
permissible. And if he does so knowingly, his Prayer is invalid. 
If he descends to bow but does not reach the limit of what is 
customarily considered to be bowing [ruki°], it is permissible for 
him [to adjust and] prostrate for the recitation. If he descends for 
prostration and he realizes |he omitted the prostration of recita- 
tion] and returns to his standing position [to perform the prostra- 
tion of recitation], this is permissible. 

It is not permissible for someone praying individually to pros- 
trate because of someone else’s recitation, whether or not the 
[other] recitation is in a Prayer. If he knew this and still prostrat- 
ed, his Prayer becomes invalid. 

CONGREGATIONAL PRAYERS: If one is the imam, then his situ- 
tion is like that of an individual. As for the follower of a Prayer: 
If the imam prostrates at his recitation, it is obligatory for the fol- 
lower to prostrate with him, and the follower’s Prayer is invalid 
if he fails to do so. 

If the imam does not prostrate, it is not permissible for the fol- 
lower to prostrate, and if the follower were to prostrate anyway, 
his Prayer is invalid. However, [in this case| it is recommended for 
him to prostrate when he finishes his Prayer, though this is not 
something emphasized. 

If the imam prostrated and the follower did not know this until 
the imam raised his head from the prostration, his |momentary] 
departure from the imam is excused and it is not permissible to 
prostrate. But if the follower discovers this while the imam is still 
in the prostration, it is obligatory for him to prostrate. Yet if he 
descends to prostrate and the imam then rises |from his prostra- 
tion] while the follower is in the process of bending down, the 
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follower should then [adjust and] rise with imam; it is not permis- 
sible for him to prostrate. It is the same for a weak person who 
bends down |to make prostration] with the imam, but the imam 
then rises before the weak person reaches prostration—because 
of the pace of the imam and the slowness of the follower—the 
weak person must rise back with imam and does not prostrate. 


RECITATION OTHER THAN THE IMAM’S 

It is not permissible for someone following an imam to prostrate 
at his own recitation [in a silent Prayer] nor the recitation of any- 
one except the imam. If he prostrates, his Prayer is invalidated. 
It is offensive for him to recite a |verse containing a] prostration, 
and it is offensive for him to listen to any recitation other than 
the zmarm's. 


THE TIMING OF PROSTRATION 

The scholars said one's prostration should occur immediately af- 
ter reading or hearing the verse containing the prostration. If he 
delays and the separation is not long, he still may prostrate. If [the 
span of time] is long, then he has missed the prostration altogeth- 
er and does not need to make up according to the well known 
and sound opinion |just as one does not make up the Prayer of 
the eclipse]. Some of our Shafi‘i companions said that there is a 
weak opinion that one should make it up |the prostration], as one 
would make up sunna Prayers that precede or follow the obliga- 
tory Prayers, such as the swnnas of the Morning, Noon, and other 
Prayers. 


RITUAL IMPURITY 

If the reciter or the listener is in a state of ritual impurity when 
the verse of prostration is recited and he makes ritual purity soon 
thereafter, he should then prostrate. If he delays |ablution] to the 
point that the separation in time becomes long, he does not pros- 
trate, which is the correct and preferred opinion of which the 
majority of scholars are cErtain. Another opinion, however, holds 
that he still should prostrate—and it is the choice of al-Baghawi, 
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one of our Shafi‘i companions. This is analogous to one respond- 
ing to the Call to Prayer [adhdn] after finishing his Prayer [that 
he was engaged in while the @dhdn was called]. Custom [urf] is 
considered for determining the length of time |for the separation 
being short of long], according to the preferred opinion. 

And God knows best. 


MULTIPLE PROSTRATIONS 

If one reads some or all of the verses of prostration in a single 
sitting, he prostrates for each of them; there is no disagreement on 
this. If he repeats a single verse of prostration in several sittings, 
he prostrates for each occurrence; there is no disagreement on 
this. If he repeats a single verse of prostration in a one sitting, he 
examines the following: First, if he did not prostrate for the first 
occurrence, a single prostration suffices him for them all. Second, 
if he prostrated for the first occurrence, there are three opinions: 
[First,] he should prostrate for each occurrence, since the cause is 
renewed after fulfilling the ruling of the first—which is the sound- 
est opinion. [Second,] the first prostration suffices him for them 
all. It is the opinion of Ibn Surayj, and it is the opinion of Abū 
Hanifa (God grant him mercy).?? The author of al-‘Udda,?3 one 
of our Shafi‘i companions, said that religious verdict accords with 
this. This is the preference of Shaykh Nasr al-Maqdisi, the ascetic 
and one of our Shafi‘i companions. |Third,] if the separation [be- 
tween occurrences] is long he prostrates [for each], otherwise the 
first prostration suffices [for them all]. When he repeats a single 
verse of prostration during Prayer in one rak'a, it is analogous to 
[repeating it] in a single sitting and thus has the same three opin- 
ions. If he repeats it during two rak ‘as, it is like two sittings, so he 
repeats the prostration without any disagreement. 


WILE RIDING 

If one recites a verse of prostration while riding an animal during 
a Journey, he prostrates by way of gesture. This is our opinion, 
and the opinion of Malik, Abū Hanifa, Abū Yusuf, Muhammad, 
Ahmad, Zufar, Dawüd, and others. Some of Abu Hanifa's com- 
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panions said that he does not prostrate.?*^ The opinion of the ma- 
jority is correct. As for someone riding an animal but not travel- 
ing, it is not permissible for him to prostrate by way of gesture. 


READING A VERSE OF PROSTRATION BEFORE AL-FATILIA 

If one recites a verse of prostration during Prayer before reciting 
Surat al-Fatiha, [in the opening invocation,] he prostrates. This is 
different than had he recited while bowing or prostrating, since 
it is not permissible to recite [in those postures] because standing 
[in Prayer] is the place of recitation. If one recited a verse of pros- 
tration, descended to prostrate, and doubted that had he read al- 
Fatiha, he then prostrates for the recitation, returns to standing, 
and recites al-Fatiha, since prostration for recitation should not 


be delayed. 


READING A VERSE OF PROSTRATION IN PERSIAN OR AS AN 
EXPLICATION 
If one recites a verse of prostration in Persian? it is our opinion 
that he not prostrate. It is the same if he were to explicate a verse 
of prostration. 

Abu Hanifa, however, said that one does prostrate.*5 


LISTENERS PROSTRATING WITH A RECITER 

One listening |to the recitation] may prostrate with the reciter, but 
is not bound to the reciter and should not intend to be led by him, 
and sohe may rise from the prostration before [the reciter does]. 


THE RULING CONCERNING AN IMAM RECITING A VERSE OF 


PROSTRATION 

In our madhhab, it is not offensive for the imam to read a verse of 
prostration whether the Prayer is silent or audible. One prostrates 
whenever he recites |a verse of prostration]. Malik said that is 
categorically offensive. Abū Hanifa said that it is offensive in the 
silent, but not the audible.9 
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PROSTRATION AT TIMES WHEN PRAYER IS PROHIBITED 

In our madhhab, the prostration for Quranic recitation is not of- 
fensive during the times in which Prayer itself is prohibited [e.g., 
the exact moment of sunrise or sunset]. This is the opinion of 
al-Shu‘bi, al-Hasan al-Basri, Salim ibn ‘Abdallah, al-Qasim, ‘Ata’, 
‘Ikrima, Abū Hanifa, the people of juristic opinion, and Malik ac- 
cording to one of two accounts. A group of scholars, though, dis- 
liked it. They include ‘Abdallah ibn ‘Umar (God be pleased with 
him), Sa‘id ibn al-Musayyib, Malik in the other account, Ishaq 
ibn Rahuyah, and Abū Thawr. 


BOWING INSTEAD OF PROSTRATING 

Bowing |ruki‘| does not take the place of prostration for Quranic 
recitation, when it is optional. This is our opinion, and the opin- 
ion of the majority of the scholars of the early generations |the 
Salaf and Khalaf). Abu Hanifa (God grant him mercy) said that 
the bowing may take its place.” The evidence of the majority, 
however, is that |prostration for Quran recitation] is analogous to 
prostration in the Prayer [which cannot be replaced by bowing}. 
Someone incapable of prostrating may gesture, just as he gestures 
for prostrating in Prayer. 


THE DESCRIPTION OF THE PROSTRATION 
Know that someone prostrating for Quranic recitation [is in ei- 
ther] two states: outside of Prayer, or during it. If it is outside 
of Prayer and one wants to prostrate, he does the following: (1) 
He makes his intention for the prostration of recitation; (2) says 
the opening “Allāhu akbar” |takbirat al-ibram|, raising his hands 
parallel to his shoulders, just as he does for the opening “Allahu 
akbar of any Prayer; (3) he then says a second “Allāhu akbar” 
as he moves toward the prostration, but does not raise his hands 
during it. Saying "Allabu akbar” a second time is recommended 
and is not a condition [for validity], just as the saying of "Allabu 
akbar" for prostration during a Prayer. 

Our Shafi‘i companions have three opinions concerning the 
opening “Allāhu akbar.” (1) It is an integral part [rukn] and the 
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prostration is not valid without it, according to the most obvious 
opinion, which is the opinion of the majority. (2) It is recommend- 
ed, and if one omits it, the prostration would still be valid, and 
this is the opinion of al-Shaykh Abū Muhammad al- Juwayni. (3) 
It is not even recommended. 


And God knows best. 


STANDING OR SITTING 

If the one intending to make the prostration of reciation is stand- 
ing, he says the opening "Allabu akbar” while standing, and then 
says "Allabu akbar" again for his actual prostration while de- 
scending therein. If one is sitting, a group of our 513461 compan- 
ions have said that it is desirable for him to stand and say the 
opening "Allabu akbar" while standing, and then descend down 
to the prostration, just as if he were standing to begin with. The 
evidence for this is it that this [practice] is analogous to the open- 
ing "Allabu akbar” and prostration during Prayer. Our imams 
who unequivocally hold this include Shaykh Abū Muhammad 
al- Juwayni, al-Qadi Husayn and his companions (the author of 
al-Tatimmab? and al-Tabdbib'*») and the imam and masterfully 
skillful Abu al-Qasim al-Rafi‘i. Imam al-Haramayn [al-Juwayni] 
related it from his father, al-Shaykh Abu Muhammad, and then 
rejected it saying, “I do not see any source or mention for this.” 
Imam al-Faramayn's statement is obvious, since nothing concern- 
ing this is established from the Prophet (God bless him and grant 
him peace), nor from any of the exemplary Righteous Forebears. 
Also the majority of our Shafi‘i companions did not address the 
topic. 

And God knows best. 


ETIQUETTE AND MANNER 

When one prostrates, he should observe the etiquette of prostra- 
tion concerning the invocations [tasbib| one makes. The manner 
is as follows: (1) he places his hands on the ground parallel to his 
shoulders; (2) places his fingers together and points them towards 
the direction of the gibla; (3) takes [his hands] out of his sleeves 
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and directly places them on the Prayer surface; (4) spreads his 
elbows out from his sides and raises his stomach from his thighs 
if he is a male (a female or a hermaphrodite does not spread them 
out);'?' (5) he raises his posterior higher than his head, firmly plac- 
ing his forehead and nose on the Prayer surface, (6) and comes to 
rest during his prostration. 

As for making invocations [tasbib| during the prostration, our 
Shafi‘i companions said that he makes invocations using the invo- 
cations he makes normally in his prostration during Prayer. So he 
says three times "Subhana rabbi al-a‘la” |“My Lord Most Great 
is exalted above all imperfection?], then he may say: "Allabumma 
laka sajadtu wa bika àmantu wa laka aslamtu, sajada wajhi lil- 
ladhi kbalaqabu wa sawwarahu wa 5174004 sam'abu wa basarahu 
bi bawlibi wa quwwatihi, tabaraka Allāhu absanu al-khaligin” 
[^O God, I prostrate myself to You, believe in You, and surren- 
der to You. My face prostrates to Him who created it and gave 
it form, who opened its hearing and vision by His power and 
strength. God is exalted in perfection, the Best of Creators" ]. And 
he says, "subbubun quddusun rabbu al-mal@ikati wa al-rub” 
| “Most Exalted and Holy: Lord of all angels and souls" |. All of 
this is from what someone says in his prostration during Prayer. 

They said that it is recommended to say: "Allabumma uktub 
li biba ‘indika ajran, wa ij'alba la ‘indika dhakhran, wa da‘ ‘anni 
biha wizran, wa-qbalbà minni kama qabalatubà min ‘abdika 
Dawid (G'ss him and grant him peace)”'® |*O God, write for 
me a reward because of [this prostration] and keep it with You, 
and remove a sin from me because of it. Accept it from me just 
as You accepted it from Your servant Dawud (God bless him and 
grant him peace)”]. This supplication is particular for this pros- 
tration, so he should be mindful of it. 

The theologian Isma‘il al-Darir mentioned in his book al-Tafsir 
that al-Shafi?s choice supplication during the prostration for 
recitation was, “Subhanna rabbind in kana wa‘du rabbina la- 
maf ula” |“Transcendant is our Lord! Indeed our Lord's promise 
is ever done!”| (Quran, 17:108). This attribution to al-Shafi‘i is 
quite strange, but it is nonetheless fine since what [this verse of| 
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the Quran implies is praise for the one saying it during prostra- 
tion. 

It is recommended to combine all of these litanies, and to sup- 
plicate for whatever one wishes among matters of the Hereaf- 
ter and this life. If one limits himself to [just] some of them, he 
achieves the foundation of the invocation. If he were not to make 
invocations at all, the prostration then will have occurred like the 
prostration of Prayer. 


RAISING THE HEAD AND SAYING THE CLOSING SALUTATION 

When one finishes saying the tasbib and the supplications [in 
prostration|, he raises his head saying “Allahu akbar.” But is it 
necessary to say [the salutation| “al-salamu ‘alaykum”? There are 
two well-known opinions recorded from al-Shafr'i. The stronger, 
according to the majority of our companions, is that indeed [the 
salutation| is required because it requires the opening takbir; like 
the Funeral Prayer. This is supported by what Aba Dawid re- 
lated with his rigorously authenticated chain of narrators about 
Ibn Mas‘ad (God be pleased with him) said, “When he recited a 
verse of prostration, he would prostrate and than say ‘al-salamu 
‘alaykum...’.” The second opinion is that [salutation] is not re- 
quired, like the prostration for Quranic recital during Prayer, for 
this is not related from the Prophet (God bless him and grant him 
peace). 

Following the first opinion, does [prostration for recitation] need 
the tashahud |“ O God, send blessings upon Muhammad as you 
have sent them upon Ibrahim..." |? There are two opinions con- 
cerning this. The stronger opinion is that it does not need it, just 
as |prostration for recitation| does not need standing. 

Some of our Shafi‘i companions join the two issues. Concern- 
ing the tashahud and the salutation, there are three opinions: The 
strongest is that there is no avoiding the salutation, but this 1s not 
the case with the tasbabud. The second is that there is no need of 
either one of them. The third is that there is no avoiding either. 
Among the Righteous Forebears who said that one should make 
the salutation are Muhammad ibn Sirin, Abū ‘Abd al-Rahman 
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al-Sulami, Abū ‘Abd al-Rahman Abu al-Ahwas, Abu Qilaba and 
Ishag ibn Rahuyah. Those who said that one does not make the 
salutation include al-LHasan al-Basri, Saîd ibn Jubayr, Ibrahim 
al-Nakha‘i, Yahya ibn Waththab, and Ahmad. 

All of the foregoing concern the first situation, that is, prostrat- 
ing outside of the Prayer. 


PROSTRATION OF RECITATION DURING PRAYER 

The second situation is prostration of recitation during the Prayer. 
One does not say “Allahu akbar” in the opening. But it is recom- 
mended to say “Allahu akbar” upon prostration, but one does not 
raise his hands. One also says “Allahu akbar” upon rising from 
the prostration. This is the sound, well known opinion that the 
majority holds. Aba ‘Ali ibn Abi Hurayra, one of our Shafi‘i com- 
panions, said that one does not say “Allahu akbar” upon prostra- 
tion nor upon rising from it. But the first [opinion] is well known. 


THE PROSTRATION AND INVOCATION 
The etiquette concerning the manner of prostration and invoca- 
tion |tasbih] is as we previously mentioned with regard to pros- 
tration outside of Prayer. However, if the one prostrating is lead- 
ing others in Prayer then he should not lengthen the invocation 
unless he knows that they prefer it being lengthy. 


RISING FROM PROSTRATION 

When one rises from the prostration, he stands and does not brief- 
ly rest by sitting [as one does between rak‘as of Prayer]. There is 
no disagreement about this. This issue is seldom mentioned, and 
there are few who have advocated it. Among those who did are 
al-Qadi Husayn, al-Baghawi, and al-Rafi‘. 

This is different than the prostration of Prayer, since the sound 
and unequivocally preferred opinion of al-Shafi‘i—for which 
there are rigorously authenticated hadiths in Bukhari and other 
compilations—is that it is recommended in all Prayers to briefly 
rest by sitting immediately after the second prostration in the first 
rak‘a, and from the third in four-part Prayers.'* 
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STANDING ERECT 

When one rises from the prostration for recital, he must stand ful- 
ly erect. When he stands upright fully, it is recommended to recite 
something [additional of the Quran] and then bow [as he normal- 
ly would in Prayer], though it is permissible if he stands upright 
and then bows immediately without [additional] recitation. [This 
marks the end of the discussion on prostration.] 


Optimal Times for Recitation 

Know that the best recitation is during Prayer. The opinion of 
al-Shafii and others is that lengthening one's standing during 
Prayer is better than lengthening the prostration. When outside of 
Prayer, it is best to recite at night—the last half of the night being 
better than the first. And reciting between the sunset and nightfall 
Prayers is also beloved. When reciting during the day, the best 
time is after the Morning Prayer. 

There is nothing offensive in reciting any time because of some- 
thing inherent to that time. What Ibn Abi Dawid related from 
Mu'adh ibn Rifa‘a from his shaykh—that they disliked reciting 
Quran after the Mid-Afternoon Prayer, saying that it is the time 
of study for the Jews—is rejected and is baseless. 

The especially preferred days |to recite] are Friday, Monday, 
Thursday, and the Day of ‘Arafa. The [preferred] ten [contiguous 
days] are the last ten of Ramadan, the first ten of Dha’l-hijja. The 
[preferred| month is Ramadan. 


Losing One's Place During tbe Recitation 

If the reciter becomes tongue-tied and does not know what fol- 
lows what he stopped at and asks someone else, he should fol- 
low the etiquette as related from ‘Abdallah ibn Mas'üd, Ibrahim 
al-Nakha‘i, and Bashir ibn Abi Mas'üd (God be pleased with 
them). They said, “If one of you asks his brother about a verse, 
he should read what comes before it and then remain silent. He 
should not ask unnecessary questions.'°4 
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Quoting the Quran 

If someone wishes to use a verse as proof |for his argument] he 
may say: “God Most High said such-and-such,” or, “God Most 
High says such-and-such.” Neither one of them is offensive. This 
is the sound, preferred opinion which follows the action of the 
early generations. 

Ibn Abi Dawüd related that Mutarrif ibn ‘Abdallah ibn al-Shi- 
khkhir, the well-known Successor, said, “Do not say, ‘God Most 
High says. Instead say, God Most High said?" What Mutarrif 
(God grant him mercy) rejected, however, is contrary to what the 
Quran and Sunna brought, and what the Companions and those 
after them did [God be well pleased with them], since God Most 
High Himself has said, And God says the truth and He guides to 
the path (Quran, 33:4). 

In Muslim's Sabib, Abu Dharr (God be pleased with him) re- 
lates that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him 
peace) said, “God Sublime and Most High says, Whoever brings a 
good deed will receive tenfold the like of it...” (Quran, 6:160).'* 

In Bukhari’s Sabib, in the chapter on the commentary of the 
verse, You will not attain to righteousness until you spend of what 
you love (Quran, 3:92), Abū Talha (God be pleased with him) 
said, *O Messenger of God! God Most High says, You will not 
attain to righteousness until you spend of what you love.” These 
are the words of Abu Talha in the presence of the Prophet (G'®ss 
him and grant him peace).'% 

Masrüq (God grant him mercy), in a rigorously authenticated 


hadith, said: 


I said to *A'isha (God be pleased with her), “Did not God Most 
High say, He saw him [Gabriel] on the clear horizon (Quran, 
81:23).” She said, “Did you not hear that God Most High says, 
Vision comprehends Him not, but He comprehends all vision? 
(Quran, 6:103)? And did you not hear that God Most High says, 
And it is not given to any human being that God should speak 
to him unless it be by revelation or from behind a veil (Quran, 
42:51).” And then she said in this hadith, “And God Most High 
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says, O Messenger! Make known that which has been sent down 
to you from your Lord (Quran, 5:67).” And then she said, “And 
God Most High says, Say: None in the heavens and the earth 
knows the unseen save God... (Quran, 27:65).”'°7 


Comparable accounts from the early generations are innumera- 
ble. 
And God knows best. 


The Etiquette of Completing the Quran 
There are several issues concerning completing the recitation of 
the Quran |khatma|. 

I. WHEN TO COMPLETE: The first etiquette concerns its timing. 
As previously mentioned, it is preferable for someone reciting the 
Quran on his own that [he complete it| during Prayer. Another 
opinion is that it is preferable for it to occur in the two rak‘a of 
the obligatory Morning Prayer, and in the two sunna rak ‘as of the 
Sunset Prayer, and the two rak'as of the Morning Prayer is better. 
In another opinion, it is preferable for the completion [khatma] 
in the beginning of the day for one turn [of recitation|, and at the 
end of the day for next turn. 

When someone completes the recitation outside of Prayer or 
a group completes while assembled together, it is recommended 
that it be at the beginning of the day or in the beginning of the 
night, as we previously mentioned. According to some scholars, 
though, the beginning of the day is better. 

2. FASTING THE DAY OF THE KHATMA: It is recommended to 
fast the very day of the khatma unless it falls on a day in which 
it is forbidden to fast according to the Shari‘a. Ibn Abi Dawüd 
related with his rigorously authenticated chain of narrators that 
Talha ibn Musarrif, Habib ibn Abi Thabit, and al-Musayib ibn 
Rafi‘i—all well known Kifan Successors [God be well pleased 
with them|—would awaken fasting on the mornings in which 
they would complete the Quran. 

3. ATTENDING THE KHATMA: It is emphatically recommended to 
attend gatherings in which the khatma takes place. It has been es- 
tablished in the rigorously authenticated hadiths of Bukhari and 
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Muslim that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant 
him peace) ordered women during their menses to go out on Eid 
to participate in the goodness and the supplications of the Mus- 
lims.'9* 

Darimi and Ibn Abi Dawid related with their chains of nar- 
ration that Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased with them both) would 
make a person watch over someone finishing the Quran, and 
when he wanted to finish he would inform Ibn *Abbas so he could 
participate in it.'?? 

Ibn Abi Dawid related with two rigorously authenticated 
chains of narration that Qatdada, the illustrious Successor and 
companion of Anas (God be pleased with him), said, “When Anas 
ibn Malik (God be pleased with him) would complete [the Qu- 
ran], he would gather his family and supplicate [to God ]." 

He [also| related with his rigorously authenticated chain of 
narration that al-Hakam ibn ‘Utaybah, the illustrious Successor, 
said, “Mujahid and ‘Abdata Ibn Lubaba sent for me and said, 
‘We sent for you because we want to finish the Quran, and sup- 
plication when finishing the Quran is answered.” In some of the 
authenticate narrations he would say, *Indeed, mercy descends 
when completing the Quran." | And] he related with his rigorous- 
ly authenticated chain of narration from Mujahid that he said, 
“They would gather when completing the Quran, saying that the 
Mercy now descends." 

4. THE SUPPLICATION: It is emphatically desirable to suppli- 
cate immediately after a khatma because of what we have just 
mentioned m the previous issue. Darimi related with his chain 
of transmitters that Flumayd al-A'raj said, “Whoever recites the 
Quran and then supplicates, four thousand angels say “Amin!” to 
his supplication.” "° 

One should be persistent in his supplication and ask for im- 
portant matters. He should |supplicate] much for the well-being 
of the Muslims, their leadership, and all others who attend to their 
affairs. Al-Hakim Abū ‘Abdallah al-Nisabüri has related with his 
chain of narration that when ‘Abdallah ibn al-Mubarak (God be 
pleased with him) would finish the Quran, he would make a great 
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deal of his supplication for the Muslims and believers, male and 
female.” Others have said similar to this. 

The one supplicating should choose all-encompassing supplica- 
tions, such as the following: 


O God! Mend our hearts, remove our faults, assign us the best 
of outcomes, adorn us with Godfearingness, join for us the best 
of the first and last, and sustain us with obeying You as long as 
You make us remain. 


O God! Make easy what is easy for us, avert us from what is 
difficult; protect us from the torture of Hellfire and the torture 
of the grave, and the trials of life and death, and the trials of the 
false messiah. 


O God! We ask You for guidance, protection, virtue, and afflu- 
ence. 


O God! We entrust You with our religion and bodies, with the 
finality of our deeds and lives—-our families, our loved ones, and 
all of the Muslims—and all matters of the next life and this one 
that You bestowed upon us and upon them. 


O God! We ask You for pardon and well-being, in religion, and 
in this life and the next. And to unite us together with our loved 
ones in the abode of Your generosity with Your favor and mercy. 


O God! Mend those who oversee the Muslims, give them success 
in justice concerning their charges, being benevolent to them, 
sympathetic to them, being kind with them, and being attentive 
to their welfare. Make them love their charges, and make their 
charges love them. Make them successful for Your straight path 
and for the assignments of Your solid, true religion. 


O God! Be gentle with Your servant our leader, and make him 
successful in the welfare of this life and the next, and make him 
beloved to the charges and make the charges beloved to him. 


The reciter says the rest of the mentioned supplications which 
concern those who oversee |the affairs of Muslims] and adds: 
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O God! Protect his life and his land, safeguard his followers and 
his armies. Give him victory over the enemies of the religion 
and all other opponents. Give him success in removing the rep- 
rehensible and making manifest the benevolent and all kinds of 
goodness. Through him make Islam more manifest, and make 
him and his charges mighty and magnificent. 


O God! Mend the conditions of the Muslims, reduce the cost 
of living, and give them safety in their lands. Settle their loans, 
heal their sick, and give victory to their armies. Bring forth their 
missing persons, and release their prisoners of war. Heal their 
breasts, remove rage from their hearts, and unite them. Put be- 
lief and wisdom in their hearts and make them firm on the creed 
of Your Messenger (God bless him and grant him peace). Inspire 
them to fulfill Your covenant that You made with them. Give 
them victory over Your enemies and their enemies, O God of 
Truth. Make us among them. 


O God! Make them to enjoin what is right and act according 
to it, and to prohibit the reprehensible and avoid it, mindful of 
Your limits, and perpetually in Your obedience, demanding jus- 


tice, and following council. 


O God! Safeguard them in their words and deeds, and bless 
them in all of their states. 


He begins and ends his supplication by saying: 


All praise is for God, Lord of the worlds: a praise reaching His 
bounties and matching His provision. O God! Pray upon and 
give peace to Muhammad and his followers of Muhammad, just 
like you prayed on Ibrahim and the followers of Ibrahim. And 
bless Muhammad and the followers of Muhammad, just like 
you blessed Ibrahim and the followers of Ibrahim; in all of the 
worlds, indeed You are the praiseworthy and illustrious. 


|The Arabic text and English transliteration of these supplications 
are collected in APPENDIX ONE. | 
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5. STARTING AGAIN: When he finishes the khatma, it is recom- 
mended for him to begin the next |round of recitation] immedi- 
ately after it. The [righteous among] the early generations recom- 
mended this. They justified their position by way of a hadith of 
Anas (God be well please with him) that the Messenger of God 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, “The best of works 
are al-hall and al-riblat.” It was asked, “What are they?” He said, 
“Beginning the Quran and completing it.”'"' 
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It is established in Muslim’s Sabib that Tamim al-Daàri (God be 
pleased with him) stated, “The Messenger of God (God bless 
him and grant him peace) said, ‘Religion is sincerity.’ We said, 
‘To whom?’ He said, ‘To God, His Book, His Messenger, the lead- 
ers of the Muslims, and their common folk.’” The scholars (God 
grant them mercy) said that having sincerity regarding the Book 
of God is believing that it is the speech of God Most High and 
His revelation; that it does not resemble anything from the words 
of people; and that people are incapable of anything like it even 
if they all joined together مع[‎ attempt it]. [Sincerity is| to extol 
its glory; recite it and give its recitation its just due—beautify- 
ing it, being humble while doing so, and correctly pronouncing 
its letters. [Sincerity is| defending it from the misinterpretations 
of the deviators and the opposition of the tyrants; believing in 
everything that it contains; not exceeding its boundaries; and un- 
derstanding its knowledge and examples. |It is] paying attention 
to its exhortations; pondering its amazing wonders; acting ac- 
cording to what has unequivocal meaning; submitting to what is 
open to interpretation; searching out its universal and restricted 
[rulings]; its abrogating and abrogated |passages|; and propagat- 
ing its sciences; and calling others to them and to all the sincere 
counsel that we have mentioned. 


What Muslims Must Believe Concerning the Quran 


The Muslims have consensus that it is obligatory to extol the glo- 
ry of the Mighty Quran without exception, to declare it beyond 
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any imperfection, and to safeguard it. They have consensus that 
whoever intentionally rejects a single letter over which there is 
consensus, or intentionally adds a single letter that no one recited, 
commits an act of disbelief. The Imam and hadith master Abi al- 
Fadl al-Qadi ‘Iyad (God grant him mercy) said: 


Know that anyone who knowingly belittles the Quran, the text 
itself [mushaf], or anything from it; abuses it; rejects one of its 
letters; disbelieves something about which it is explicit, wheth- 
er a ruling or an account; affirms what it negates, or negates 
what it affirms—is a disbeliever according to the consensus of 
the Muslims. It is the same if he were to reject the Torah, the 
Evangel, or the revealed books of God. If he were to disbelieve 
in them, abuse them, or belittle them, he is a disbeliever. 


Muslims have consensus that the Quran recited in all the lands 
and written in the mushaf which is in the hands of the Mus- 
lims—gathered between two covers, from the beginning of 
Praise be to God, the Lord of the Worlds (Quran, 1:2)! until ... 
of Jinn and Men (Quran, 114:6)* —is the word of God and His 
revelation revealed to His Prophet Muhammad (God bless him 
and grant him peace), and that all that it contains is the truth. 
Anyone who deliberately removes a single letter from it, changes 
one of its letters by putting another in its place, or adds a single 
letter to it that is not included in the mushaf, over which the 
consensus has occurred and there is consensus that it is not from 
the Quran—one doing any of this intentionally—is a disbeliever. 


Abu ‘Uthman ibn al-liaddad said, “Everyone ascribing to Is- 
lam agrees that rejecting one letter from the Quran is disbelief. 
The legists [fugqaha’| of Baghdad agreed with Ibn Shanbudh al- 
Muar’, one of the foremost reciters, demanding that Ibn Mu- 
jahid make repentance for his reciting and teaching anomalous 
dialects [buruf| which are not in the mushaf, and they made a 
contract with him to cEase [such recitation] and to duly repent. 
They wrote up a disposition about him testifying against him- 
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self, in the assembly of the vizier Aba ‘Ali ibn Mugla, in the year 
of 323 [AH]." 


Abu Muhammad ibn Abi Zayd announced a legal verdict con- 
cerning someone who says to a youth, “May God curse your 
teacher and what he taught!” but says, “I only meant by it bad 
etiquette and I did not mean the Quran.” Abū Muhammad said, 
“The one who said this should be disciplined.” And he said, “As 
for someone who abuses the mushaf, he should meet his de- 


mise." 


This is the end of the words of al-Qadi ‘Iyad. 


Explicating the Quran 

It is unlawful for someone to explicate the Quran without knowl- 
edge and the qualification to speak about its meanings. The had- 
iths concerning this are many, and there is consensus on this. It 
is permissible and fitting that only scholars explicate [the Qu- 
ran]; there is consensus concerning this as well. When someone is 
qualified to explicate the Quran—one who gathers all the tools 
through which |the Quran’s| meanings are known and the intend- 
ed meaning is particularly apparent to him—he may indeed expli- 
cate it, if it is something attained through independent intellectual 
reasoning [ijtibad]. Such matters include the |Book's| meanings 
and rulings—the hidden and apparent—what is universal and 
what is restricted, grammatical inflections, and more. But if it is 
something not attained through independent intellectual reason- 
ing, but by transmitting [the thoughts of others]? and explicating 
linguistic phrases, it is not permissible for one to communicate 
this except through rigorously authenticated transmissions of 
qualified experts. As for one who is not qualified [to offer original 
explications] because of not having attained the scholarly tools, 
it is forbidden for him to offer explication. But he may transmit 
explications from qualified experts. 


Using Uninformed Opinion 


Explicators who proffer their opinions without valid evidence 
may be categorized as follows: (1) One who uses a verse to justify 
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the validity of his particular madhhab [legal approach| and to 
strengthen his thoughts, even though what is intended by the verse 
may not be preponderate in his mind as |proof of his opinion], 
but he nonetheless seeks only to triumph over his opponent; (2) 
one who intends to call to what is good, but uses a verse to justify 
his position without [the verse’s| indication really being apparent 
to him; and (3) one who explicates [the Quran's| Arabic phrases 
without being familiar with their meanings as proffered by qual- 
ified scholars, while the phrases are something that can only be 
taken by way of qualified scholars of Arabic and explication. This 
includes elucidating the meaning of a phrase and its grammatical 
inflections, what it contains in terms of ellipses, abridgment, in- 
terpolations, literal and metaphorical meanings, universal and re- 
stricted [significance], ambiguous and detailed |aspects|, matters 
of transposition |mugqaddamahu wa mu’akhkharahul), and other 
things that are not so obvious. 


Knowledge of Arabic Is Not Sufficient 
It is not sufficient to simply know Arabic. Rather, one must also 
know all that qualified scholars of explication have said about [a 
given passage of the Quran], for they may have consensus that 
the apparent |meaning of a verse, for example,| is something to 
be disregarded and that what is intended is a specific or implied 
meaning, or something else contrary to the obvious. Likewise, if 
a phrase has different meanings and it is known that one of those 
meanings is intended, one then explicates each occurrence |of the 
phrase] that comes [separately]. 

All of the foregoing |depicts| the offering of explication by way 
of [uninformed] opinion, and this is unlawful. 

And God knows best. 


Arguing and Debating Witbout Justification 

It is unlawful to argue and debate about the Quran without justi- 
fication, as in the case of a person to whom it becomes apparent 
that there is a preponderating likelihood that a verse runs con- 
trary to his opinion and carries a weak possibility of concurring, 
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but still he applies it to his opinion. In fact, he [persists in] debat- 
ing it even though it is apparent to him that it runs contrary to his 
view. (But if this not apparent to him, then he is excused.) 

It is rigorously authenticated that the Messenger (God bless 
him and grant him peace) said, “Arguing about the Quran is dis- 
belief.”4 Al-Khattabi said, “What is meant by ‘arguing’ here is 
‘doubt.’ Other opinions state that it is ‘debating’ in itself that is 
questionable or the ‘debate’ of capricious people concerning the 
verses that speak of destiny and the like. 


Asking About the Wisdom of a Verse 

Someone who wishes to ask a question—why, for example, one 
verse precedes another or the appropriateness of a verse in a spe- 
cific context—should say, “What is the wisdom in this?” 


Saying “I was caused to forget” Instead of “I forgot” 

It is offensive to say, “I forgot such-and-such verse.” Instead one 
should say, “I was caused to forget it” or “I was caused to neglect 
it,” for it is established in the Sabibayn [of Bukhari and Muslim] 
that ‘Abdallah ibn Mas'üd (God be pleased with him) stated that 
the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
“Let none of you say ‘I forgot such-and-such verse,’ rather it is 
something he was caused to forget.” Also in a narration in the 
Sabibayn: “Let none of you say, ‘I forgot such-and-such verse’; 
indeed, he was caused to forget."5 

It is also established in the Sabibayn that ‘A’isha (God be well 
pleased with her and her father) said that the Prophet (God bless 
him and grant him peace) heard a man reciting and said, “God 
grant him mercy! He has reminded me of a verse that I was caused 
to omit.” And in another narration in |Bukhari|:* “I was caused 
to forget it.” 

What Ibn Abi Dawud related—that Abū ‘Abd al-Rahmàn 
al-Sulami, the illustrious Successor, said, “Do not say, ‘I omitted 
the verse,’ rather say, ‘I neglected [it]”’—is contrary to what is 
established in the rigorously authenticated hadith. What should 
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be relied upon is the hadith which allows for the permissibility of 
saying, “I omitted [it]," without it being offensive. 


Referring to Suras 
It is permissible to say: “Sarat al-Baqara,” *Sürat Al ‘Imran,” 
“Strat al-Nisa’,” “Surat al-Ma’ida,” and likewise for all the suras, 
without there being any offensiveness in [saying sara]. Some 
scholars of the early generations disliked this. Their opinion is 
that what should be said is, “The sura in which the cow [al-baqa- 
ra| is mentioned,” “the sura in which the Family of ‘Imran is men- 
tioned,” “the sura in which women are mentioned,” and so on. 
The correct opinion is the first, since in the Sabibayn it is estab- 
lished that the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him 
peace) himself said, “Surat al-Baqara,” “Surat al-Kahf,” and many 
other instances. The same thing is related from the Companions 
(God be well pleased with them). ‘Abdallah ibn Mas'ud said, 
“This is the very place in which Surat al-Baqara was revealed.” 
And it was related from |‘Abdallah ibn Mas'üd] in the Sabibayn, 
“I recited Surat al-Nisa’ to the Messenger of God (God bless him 
and grant him peace).” The hadiths and statements of the Righ- 
teous Forebears concerning this are innumerable. 


Pronunciations of the Word "Sura" 

There are two pronunciations concerning the word “sūra”: |men- 
tioning] the hamza and omitting it. Omitting it is purer linguisti- 
cally, and it is what is in the Quran. Among those who mentioned 
the two pronunciations is Ibn Qutayba in [the book] Gharib al- 
Hadith. 


Saying “The recitation of” So-and-So 

It is not offensive to say, “This is the recitation of Abu ‘Amr,” “the 
recitation of Nafi‘,” “Hamza,” “al-Kisa’i,” or someone else. This 
is the preferred opinion that conforms to the action of the early 
generations without objection. However, Ibn Abi Dawid related 


that Ibrahim al-Nakha‘i said, “They disliked it when it was said, 
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‘the sunna of so-and-so’ and ‘the recitation of so-and-so.” The 
sound opinion is what we have just mentioned. 


The Quran and Non-Muslims 

A non-Muslim should not be prevented from listening to the Qu- 
ran; this is based on the statement of God Most High, And if one 
of the idolaters seeks refuge from you, then grant him refuge until 
he hears the words of God (Quran, 9:6). But he is prevented from 
touching the mushbaf.’ Is it permissible to teach him Quran? Our 
Shafi‘i companions said that if his entering Islam is not expected, 
teaching him is impermissible; and if his entering Islam is expect- 
ed, there are two opinions: the sounder is that it is permissible 
out of hope for his entering Islam, and the second is that it is not 
permissible, just like it is not permissible to sell him a mushaf, 
even if it is expected that he will enter Islam.* If we were to see 
[an idolater] learning |the Quran], do we prevent him? There are 
two opinions.? 


Tbe Quran as Medicine 

The scholars disagreed about the practice of writing the Quran 
[then placing it] into a vessel and then washing and giving it to 
someone sick to drink. Al-Hasan al-Basri, Mujahid, Abū Qilaba, 
and al-Awza‘i said there is no harm in it. Al-Nakha‘i disliked it. 
Al-Qadi Husayn, al-Baghawi, and others of our Shafi‘i compan- 
ions said that if one wrote the Quran on something edible, like 
pastry, there is no harm in eating it. Al-Qadi [Husayn] said that if 
he wrote it on wood it is offensive to burn it. 


The Quran as Decoration 

Our school holds that it is offensive to pattern walls and clothes 
with the Quran and the names of God Most High. ‘Ata’ said that 
there is no harm in writing Quran on the qibla of a mosque. As 
for writing the letters of the Quran, Malik said that there is no 
harm if it was on a reed or skin, if it is sewn over. Some of our 
Shafi'i companions said that it is not unlawful if the Quran was 
written on a small amulet along with something else. But it is bet- 
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ter not to do so since it will be carried while in the state of ritual 
impurity [that one inevitably attains]. If it is written, it should be 
protected, as Imam Malik (God Most High grant him mercy) had 
said. Abū ‘Amr ibn al-Salam ibn Salah (God grant him mercy) 
gave a religious verdict with this [last opinion]. 


Puffing the Words of the Quran for Protective Purposes 

Ibn Abi Dawid related from Abū Juhayfa, the Companion (God 
be pleased with him)—his name is Wahb ibn ‘Abdallah, according 
to one opinion—and from al-Hasan al-Basri and Ibrahim al-Na- 
kha‘i that they disliked this.'° 

The preferred opinion is that this is not offensive. Rather, it 
is a recommended sunna since it is established that ‘A’isha (God 
be well pleased with her and her father) said, *Each night when 
the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) retired to his 
bed he would gather his hands together, puff in them, and then 
recite in them [Surat al-Ikhlas, Surat al-Falaq, and Surat al-Nas 
] and then wipe over with his hands whatever he could of his 
body, beginning with his head and face and the front of his body. 
He would do this three times.” (Bukhari and Muslim related it in 
their books.) 

‘A’isha (God be pleased with her) said, “When he became 
exhausted I would puff for him [with Sarat al-Falaq and Surat 
al-Nas], and wipe with his own hand for its blessings |baraka |." 
And in some narrations: *When he became sick he would read 
over himself [Surat al-Ikhlas, Surat al-Falaq and Surat al-Nas] 
and then puffed.”'' The linguists said that “puffing” |al-nafath| is 
a light breath without saliva. 

And God knows best. 
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Know that this topic is vast, and it is impossible to encompass 
it all because of the sheer number of aspects that have been spo- 
ken about it. Nonetheless, we will touch upon most-—or actually 
much—of this employing concise expressions, since most of what 
we will mention is known to both the elite and the layman. For 
this reason, I will not provide the textual proofs for most [of the 
following]. 


Specific Months and Specific Suras 

There is much in the normative practice of the Prophet (God bless 
him and grant him peace) [sunna] about paying close attention 
to reciting the Quran during the month of Ramadan, and more 
so during its last ten days, with its odd nights being specially em- 
phasized. Also included are the first ten days of [the month of| 
Dhu'l-Hijja, the Day of ‘Arafa, Friday, after dawn, and during the 
night. 


Suras Ya Sin, al-Waqi'a, and al-Mulk 
One should be especially observant in reciting Surat Ya Sin (36), 
Surat al-Wagqi‘a (56), and Surat al-Mulk (67). 


Friday and Eid Prayers 

It is sunna to recite—after Surat al-Fatiha—all of Surat al-Sajda 
(32) in the first rak‘a and all of Surat al-Insan (76) in the second. 
One should not do what many imams of mosques do, namely, 
confine [the recitation] to a few verses from each [sura] and then 
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draw out the recitation. Instead, one should read them both com- 
pletely, and make his recitation distinct, prompt, and without in- 
terruption. 

It is sunna in the Friday congregational Prayer to recite all 
of Sürat al-Jumu‘a (62) in the first rak‘a and all of Sürat al- 
Munáfiqin(63) in the second. If one wishes [he may recite] Surat 
al-A‘la (87) [in the first rak‘a| and Surat al-Ghashiya (88) in the 
second, since both practices are rigorously authenticated from the 
actions of the Messenger of God (G' bless him and grant him 
peace).' One should not confine [the recitation] to part of the 
suras, but should do as we have just said. The sunna in the Eid 
Prayer is [to recite| all of Surat Qaf (50) in the first rak‘a and all 
of Surat al-Qamr (54) in the second. If one wishes, |he may recite] 
Surat al-A‘la and Sürat al-Ghashiya since both practices are rig- 
orously authenticated from the Messenger of God (God bless him 
and grant him peace). One should not confine [the recitation] to 
part of the suras. 


Daily Prayers 

One should recite in the rak‘as of the sunna [Prayer before] the 
Morning Prayer—after Strat al-Fatiha— Surat al-Kafirün (109) 
in the first rak‘a and Surat al-Ikhlas (112) in the second. If one 
wishes, he may recite verse 126 [of al-Baqara| in the first and 
verse 64 [of Al *Imràn| in the second. [This is] because both of 
them are rigorously authenticated from the action of the Messen- 
ger of God (G? bless him and grant him peace).? 

In the first rak‘a of the Sunset's sunna Prayer one should recite 
Surat al-Kafirün and in the second Sürat al-Ikhlas. He also should 
recite these two in the two rak'as of Tawwaf [circumambulating 
around the Ka‘ba]| and the two rak‘as of Istikhara [the Prayer 
of seeking guidance|. Someone praying Witr with three rak'as 
should recite in the first [rak‘a| Surat al-A‘la (87); Surat al-Ka- 
firün in the second (109); and, in the third, Surat al-Ikhlas (112), 
Surat al-Falaq (113), and Surat al-Nas (114). 
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Recommended Recitations on Friday 
It is recommended to recite Surat al-Kahf (18) on Friday be- 
cause of the [well-known] hadith of Abū Sa‘id al-Khudri (God 
be pleased with him) and others concerning this. In [his book] 
al-Umm, Imam al-Shafi‘'l said that it is also recommended to read 
[Surat al-Kahf] Friday night. The evidence for this is in what Abū 
Muhammad al-Dàrimi related with his chain of narration that 
Abū Sa‘id al-Khudri (God be pleased with him) said, “Whoever 
reads Surat al-Kahf Friday night is illuminated by a light extend- 
ing between him and the Ancient House [the Ka‘ba].”3 

Darimi mentioned a hadith‘ that it is recommended to recite 
Surat Hid (11) on Friday. And he relates from Makhil, the illus- 
trious Successor, that it is recommended to recite Sarat Al ‘Imran 
(3) on Friday. 


Frequently Reciting Ayat al-Kursi and the Mu‘awidhatayn 

It is recommended to make frequent recitation of Ayat al-Kursi 
(Quran, 2:255) in all places, and to recite it each night when 
one retires to his bed. It is recommended to recite Surat al-Falaq 
(113) and Surat al-Nàs (114) immediately after each Prayer, 
since it is rigorously authenticated that ‘Uqba ibn ‘Amir (God be 
pleased with him) said, “The Messenger of God (God bless him 
and grant him peace) ordered me to recite the Mu‘awidhatayn 
[Surat al-Falag and Surat al-Nas] after the end of every Prayer.” > 
(Abu Dāwūd, Tirmidhi, and Nasa’i related it. Tirmidhi said it is a 
well-rigorously authenticated hadith.) 


Reciting at Bedtime 
When going to sleep, it is recommended to recite Ayat al-Kursi, 
Surat al-Ikhlas, Surat al-Falaq, Surat al-Nàs, and the end of 
al-Baqara (Quran, 2:284—86). This is something to give particular 
attention to and is emphasized to heed, since rigorously authenti- 
cated hadiths concerning this have been established. 
Abū Mas‘id al-Badri (God be pleased with him) relates that 
the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said, 
“The two verses at the end of al-Baqara are sufficient [in their 
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blessings] for anyone who reads them in one night.”® A group 
from the people of knowledge said that they suffice him from 
praying at night; and others said that they suffice him from what 
is offensive during his night. 

‘A’isha (God be pleased with her) said, “The Prophet (God bless 
him and grant him peace) each night would recite Sarat al-Ikhlas, 
Surat al-Falaq, and Sürat al-Nas.” (We have already mentioned 
this in the section of *puffing" with the [words of the] Quran.) 

Ibn Abi Dawid related with his chain of transmitters that ‘Ali 
libn Abi Talib| (God be pleased with him) said, “I have not seen 
any rational person who has entered Islam sleep until he had re- 
cited Ayat al-Kursi (Quran, 2:255).” ‘Ali (God be pleased with 
him) also said, *I have not seen any rational person sleep before 
reciting the last three verses of [Surat] al-Baqara."? Its chain is 
rigorously authenticated according to the criteria of Bukhari and 
Muslim. ‘Uqba ibn ‘Amir (God be pleased with him) said, “The 
Messenger of God (God bless him and grant him peace) said to 
me, ‘Do not let a night pass you unless you recite therein al-Ikhlas, 
al-Falaq, and al-Nas.’ Thereafter, not a night passed me unless | 
recited them."* 

Ibrahim al-Nakha‘i said, *(The Righteous Forebears] recom- 
mended reciting these chapters every night three times: al-Ikh- 
las, al-Falaq, al-Nàs," with a rigorously authenticated chain of 
transmission that meets the criteria of Muslim. Ibrahim also said, 
“They would teach them that when they retire to their beds they 
should recite al-Falaq and al-Nas.” *A'isha (God be pleased with 
her) said, *The Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) did 
not sleep until reciting Surat al-Zumar (39) and Sürat Bani Isra'il 
(17).? (Tirmidhi related it and said it is well authenticated.) 


Upon Waking Up 

When one wakes up from his sleep each night, it is recommended 
to recite the closing [verses] of Al ‘Imran (3), beginning with the 
statement of God Most High: “Inna fi khalqi’s-samawati wa'l- 
ard" to its end (Quran, 3:190-200), for it has been established 
in the Sabibayn that the Messenger of God (God bless him and 
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grant him peace) would recite the final verses of Al ‘Imran when 
he woke up."'? 


Reciting Quran in the Presence of Someone Ill 

It is recommended to recite Surat al-Fatiha in the presence of 
someone ill, based on the rigorously authenticated hadith that the 
Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) said |to his Com- 
panions], “What made you realize that |al-Fatiha| is protective 
words [ruqya|?" 

Also, it is recommended to recite in the presence of someone 
ill al-Ikhlas, al-Falaq, and al-Nas applying the “puffing” in the 
hands, since this has been established in the Sabibayn that it was 
the practice of the Messenger of God (God bless him and grant 
him peace). (This discussion came in the section of “puffing” at 
the end of the proceeding chapter.) 

Talha ibn Musarrif stated, “It is said that when the Quran is 
recited in the presence of an ill person, he finds a lightness because 
of it. I entered upon Khaythama while he was sick and I said, ‘I see 
you are well today.’ He said, ‘The Quran was recited over me?” 

Al-Khatib Abü Bakr al-Baghdadi (God grant him mercy) re- 
lated with his chain of narration that when al-Ramadi (God be 
pleased with him) complained from something he would say, 
* Bring me the people of hadith." When they came he would say, 
“Read hadith to me.”'? This is with hadith, so it is even better 
with the Quran. 


Reciting Quran in tbe Presence of Someone on tbe Brink of 
Death 

The scholars, including our Shafi'i companions and others, said 
that it is recommended to recite Surat Ya Sin (36) in the presence 
of someone on the brink of death,'? based on the hadith of Ma‘ail 
ibn Yasar (God be pleased with him) relating that the Prophet 
(God bless him and grant him peace) said, “Recite Ya Sin to those 
on the brink of death."'* (Abu Dawid related this hadith, as did 
Nasa’i in ‘Amal al-Yawm wa al-Layla, as well as Ibn Majah with 
a weak chain of narrators.) 
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Mujalid related from al-Sha‘bi that he said, “When the Ansar 
gathered by someone on the brink of death they would read Surat 
al-Baqara (2)." (Mujalid is weak [in narration].) 

And God knows best. 
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WRITING THE QURAN AND 
RESPECTING THE MUSHAF 


Know that the Mighty Quran was compiled during the lifetime of 
the Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace), corresponding 
to what is in the masabif [pl. of mushaf,a compiled volume of the 
entire Quran] today. But it was not gathered as a mushaf; rather, 
it was preserved in the hearts of men. There were groups of the 
Companions (God be well pleased with them) who had memo- 
rized its entirety, and others who had memorized its parts. 


After tbe Propbet (God bless bim and grant bim peace) 

During the caliphate of Abū Bakr al-Siddiq (God be pleased 
with him) many of the bearers of the Quran were killed. He was 
alarmed at their deaths—that people after them would disagree 
about [the content of the Quran]. Therefore, he sought counsel 
from the Companions (God be pleased with them) regarding 
gathering of the Quran into a mushaf. This was, in fact, their 
counsel; so he had [the Quran] written down in a mushaf and 
placed it in the house of Hafsa, Mother of the Faithful (God be 
pleased with her). 

Islam spread during the caliphate of ‘Uthman (God be pleased 
with him). ‘Uthman feared that any discord Jover the Quran] 
would lead to abandoning something of the Quran or adding 
something to it, so he had many copies made based on the musbaf 
kept with Hafsa, which the Companions had universally agreed 
upon. He then had them dispatched to the various regions, and 
ordered the destruction of [any versions] that varied from it.' His 
action was based on the agreement concluded between himself, 
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‘Ali ibn Abi Talib, the rest of the Companions, and the others 
[tabi'in] (God be well pleased with them all). 


Wby tbe Quran Was Not Completely Written Down Beforeband 
It was only because of the coming of new revelation and the ab- 
rogation of the revelation already recited that the Prophet (God 
bless him and grant him peace) did not gather [the Quran] into a 
single mushaf; this | possibility] did not crase until his death (God 
bless him and grant him peace). So when Abū Bakr and the rest 
of his Companions were safe from this occurring and the public 
good called that it indeed be gathered, they therefore did so (God 
be well pleased with them). 


The Number of Masabif ‘Uthman (God be pleased with him) 
Dispatched 

There is disagreement over the number of masahif that ‘Uthman 
(God be pleased with him) sent. Imam Abū ‘Amr al-Daàni said that 
the majority of the scholars are of the opinion that ‘Uthman (God 
be pleased with him) had four masabif written and sent one copy 
to each of the regions of Basra, Küfa, Greater Syria, and the last 
one he kept with himself. 

Abū Hatim al-Sajistani said that 'Uthmàn wrote seven masabif 
and sent one copy to each of the regions of Makkah, Greater 
Syria, Yemen, Bahrayn, Basra, and Küfa, and he kept one in Ma- 
dinah. 

This is a synopsis of what is associated with the beginning of 
the Quran's compilation as a mushaf. There are many rigorously 
authenticated hadith concerning this. 


Pronunciations of the Word “Mushaf” 

There are three pronunciations of the word “mushaf”: musbaf, 
misbaf, and masbaf. The first and second are well known. Abi 
Jafar al-Nahhas and others mentioned the third. 
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Writing the Mushaf is a Recommended Innovation 

The scholars agree that it is recommended to write down the Qu- 
ran in a mushaf; to beautify and make clear its writing; and to be 
precise in its calligraphy without writing the letters in an elongat- 
ed or oblique manner. 

Scholars have recommended to include the dots |on the letters] 
and vowelize [the words of the Quran], since this guards against 
errors and alterations. 

As for al-Sha‘bi and al-Nakha‘i disliking dotting [the letters], 
they did so at the time only out of fear that some alterations 
would occur. But this is no longer feared today; so there is noth- 
ing to disallow [such dotting], for it cannot be disallowed based 
on it being some kind of innovation, since it is considered a good 
innovation. And this is true with other similar matters, such as re- 
cording knowledge, building schools and Sufi lodges, and the like. 

And God knows best. 


How and Where Quran Is Written 

It is not permissible to write down the Quran with something 
filthy. The Shafi‘is opine that it is offensive to write the Quran on 
the wall. With regard to this matter, we previously mentioned the 
opinion of ‘Ata’. We also mentioned that if [a passage of the Qu- 
ran] is written on something edible then there is no harm in eating 
it, but if it is written on wood, it is offensive to burn it. 


Safeguarding and Respecting the Mushaf 
Muslims have consensus that it is obligatory to protect and re- 
spect the musbaf. Our Shafi'i companions and others have said 
that if a Muslim places [a musbaf|—God Most High is our ref- 
uge—in a garbage receptacle, he becomes a disbeliever. They said 
that it is unlawful to use the mushaf as a headrest; indeed, it is 
unlawful to use any book of knowledge as a headrest. 

If someone is presented with a musbaf, it is recommended that 
he stand. Since it is recommended to stand for the meritorious 
scholars and elite, it is even more appropriate with regard to the 
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Quran. (I presented evidence that it is recommended to stand in a 
monograph I composed on this topic.) 

We related in the Musnad of Darimi with a rigorously authen- 
ticated chain of narrators that Ibn Abi Mulayka said that ‘Ikrima 
ibn Abi Jahl (God be pleased with him) would place the mushaf 
on his face and say, “My Lord's Book! My Lord's Book!” 


Tbe Musbaf and Non-Muslims 

It is unlawful to journey to hostile lands with the mushaf if it is 
feared that it will fall into their possession, based on the well- 
known hadith in the Sabibayn that the Messenger of God (God 
bless him and grant him peace) prohibited that | Muslims] journey 
with the Quran to hostile lands. 


Selling the Musbaf to Non-Muslims 

It is unlawful to sell a mushaf to a non-Muslim resident of the 
Islamic state. Imam al-Shafri has two opinions concerning the 
validity of the sale. The most sound is that it is invalid; the second 
is that [the sales transaction in itself] is valid but [because it is un- 
lawful that a mushaf be sold to non-Muslims] he is immediately 
ordered to remove it from his possession. 


The Insane and the Young 

Someone insane or a youth who has not reached the age of dis- 
cernment is forbidden from carrying the musbaf out of fear of vi- 
olating its sacrosanct nature [out of ignorance]. It is an obligation 
that the guardian, or someone else responsible, prevent this when 
he sees such a person about to carry |a mushaf]. 


Ritual Impurity 

It is unlawful for someone in a state of minor ritual impurity to 
touch or carry the mushaf; it is the same whether [one] carries it 
by its strap or something else— whether touching the Book itself, 
the margin, or the cover. It is unlawful to touch the bag, cover, or 
box in which the mushaf is contained. This is the preferred opin- 
ion. There is an opinion that these [latter] three are not unlawful, 
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but it is weak. If |verses of the] Quran is written on a board, the 
board then assumes the ruling of a mushaf, whether the amount 
written is little or much. It is unlawful to touch the board [when 
one has minor ritual impurity] even if it is part of a verse written 
for the sake of study. 


Major Ritual Impurity 

Our Shafi‘i companions have two opinions regarding someone 
in the state of minor or major ritual impurity or menstruation 
touching the pages of the musbaf with a stick or something like 
it. The most obvious opinion is that it is permissible, and our Iraqi 
companions were Certain of it, since this does not constitute actu- 
al touching or carrying. The second opinion is that it is unlawful, 
since it is regarded as holding one of the pages, and a page is like 
the entirety [of the Quran]. 

If one wraps his sleeve over his hand and turns the pages |of 
the musbaf], it is still unlawful without any disagreement. Some 
of our Shafi‘i companions were mistaken by conveying two opin- 
ions about this. The correct opinion is Certain of its unlawfulness, 
since turning pages takes place by the hand, not the sleeve per se. 


Writing the Quran While One Is Ritually Impure 

It is unlawful for someone who writes a mushaf while in the state 
of major or minor ritual impurity to actually carry the pages or to 
touch them while writing. If he does not carry them and does not 
touch them, there are three opinions: (1) Writing is permissible 
(and this is the sound opinion); (2) it is unlawful; and (3) it is per- 
missible when in the state of minor ritual impurity but unlawful 
when in the state of major ritual impurity. 


Touching Books Containing the Quran 

The sound opinion is that it is permissible for someone in the state 
of minor or major ritual impurity or menstruation to touch or 
carry the following since they are not considered to be a mushaf: 
(1) a book of figh or some other field of knowledge that contains 
verses from the Quran; (2) a garment embroidered with Quran; 
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(3) a gold or silver coin which has been engraved with |Quran]; 
(4) luggage whose contents include a mushaf; and (5) a wall, pas- 
try, or bread engraved with it. There is also an opinion that this 
is unlawful. 


Garments Embroidered with the Quran 

The chief judge Abū al-Hasan al-Mawardi said in his book al- 
Hawi: “It is permissible to touch garments embroidered with the 
Quran, but it is not permissible to wear them—without any dis- 
agreement—since what is intended by wearing them is obtaining 
blessing through the Quran.” 

This statement of his is weak. No one agreed with him about 
this from what I have seen. Indeed, Shaykh Abū Muhammad 
al-Juwayni and others were explicit that it is permissible to wear 
[such clothing], and this is the correct opinion. 

And God knows best. 


Commentary of the Quran 

It is unlawful [while ritually impure] to touch and carry a book 
of commentary of the Quran |tafsir| if the amount of the actual 
Quran exceeds that of the commentary itself. If the commentary 
is more, which is the majority [Jof tafsir literature], there are three 
opinions concerning this: (1) Touching it is not unlawful, and it 
Is the soundest opinion; (2) it is unlawful; and (3) if the Quran 
Is in a distinctive calligraphy—by being thick, red, or the like—it 
is unlawful, and if it is not distinctive it is not unlawful. If |the 
amount of commentary and Quran are equal], I say that it is un- 
lawful to touch it. The author of al-Tatimma, one of our Shafr'i 
companions, said, “If we say that it is not unlawful, then it is 
offensive [at least].” 


Books of Haditb 

It is not unlawful to touch books of hadith from the Messenger 
of God (God bless him and grant him peace) if they do not con- 
tain verses from the Quran, but it is better not to touch |such 
books] except while in the state of ritual purity. If they contain 
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verses from the Quran, it is not unlawful according to the Shafi‘is, 
though it is considered offensive. According to the Shafi‘is, there 
is an opinion that it is unlawful, and this is found in some books 


of figh. 


Something Whose Recitation Has Been Abrogated 

It is mot unlawful to touch or carry something whose recitation 
has been abrogated, such as, “When a married man or a married 
woman commits adultery, their punishment shall be stoning as 
a retribution” and others. Our Shafi‘l companions said that this 
ruling applies the same regarding the Torah and the Evangel. 


Touching While Having Inexcusable Filth 

It is unlawful—without disagreement—for someone with ritual 
purity but who has a spot of filth on his body, which is not le- 
gally excused, |such as drops of blood,] to bring the mushaf into 
contact with that spot of filth. But it is not unlawful with another 
part, according to the sound, well-known opinion that the major- 
ity of our Shafi‘i companions and other scholars have held. 

Aba al-Qasim al-Saymari, one of our Shafi‘l companions, said 
that it is unlawful [to carry the mushaf]. Our Shafii companions 
declared him mistaken concerning this, and al-Qadi Abi al-Tayy- 
ib said that this statement of his is unanimously rejected. 

So in keeping with the well-known opinion, some of our Shafi‘ 
companions said that it is offensive, but the preferred [opinion] 
is that it is not. 


In the Absence of Water or Earth 

If a person [with ritual impurity] does not find water and it is 
permissible for him to make dry ablution |tayammum|—wheth- 
er his dry ablution was [in preparation] for Prayer or something 
else— it is permissible for him to touch the mushaf. Someone who 
finds neither water nor earth |for ablution] may pray in whatever 
state he is in, but it is not permissible for him to touch the musbaf 
because of his ritual impurity. We hold that it is permissible for 
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him to pray only out of the necessity |of Prayer when time is run- 
ning out]. 

If one had in his possession a mushaf with him and does not 
find someone to give it to for safekeeping and he is incapable of 
making ablution, it is permissible for him to carry it because of 
the necessity of safeguarding the mushaf. 

Al-Qadi Abu al-Tayyib said that it is not essential for him to 
make dry ablution |for the purpose of immediately safekeeping 
the Quran]. But what he said is questionable, and one should be 
required to make dry ablution. 


When Fearing Its Destruction 

If one fears that a mushaf will be burned, submerged in water, fall 
into filth, or land in the hands of a disbeliever, then he may take 
possession of it, even while in the state of ritual impurity, out of 
necessity. 


The Guardian’s Responsibilities 

Is it obligatory for the teacher and the guardian of a youth who 
has reached the age of discernment to require him to have ritual 
purity in order for him to carry the mushaf and the study tablet 
from which he recites? Our Shafi'l companions have two well- 
known opinions. The sounder opinion in their eyes is that it is not 
obligatory because of the ensuing hardship. 


Commercial Transactions 

It is valid to buy and sell the mushaf. There is no offense in buying 
the mushaf. Our Shafri companions, however, have two opinions 
concerning its sale. The sounder is that it is offensive, and it is the 
explicit opinion of al-Shafri. Those who consider neither buying 
nor selling the Quran offensive include al-Hasan al-Basri, ‘Ikri- 
ma, and al-Hakam ibn ‘Utayba; and this is related from Ibn ‘Ab- 
bas (God be pleased with him). A group of scholars considered it 
offensive to buy and sell [the Quran]. Ibn al-Mundhir conveyed 
this from ‘Alqama, Ibn Sirin, al-Nakha‘i, Shurayh, Masrüq, and 
‘Abdallah ibn Yazid. 
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Strong aversion to selling [the Quran] is attributed to Ibn ‘Umar 
and Abū Musa al-Ash‘ari (God be pleased with him). A group of 
scholars considered buying |the Quran] to be a legal dispensation, 
while selling it is offensive. Ibn Mundhir conveyed this from Ibn 
‘Abbas, Sa‘id ibn Jubayr, Ahmad ibn Hanbal, and Ishaq ibn Ra- 
huyah (God be pleased with them all). 

And God knows best. 
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[What follows] is a list of precise renditions of the names and 
terms mentioned in this book, arranged in order of their appear- 
ance. Instances of this are many. To completely vowelize each, 
clarify them, and explain them all would make this volume quite 
thick. However, I will touch upon them in the most concise fash- 
ion, and will point them out as briefly as possible. The first of 
them is in the introduction. 


al-Hamd: Praising with pleasing attributes. 


al-Karim: Noble in the attributes of God Most High. It is said to 
mean: the superior or other such things. 


al-Mannan: We relate from ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib (God be pleased 
with him) that it means: the one who gives before being asked. 


al-Tuwl: Free of need and completely powerful. 


al-Hidaya’: Success and benevolence. The following are said: He 
guided us to [li] belief, He guided us with [bi] belief, and He 
guided us unto [ila] belief. 


Sgir: Meaning the rest. 
Laday: Unto Him. 


Our Prophet (God bless him and grant him peace) was named 
“Muhammad” because of his many praiseworthy qualities (Ibn 
Faris and others said this), meaning, God Most High inspired 
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his family to name him this because of what He knew of his 
pleasing qualities and noble characteristics. May God increase 
his honor and nobility. 


Tahadda: To challenge and withstand. 


Bi'ajima'ibim: With a damma or a fatha on the mim |ajmu‘ihim, 
ajma‘ihim| (both well-known dialects), meaning, in their en- 
tirety. 


Wa afhama: To silence and overwhelm. 

La yakhluq: Its magnificence and sweetness never CEasing. 
Istatharahu: To memorize. 

al-Wildan: Youths. 


al-Hadatban: With a fatha on the ba and the dal. Al-Hadatb, 
al-haditha, and al-budtha are synonymous. It is the occurrence 
of something that did not previously exist. 


al-Malawan: Night and day. 
al-Ridwan: With a kasra or damma on the rg [ridwan, rudwan|. 


al-Anam: This means people, according to the preferred opinion. 
Al-Anaym is also said. 


al-Damighat: Cogent, irrefutable arguments. 


al-Tagham: With a fatha on the dot-less ta’ and on the dotted 
ghayn. They are ignoble people. 


al-Amathil: The exemplary; its singular is amthal. 


al-A‘lam: The plural of ‘alam. It is what is used to indicate the 
path, such as a mountain or something else. A scholar is called 
this because he guides others. 


al-Nuha: Intellects; the singular is al-nubya with a damma on the 
nun. This is because it holds its possessor back from disgusting 
acts. 
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Dimashq: With a kasra on the dal and a fatba on the mim, accord- 
ing to the well-known opinion. The author of Matali‘ al-Anwar 
also relates a kasra on the mim |Dimisbq |. 


Mukhtasr: Something with few phrases yet has many meanings. 
al-‘Atida: Present and prepared. 

Abtahal: To be humble. 

al-Tawfiq: Creating the ability to worship. 

Hasbuna Allab: Meaning, [He is] our sufficiency. 


al- Wakil: The one made an agent. It is also said, the one who is 
given the agency of managing His creation, or the one sustain- 
ing the general welfare of His creation, or the Sustainer. 


al-Infaq: Spending which is praiseworthy according to Sacred 
Law is extracting wealth in worshiping God Most High. 


Tijara lan tabur: Meaning, it wil! not be consumed or spoiled. 
al-Barara: The plural of barr, meaning obedient [muti]. 
al-Safara: The recording angels. 

Yatata'tà': Meaning, to be severe and to be difficult. 


Abu Masa al-Ash‘ari: ‘Abdallah ibn Qays, ascribed to al-Ash'ar, 
the grandfather of the tribe. 


al-Utrujja: With a damma on the hamza and ra’. This is a well 
known [fruit, the citron]. Al- Jawhari stated that Abu Zayd said 
that it is called tarnaja in Bukhari's Sabib, in the book of food. 
In this hadith: “The example of al-utrunja.” 


Al-Hasad: |Envy] is hoping for the removal of someone else’s 
blessing. Ghibt is similar to it but without wanting the bless- 
ing to be removed. Envy is unlawful but ghibt in good things 
is praiseworthy and desirable. What is intended by his saying 
(God bless him and grant him peace): “There is no envy except 
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in two” is: “there is no praiseworthy ghibt whose importance 
is emphasized except in two.” 


Ana’ al-layl: The hours of the night. There are four dialects the 
singular: inan, anan with a kasra or fatha on the hamza, and 
iniy and inwun with a ya’ and waw, and the hamza has a kasra 
in both of them. 


al-Ala’ is identical to [the above in its morphology |, and it means 
“bounty.” There are four dialects concerning the singular: ila, 
ala, iliy, ilwu. Al-Waqidi conveyed all of this. 


al-Tirmadhi: Ascribed to Tirmidh. Abū Sa‘d al-Sam'àni said that 
it is an ancient land on the bank of the Balkh, which is called 
Jayhun. When using it as an attribute, it is said, Tirmidhi with 
a kasra on the ta’ and mim, and with a damma on them both 
[turmudhi|, and with a fatha on the ta’ and a kasra on the mim 
|tarmadhi|—three variations that al-Sam‘ani conveyed. 


Aba Sa‘id al-Khudri: His name is Sa‘d ibn Malik, ascribed to Bani 
Khudra. 

Abu Dawid al-Sajistani: His name is Sulayman ibn al-Ash'ath. 

al-Nasa’i: He is Abi ‘Abd al-Rahman Ahmad ibn Shu‘ayb. 

al-Dárimi: He is Abū Muhammad ‘Abdallah ibn ‘Abd al-Rahman. 
Ascribed to Darim, the grandfather of the tribe. 

Abu Mas'ud al-Badri: His name is ‘Uqba ibn ‘Amr. The majority 
of the scholars said that he lived at the time of Badr and did 
not participate in the battle. Al-Zuhri, Bukhari, and others said 


that he participated in it with the Messenger of God (God bless 
him and give him peace). 


Sha'a'ir-Allab ta‘ala: The outward signs |rites] of His religion; 
one of them is sha‘ra. Al-Jawhari said, the singular is said 
shi‘ara. 


al-Bazzar: The author of al-Musnad, with a ra’ at the end. 
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Labd al-qabr: With a fatha or damma on the lam |labd, lubd|— 
two well-known dialects, and the fatha is linguistically purer. 
It is a niche in the side of the grave closest to the gibla which 
the deceased is lowered into. One says: labadtu al-mayit and 


albadtubu. 


Abū Hurayra: His name is ‘Abd al-Rahman ibn Sakhr, according 
to the strongest of among approximately thirty opinions. He 
was given his agnomen because of a cat he had when he was 
small. He is the first to have this agnomen. 


Adhanani bi'l-harb: Made it known to me. It means, declaring 
war against me. 


Aba Hanifa: His name is al-Nu'màn ibn Thabit ibn Zita. 

al-Imam al-Sbafíi: Abū ‘Abdallah Muhammad ibn Idris ibn 
al-‘Abbas ibn ‘Uthman ibn Shafi‘ ibn al-Sa’ib ibn ‘Ubayd ibn 
‘Abd Yazid ibn Hashim ibn al-Muttalib ibn ‘Abd Manaf ibn 
Qasiy. 

al-Thalb: With a fatha on the tha’ with three-dots and a sukān on 
the lam. It is a defect. 


Hunafa’: The plural of banif. It is that which is straight, or the one 
leaning towards the truth and averting falsehood. 


al-Mar‘ashi: With a fatha on the mim and a sakun on the ra’, and 
fatha on the dot-less ‘ayn, and a dotted shin. 


al-Tustari: With a damma on the first ta’, a fatba on the second, 
the dot-less sin having sukin between them. An ascription to 
Tustar, the well-known city. 


al-Muhbdsibi: With a damma on the mim. Al-Sam‘ani said that this 
was said about him because he would take himself to account 
[yuhasib nafsabu|, and he was among those who joined the 
outward and inward disciplines. 


‘Arf al- Janna: With a fatha on the ‘ayn and sukian on the ra’ and 
fa’. The scent of Paradise. 
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Fa-l-yatabawwa’ maq‘adahu min al-nar: Meaning, he descends 
to it, or he occupies it. Some say that it is a supplication | May 
God descend him into...], and others that it is a declaration 
[God has lowered him...]. 


Dalala: With a fatha or kasra on the dal [dalala, dilala|. Dulula 
with a damma on the dal and làm is said. 


Tawiyya: With fatba on the ta and a kasra on the waw. The lexi- 
cographers said that it is conscience. 


Taraqi: The plural of tarqutwa. It is the bone between the nape of 
the neck and the shoulder. 


Yajlisuna bilaqa: It is said with a fatha or kasra in the ba [balaqa, 
bilaqa], two dialects. 


Ibn Majah: He is Abū ‘Abdallah Muhammad ibn Yazid. 
Abi al-Darda’: His name is ‘Uwaymir or ‘Amir. 


Yabnu ‘ala al-talib: Meaning, to be kind to him, to feel compas- 
sion for him. 


Ayyüb al-Sakhtiyani: With a fatha onthe sin and a kasra on the 
ta’. Abu ‘Umar ibn ‘Abd al-Barr said, Ayyub tanned skins in 
Basra, and because of this he was called “al-Sakhtiyani.” 


Barra‘a: With a fatha on the ba’. The gerund of bara'a al-rajl wa 
baru‘a, with a fatha or damma on the ra’ |barra‘a, barru'a], if 
he surpassed his companions. 


Halqa al-'ilm and their likes: With a sukan on the lam—this is the 
pure, well-known dialect. It is rarely said with a fatha |balaqa| 
in one dialect. Tha‘lab, al-Jawhari, and others conveyed it. 


al-Rufqa: With a damma or kasra on the ra’ [rufqa, rifqa], two 
dialects. 


Oi‘ dat al-muta'llimin: With a kasra on the qaf. 


Ma‘shar: A group with a common cause. 
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Yunfidbunaba bi-l-nahar: Meaning, performing what it contains. 


Abu Sulayman al-Khattabi: He is ascribed to one of his grandfa- 
thers named al-Khattab. Abū Sulaymàn's name is Hamd ibn 
Muhammad ibn [brahim ibn al-Khattab. And it is said that his 
name is Ahmad. 


al-Zubri: He is Abu Bakr Muhammad ibn Muslim ibn ‘Ubay- 
dullah ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Shihab ibn ‘Abdallah ibn al-Harith 
ibn Zuhra ibn Kilab ibn Murra ibn Ka‘b, al-Basri, with a fatha 
or kasra on the ba’ |Basri, Bisri]. 


al-Sha‘bi: With a fatha on the shin: his name is ‘Amir ibn Sharahil, 
with a fatha on the sin. 


Tamim al-Dari: Ascribed to a grandfather he has who is named 
al-Dar. Other opinions include: he is ascribed to Darayn, a 
place in the plains; or: “Tamim al-Dayri” ascribed to a cloister 
that he would worship in; and there are others. I have clarified 
the disagreement in the beginning of Sharh Sahih Muslim. 


Sulaym ibn ‘Itr: With a kasra on the dot-less ‘ayn, sukiin on the 
twice-dotted-above ta’. 


Abmad al-Dawraqi: With a dot-less dal with a fatba, then a qaf, 
then ya’ of ascription. It is said that it is an ascription to the 
long caps that are called al-dawragiyya. Other opinions are 
that his father was a hermit, and at that time they called her- 
mits datwriqi; or that it is an ascription to Dawraq, a land in 
Persia or elsewhere. 


Mansur ibn Zadhan: With a zay and dot-less dhal. 


Yabtabi: Raising ones shins and then encircling the shins and the 
thighs with the arms or a garment. 


al-Hubwa: With a damma or kasra on the ha’ [bubwa, bibwa] are 
two dialects. It is doing the action [of the previous note]. 


al-Hadhrama: With a single-dotted dhal: quick quiet talk. 
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al-Ghazali: He is Muhammad ibn Muhammad ibn Muhammad 
ibn Ahmad. This is how it is said, with a shadda on the zay 
[ghazzali|. It was related that he denied this and said, “I am al- 
Ghazali with a light |single] zay ascribed to one of the villages 
in Tus which is called “Ghazala.” 


Talba ibn Musarrif: With a damma on the mim, a fatha on the 
sad, andkasra on the ra’. It is said that it is permissible to put a 
fatha on the ra’ |Musarraf], but this opinion is baseless. 


Abi al-Abwas: With a ba and sad without dots. His name is ‘Awf 
ibn Malik al- Jushami, with a damma on the jim and a fatha 
on the dotted shin. Ascribed to Jusham, the grandfather of the 
tribe. 


al-Fustat: It has six dialects: fustat and fustat, with a ta’ instead 
of a ta’. Fussat with a shadda on the sin, and the fa being with 
damma or kasra |fussat, fissat].It means a camp or a stop. 


al-Dawiyy: With a fatha on the dal and kasra on the waw and a 
shadda on the ya’. A sound that is not understood. 


al-Nakha‘i: With a fatha on the nin and kha’. Ascribed to al-Na- 
kh‘a, the grandfather of a tribe. 


Halab shah: With a fatba on the lam, and it is permissible with a 
sukün in a rare dialect [halb |. 


al-Raqasbi: With a fatha on the ra’ and the qaf being light. 


al-Qadha: Like ‘ad, pottery crumbs, and the like; things that are 
swept from the mosque. 


Sulayman ibn Yasar: With double-dotted underneath ya, then a 
vowel-less sin. 


Abu Usayd: With a damma on the hamza, and a fatha on the sin. 
His name is Malik ibn Rabi'a. He participated in Badr. 


Tantibuni: With a kasra and fatha on the ta’ [tantibuni, tantabuni |. 


Muntashir jiddan: With a kasra on the jim. It is a gerund. 
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Ushnan: With a damma or kasra on the hamza |ushnan, isbnan], 
two dialects. Abu ‘Ubayda and Ibn al- Jawaliqi mentioned them 
both. It is a Persian word which is Arabized. In Arabic, it is al- 
mahda hurd. The hamza of ashnan is part of its root. 


Karasi adrasih: It is permissible to put a shadda on the yd’ or 
to lighten it [karasty, karasi|. And likewise, everything derived 
from it, where its singular is with a shadda, it is permissible in 
its plural to put a shadda or to lighten it. 


al-Ruwyani: With a damma on the ra’ , a sukin on the waw. As- 
cribed to Ruwyaàn: the well-known land. 


‘Ala basab bálib: It is with a fatha on the sin, meaning, in accor- 
dance to his ability. 


al-Hammami: It is known. The word is masculine according to the 
lexicographers. 


al-Husbüsb: latrines. Its singular is hush with a damma or fatha 
on the ha |busb, bash|: two pronunciations. 


Hajr al-insan: With a fatha or kasra on the ba |bajr, hijr]. 


al-Jinaza: With a kasra or fatha on the jim |jinaza, janaza]. From 
the root j-n-z: when something is covered. 


Babz ibn Hakim: With a fatha on the single-dotted, with 2 1 
on the ba and zay. 


Zurara: With a damma on the zay. 


Abmad ibn Abi al-Hawariy: With a fatha on the ba, and a kasra 
on the ra’. Some put a fatha on the ra’ |bawarayy]; our shaykh 
Abū al-Baqa’ Khalid al-Nabulusi (God grant him mercy) men- 
tioned this, and perhaps he preferred it. He was the great schol- 
ar of his time in this discipline with complete mastery in it. The 
name of Abū al-Hawari is ‘Abdallah ibn Maymün ibn ‘Abbas 
ibn al-Harith. 


al-[u*i: With a damma on the jim. 
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Abū al-Jawza': With a fatha on the jim and zay. His name is Aws 
ibn ‘Abdallah or Aws ibn Khalid. 


Habtar: With a dot-less ba with a fatba, then a twice-dotted- 
above ta’, with a fatha, then a ra’. 


al-Rajul al-salib: [The righteous man] is the one upholding the 
rights owed God Most High and the rights owed |His] ser- 
vants. Al-Zajjaj, the author of al-Matali', and others said this. 


Abi Dharr: His name is Jundub. Another opinion is that his name 
is Burayr, with a damma on the single-dotted ba’, and the ra’ 
repeating. 


Ijtarabu al-sayyi at: He earned evil deeds. 
Shi‘ar: With a kasra on the shin. A sign. 


al-Shirak: With a kasra on the shin. It is the thin strap which is on 
the top of a sandal on the top of the foot. 


Umm Salama: Her name is Hind. Another opinion is Ramlah, and 
it is baseless. 


‘Abdallah ibn Mughaffal: With a damma on the mim, and a fatha 
on the single-dotted ghayn and fa’. 


al-Laghat: With a fatha or sukan on the ghayn |laghat, lagbt]; 
two dialects. It is jumbling up sounds. 


al-Jumu‘a: With a damma, sukun, or fatha on the mim |jumu‘a, 
jum‘a, juma'a]|; al-Fara’ and al-Wahidi said it. 

al-Ma‘wwidhitan: With a kasra on the waw. 

al-Awzá'i: His name is ‘Abd al-Rahm4an ibn ‘Amr. The Imam of 
Sham |Greater Syria] in his time. Ascribed to a place at the 


Faradis Gate in Damascus, called al-Awza'; or it is a tribe. 
There are other opinions. 


‘Arzab: With a dot-less ‘ayn with a fatba, then ara’ with a sukan, 
then a zay with a fatha, then a single-dotted ba’. 
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Burayda ibn al-Husayb: With a damma on the ba’, a fatha on the 
sad—both of them dot-less. 
Faala: With a fatha on the fa’. 


Lallahi ashadd adhana: With a fatha on the hamza and dbal, 
meaning, with respect to listening. 


al-Oayna: With a fatha on the gaf: a female singer. 


Tuba labum: Meaning, goodness for them. This is what the lexi- 
cographers said. 


al-A ‘mash: Sulayman ibn Mahran. 


Abū al-‘Aliya: With the ‘ayn dot-less. His name is Rufay‘, with a 
damma on the ra’. 


Abu Lubaba: The Companion g. With a damma on the lam. His 
name is Bashir; another opinion is that it is Rifa‘a ibn ‘Abd 
al-Mundhir. 


‘Aynahu tadhrifan: Meaning, their tears were pouring. It is with a 
fatha on the two-dotted ta’ from above, and kasra on the ra’. 


Fa ma khatbukum: Meaning, what's your errand? 


Ayyam al-ma‘didat: The three days of Tashriq after the Day of 
Sacrifice. 
Tashmit al-‘atis: It is with a shin and sin | ‘atis, ‘atish|. 


al-Qaffal: The one mentioned here is al-Marwazi, ‘Abdallah ibn 
Ahmad. 


Yaqrun: With damma on the rd’ according to the pure dialect, and 
in a dialect with a kasra [yaqrin |]. 


al-Baghawi: Ascribed to Bagh, a city between Harat and Marw, 
it is also called Baghshür. His name is al-Elusayn ibn Mas‘ūd. 


al-Asal: The plural of aşil. It is the end of the day or the time be- 
tween late afternoon and the setting of the sun. 
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Zubayd ibn al-Harith: With a damma on the zay, and then a sin- 
gly dotted [ba'] with a fatha. 


Subbiah quddis: With a damma in the first of the two, and a fatha 
[sabbub, gaddus|; two well-known dialects. 


Abū Qilaba: With a kasra on the qaf, and lightness on the lam 
and single-dotted ba’. His name is ‘Abdallah ibn Zayd. 


Yahya ibn Waththab: With a triple-dotted tha’ with a shadda. 


Mu'an ibn Rifa‘a: With a damma on the mim and dot-less ‘ayn, 
and a zn in the end. 


al-Shikhkhir: With a kasra on the shin and the single-dotted kha’, 
and with a shadda on the kha. 


al-Hakam ibn ‘Utayba: He is with a double-dotted-above ta’, then 
with a double-dotted-below [ya’|, then a single-dotted |ba’|. 


al-Mahya wa al-mamat: Life and death. 
Awzi' bum: Meaning, inspire them. 
Hamdan yuwafi ni'amabu: Meaning, reaching and obtaining it. 


Yukafi’mazidahu: It is with a hamza in the end of yukafi’, mean- 
ing, it serves as thanks for the bounty that He has provided us 
with. 


Mujálid: The narrator from al-Sha‘bi. With a jim and kasra on 
the lam. 


Abu al-Qasim al-Saymari: With a fatha on the dot-less sad and 
mim; or with a damma on the mim |saymuri], but this is odd. I 
clarified it at length in Tabdbib al-Asma' wa al-Lugbat. 
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CONCLUDING REMARKS 


This is the last of what God has facilitated for me with regard to 
this book. It is condensed and minute compared to [all that can be 
sald about] the etiquette of reciters of the Quran. However, what 
I mentioned in the beginning of the book compelled me to make 
it condensed.

The one with the most Quran is given precedence, even if the other 
person is a legist; this is the opinion of al-Ahnaf, Ibn Sirin, and the 
Hanbalis. But the majority say that the one with the most under- 
standing regarding purification and Prayer is given precedence over 
the one who has merely memorized more Quran. Their proof is that 
the amount of Quran required for Prayer is limited, while what is 
needed for the study of Sacred Law is unlimited. Something may oc- 
cur in the Prayer that is known only to a legist. Ibn Mas'üd (God be 
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pleased with him) said, “If one of us memorized a chapter from the 
Quran, he did not leave it for the next until mastering the knowl- 
edge it contains and knowing what it permits and prohibits.” This 
stresses the importance of Sacred Law over mere memorization. See 
al-Taj al-Jami‘ li al-Usal (1:253).

Scholars 
differ in interpreting the phrase “Actions are only by their inten- 
tions," which on the surface equates actions and intentions. The 
Hanafis say the complete reward for actions hinges on intention, 
while the Shafi‘is and Hanbalis hold that the soundness of an action 
hinges on intention. This difference is part of the reason why the 
Hanafis do not consider intention to be a condition for the sound- 
ness of ablution (wuduz’), contrary to the Shafi‘is and Elanbalis. 
The remainder of the verse is: ...then We appoint for him Hell, 
which he will endure, disgraced and vanquished. 
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Abu Dawid (3664), Ibn Majah (252), Ahmad (2:338), al-Hakim 
(1:85), Ibn Hibban (89). 

This means to turn their attention to him and to become well known 
among them: God will enter him into the fire unless he repents and 
singles out his intention for seeking knowledge. See al-Taj al-Jami‘ 
li al-Usaul (1:7 4).

The chain from Hudhayfa (God be pleased with him): Ibn Majah

Tirmidhi (2652, 2653), Ibn Majah (247). 

This means that “religion is hinged upon sincerity,” since religion 
and sincerity are not synonymous with one another. Other explana- 
tions include: “Religion in its complete form is sincerity,” or “One 
of [religion's] conditions is sincerity.” 

This hadith expresses one of the foundations of Islam and is the 
seventh hadith in Imam al-Nawawi’s Forty Hadith. It is related 
from Tamim al-Dari (God be pleased with him), in Muslim (55), 
Abd Dawid (4944), Nasa’i (7:156), Ahmad (4:102); and from Abū 
Hurayra (God be pleased with him) in Tirmidhi (1927) and Ahmad 
(2:297). Sincerity %(Sincerity!hinged to religion] towards God: by 
believing in Him, establishing what is obligatory, thanking Him, 
and bringing people to do this. Sincerity towards His Book: by 
learning it, acting according to it, and guiding people to this. Sincer- 
ity towards His Messenger, Muhammad ibn ‘Abdallah (God bless 
him and grant him peace): by following him, assisting him, and 
defending him. Sincerity towards the leaders of the Muslims, those 
responsible for their affairs: by respecting them and obeying their 
orders in what pleases God and His Messenger (God bless him and 
grant him peace) (O you who believe! Obey God and obey the Mes- 
senger and those of you who are in authority (Quran, 4:59)) and 
by correcting them when they err. Sincerity towards their common 
folk: by guiding them to what holds their happiness in this world 
and the Hereafter, and offering them assistance and protection. See 
al-Taj al-Jami' li l-usul (1:27—28).96(Sincerity!hinged to religion}

This of course is a reference to the well-known hadith where Ji- 
bril (peace be upon him) teaches us about beliefs, actions, and per- 
fection. It is the third hadith in Imam al-Nawawi's Forty Hadith.

That is, one opinion being that it is lawful and the other that it is 
prohibited. 

The Maliki madhhab allows women who teach or study the Quran 
more interaction with the Quran than the other three schools. Some 
of the rulings apply to all women, while others are specifically for 
students and instructors. Muhammad Bashir al-Shafagah writes: 

{Menstruation and postpartum bleeding] prevent touching the 
mushaf as long as she is not an instructor or a student. 

It is permissible for a woman who is menstruating or has postpar- 
tum bleeding to recite the Quran—even while blood is flowing—from 
memory or from the mushaf without touching it, whether or not she 
fears forgetting it, and whether or not she is in the state of major rit- 
ual impurity because of intercourse, and to do so after the blood has 
stopped but before making the purificatory both if she is not [also] in 
the state of major ritual impurity because of intercourse. 

A woman who is menstruating may touch and write on a board for 
the sake of instruction, whether she is teaching or learning, and she may 
also do whatever is associated with this, such as carrying it back to or 
taking it from its place. It is also permissible for a menstruating woman 
who a teacher or a student to touch the complete mushaf. (See Figh 
al-‘Ibadat, p.131) 

It must be stressed that only the second paragraph applies to all 
women, and that the first and third are specifically for women who are 
in the process of studying and teaching the Quran itself. We must all 
remember that just as doing what God has ordered us to do is obedience 
for which we are rewarded, stopping at the limits that He has set is also 
obedience for which we are rewarded. And God knows best. 

Linguistically, naskh (abrogation) means removing and transport- 
ing. Its meaning in the Shari‘a is to raise a legal judgment after it 
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was revealed. Abrogation can occur with respect to the wording 
of the Quran, its meaning, or both. It occurs in the Quran in three 
ways: 1. abrogating the phrase and the meaning together; 2. abro- 
gating the phrase but not the meaning; 3. abrogating the meaning 
but not the phrase. Abrogation is a complex matter discussed in 
books of jurisprudence and Quranic sciences.

CHAPTER SEVEN

BRIEF BIOGRAPHIES OF PERSONS 
CITED IN THE TEXT 


(Dates are according to the Islamic calendar, unless otherwise in- 


dicated.) 


‘Abbad ibn Hamza ibn ‘Abdallah ibn al-Zubayr. A Successor who 
has hadiths in Muslim’s Sabib, al-Nasa’i’s Sunan, and Bukhari’s 
al-Adab al-Mufrad. 


‘Abdallah ibn ‘Abbas ibn ‘Abd al-Muttalib, Abu al-‘Abbas (d. 68). 
Son of the paternal uncle of the Prophet (God bless him and 
give him peace). One of his aunts was Maymuna bint Harith, 
a wife of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace). He 
was born three years before the Hijra. The Prophet (God bless 
him and give him peace) supplicated that God bless him with 
understanding of the religion, wisdom, and understanding of 
the Quran. He saw Jibril (peace be upon him) twice. He was 
15 years old at the death of the Prophet (God bless him and 
give him peace). In spite of his young age, Umar ibn al-Khattab 
(God be pleased with him) sought his counsel. He lost his eye- 
sight at the end of his life. He died at 70 years of age. 


‘Abdallah ibn ‘Abd al-Rahman ibn al-Fat, Abu Muhammad al- 
Darimi (181—255). A great hadith master, exegete, and legist. 
He authored a book of Sunan which some of the Scholars put 
above Ibn Majah’s Sunan in reliability. 


‘Abdallah ibn Abi al-Hudhayl, Abu al-Mughira. A Successor and 


trustworthy narrator. 
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‘Abdallah ibn Abi Zayd ibn ‘Abd al-Rahman, Abu Muhammad 
(310-386). A Maliki legist and exegete of the Quran. 


‘Abdallah ibn Ahmad al-Marwazi, Abu Bakr al-Qaffal (d. 417). 
The chief Shafi'i scholar, master of hadith, and ascetic of his 
day. 


‘Abdallah ibn ‘Amr ibn al-‘As, al-Sahmi, al-Qurashi. A Compan- 
ion who possessed vast knowledge, memorized the Quran, and 
devoted himself to worship. He asked for and received permis- 
sion from the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) to 


record hadith. 


‘Abdallah ibn Habib ibn Rabi‘a, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman al-Sulami 
(d. 74). A Successor and son of a Companion. He was born 
during the life of the Prophet (God bless him and give him 
peace). He was a trustworthy and accurate narrator, and the 
great Quran reciter of Kifa. He said, “We learned the Quran 
from people who whenever they learned ten verses of the Qu- 
ran, they would not move on to ten more until they knew what 
those [ten] contained. So we would learn Quran and act ac- 
cording to it. After us, a people will inherit the Quran: they 
drink it just as they drink water [and thus give it little respect], 
and it will not go beyond their throats | because they do not act 
according to it]." 


‘Abdallah ibn Mas‘ud ibn Ghafil, al-Hudhali, Abu‘Abdal-Rahman 
(d. 32). An early convert to Islam and an emigrant to both 
Abyssinia and Medina. He was one the Companions in whom 
the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) would confide 
secrets. ‘Umar assigned him to overlook courts and the Muslim 
common fund (bayt al-mal) in Kifa. He died in Medina, in 32 
AH, and was over sixty years old. 


'Abdallah ibn al-Mubarak ibn Wa, Abu 'Abd al-Rahman (118- 
181). Hadith master, mujtahid, merchant, and traveler. He 
combined hadith, figh, Arabic, history, bravery, and generosity. 
He was the first to author a work devoted to jihad, and he died 
returning from battling Rome. 
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‘Abdallah ibn Mughaffal ibn ‘Abd Ghanam (d. 60). A Companion 
whom ‘Umar (God be pleased with him) sent to teach in Basra. 


‘Abdallah ibn Muhammad ibn ‘Ubayd, Abu Bakr ibn Abi Dunya 
(208-281). An author of more than 164 works. He was born 


and died in Baghdad. 


‘Abdallah ibn Muslim ibn Qutayba, Abu Muhammad (213-276). 
Born in Baghdad, he resided in Küfa and was appointed as 
judge of al-Daynur. He wrote many works on the subjects of 
Quran and hadith, as well as other disciplines. 


‘Abdallah ibn Qays ibn Salim al-Ash'ari, Abu Musa (d. 52). An 
early convert to Islam who emigrated to Abyssinia. During 
‘Umar’s caliphate he was assigned to command the city of 
Basra. 


‘Abdallah ibn Sulayman ibn al-Ash'ath, Abu Bakr (230-3 16). Son 
of the great hadith master Imam Abu Dawid. He was a had- 
ith master and a legist. He authored several works concerning 
the Quran and hadith, including: Kitab al-Masabif, al-Musnad, 
al-Sunan, al-Tafsir, al-Dira'at, and al-Nasikb wa al-Mansükb. 
He died during the month of Dha’l-Hijja at 87 years of age. 


‘Abdallah ibn ‘Ubayd ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Abi Mulayka (d. 117). A 


Successor who met thirty of the Companions. 


‘Abdallah ibn al-Zubayr (God be pleased with them both) (God 
be pleased with them both) assigned him to be a judge and to 
make the Call to Prayer. He was a legist and hadith master 
from the same generation as ‘Ata. His narrations are included 
in the six major hadith collections. 


‘Abdallah ibn ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman (d. 73). 
He was born one year before the revelation began. He and his 
father entered Islam in Mecca while he was young. He was 
known for his knowledge, piety, and carefulness in both his 
personal actions and when giving legal judgments. He died in 
73 AH at the age of 84. 
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‘Abdallah ibn ‘Uthman, Abu Bakr ibn Abi Quhafa al-Siddiq (d. 
13). He was a life-long Companion of the Prophet (God bless 
him and give him peace) and the first adult male to enter Islam. 
Many entered Islam through him, including: ‘Uthman ibn ‘Af- 
fan, Talha ibn ‘Ubaydullah, al-Zubayr ibn al-'Awwam, Sa‘d ibn 
Abi Waqgqas, and ‘Abd al-Rahmaan ibn ‘Awf. He died in Medina 
on Tuesday night, eight days before the end of Jumada al-Akh- 
ira, in the year 13 AH, between the Sunset and Night Prayers. 
He was 63 years old. His wife Asma’ ibn ‘Umays washed him, 
and ‘Umar prayed the Funeral Prayer over him. He was buried 
next to the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) in his 
daughter *A'isha's house. 


‘Abdallah ibn Wahb ibn Muslim, Abu Muhammad (125-197). 
A colleague of Imam Ahmad who combined figh, hadith, and 
worship. When he was offered to become a judge, he hid him- 
self and did not leave his house. 


‘Abdallah ibn Yazid ibn Hurmuz (d. 148). A legist from Medina. 


'Abdallah ibn Yusuf ibn Muhammad, Abu Muhammad al- Ju- 
wayni (d. 438). Imam al-Haramayn's father. He was an accom- 
plished Shafri scholar knowledgeable in exegesis, figh, and 
lexicography. 


‘Abdallah ibn Zayd ibn ‘Amr, Abu Qilaba (d. 104). He was of- 
fered a judgeship but fled from it. He was a trust worthy nar- 
rator who narrated many hadiths. 


‘Abd al-Hamid ibn ‘Abd al-Rahman al-Elammani, Abu Yahya (d. 
202). A trustworthy narrator who has narrations included in 
Bukhari, Muslim, and other primary sources. 


‘Abd al-Karim ibn Hawazin ibn ‘Abd al-Malik, Abu al-Qasim 
al-Qushayri (376-465). The Shaykh of Khurasan during his 
age. He was a Shafi‘i legist, hadith scholar, commentator of 
the Quran, theologian, and a great Sufi. His most famous work 
is al-Risalatal-OQushayriyya, a Central work concerning tasaw- 
wuf. 
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‘Abd al-Karim ibn Muhammad ibn ‘Abd al-Karim, Abu al-Qasim 
al-Rafii (557-623). One of the greatest Shafi‘ legists ever.He 
died in Qizwin. 


‘Abd al-Malik ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Yusuf, Imam al-Haramayn al-Ju- 
wayni (419-478). The most knowledgeable of all late scholars 
of the Shafi‘ madhhab, “the Glory of Islam, absolute Imam 
of all Imams, main authority in the Law, whose leadership is 
agreed upon East and West, whose immense merit is the con- 
sensus of Arabs and non-Arabs, upon the like of whom none 
set eyes before or after” (Ibn ‘Asakir), “whose work forms the 
connecting link between the respective methods of the Salaf 
and Khalaf” (al-Kawthari). 


‘Abd al-Malik ibn Marwanibnal-EIakam (d.86). The well-known 
Umayyad caliph and legist. He resided in Greater Syria. He saw 
‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan and narrated hadith from Aba Hurayra 
(God be pleased with them both). He remained the caliph for 
14 years after killing ‘Abdallah ibn al-Zubayr. He was 58 when 
he died. 


‘Abd al-Rahmaan ibn ‘Amr, al-Awza‘i (88—157). He was born in 
Ba‘lbak, Lebanon, and became the Imam of Greater Syria of 
his time. When offered a judgeship, he refused. He once said, 
“If God wishes evil for a people, He opens up to them the 
paths to argument and bars them from deeds.” He died in Bei- 
rut where four communities attended his funeral: the Muslims 
carried his bier, followed by the Jews, the Christians, and the 
Copts. Al-Shafi‘i said: “I never saw a man whose figh resem- 
bled his hadith [in rigor] more than al-Awza‘i.” 


‘Abd al-Rahmàn ibn Ma'mün ibn ‘Ali al-Abiwardi, al-Mutawalli 
(d. 478). A Shafi‘ legist and jurisprudent who was assigned 
head of the Nizamiyya School in Baghdad. He authored Tatim- 
mat al-Ibana fi Fiqh al-Sbafi'i, the completion of the unfinished 
[bana of Imam Abū al-Qasim ‘Abd al-Rahman ibn al-Furani 
(d. 461) 
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‘Abd al-Rahman ibn Sakhr, Abu Hurayra (d. 57). He received his 
nickname “Abū Hurayra” because of a cat he carried in his 
sleeve. He entered Islam late during the year of Khaybar. Af- 
ter entering Islam he spent as much time as possible with the 
Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) and became one 
of the greatest hadith narrators of the Companions. More than 
eight hundred Companions and Successors narrated from him, 
including: Ibn ‘Abbas, Ibn ‘Umar, Jabir, Anas, and Wathila ibn 
al-Asqa‘ (God be well pleased with them all). Among the sup- 
plications of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) 
on his behalf: “O God! Make Your little servant Abū Hurayra 
and his mother beloved to Your believing servants.” 


‘Abd al-Rahman ibn Shibl ibn ‘Amr. A Companion who died 
during the Caliphate of Mu‘awiya. 


‘Abd al-Rahmàn ibn Yazid, Abu Bakr al-Nakha‘i (d. after 80). 
The brother of al-Aswad ibn Yazid. Some considered him a 
trustworthy narrator. 


‘Abd al-Wahid ibn al-Husayn ibn Muhammad, Abū al-Qasim 
al-Saymari (d. 387 or 405). A Shafi‘ legist and resident of 
Basra. 


‘Abd al-Wahid ibn Isma‘il ibn Ahmad ibn Muhammad al-Ru- 
wyani (415—501). A Shafi“ legist. A top scholar in figh and 
jurisprudence. He once said that if all of the works of Imam 
al-Shafi‘t were burned he could dictate them from memory. 


‘Abdata ibn Abi Lubaba, Abu al-Qaàsim (d. 127). A resident of 


Damascus. 
Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman al-Sulami = Abdallah ibn Habib ibn Rabi‘a 
Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman al-Sulami = Muhammad ibn al-Husayn 
Abu al-Ahwas = ‘Awf ibn Malik 
Abu al-'Aliya = Rafi‘ ibn Mahràn 
Abu ‘Amr [al-Basri] = Zabbàn ibn ‘Ammar 
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Abu ‘Amr al-Dani = ‘Uthman ibn Sa‘id

Ahmad ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Maymiun, Abu al-Hasan (d. 246) His | 
sayings include, *Whoever does anything without following a | 
sunna: his actions are in vain [batil|," and “Whoever looks at 
this world with desire and love, God removes light and cer- 
tainty from his heart." 


Ahmad ibn ‘Ali ibn Thàbit, Abu Bakr al-Baghdadi (392-463). 
Historian and hadith master. He was the most important early 
codifier of the sciences of hadith. When his death drew near 
he gave away all of his property and declared his works an 
endowment for all Muslims. His more than 56 works include: 


Tarikh Baghdad, al-Nukhala’, al-Kifaya fi ‘Ilm al-Riwaya, 
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Taqyid al-‘Ilm, and Sharaf Ashab al-Hadith. He died in Bagh- 
dad in 463 AH. 

Ahmad ibn ‘Amr ibn ‘Abd al-Khaliq, al-Basri, Abu Bakr al-Bazzar 
(210-292). A hadith master who transmitted hadith in Isfahan, 


Baghdad, Egypt, Mecca, and Ramla. He compiled a musnad of 
hadith. 


Ahmad ibn Hanbal = Ahmad ibn Muhammad 
Ahmad ibn al-Hawari = Ahmad ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Maymün 


Ahmad ibn Ibrahim ibn Kathir al-Dawraqi (d. 242). A trust- 
worthy hadith master. 


Ahmad ibn Mansur ibn Sayyar ibn Ma'arak, Abu Bakr al-Ram- 
madi (182—265). A hadith master and trustworthy narrator. 


Ahmad ibn Muhammad ibn Hanbal, Abu ‘Abdallah al-Shaybani 
(164—241). Founder of the Hanbali school of law, the epitome 
of hadith masters, and champion of the sunna. Imam al-Shafri 
said, “I have left no one in Baghdad with more understanding 
and knowledge, and more scrupulous and ascetic than Ahmad 
ibn Hanbal." 


Ahmad ibn Muhammad ibn Ibrahim, Abu Ishaq al-Tha‘labi (d. 
427). The great Quranic exegete and historiographer. 


Ahmad ibn Muhammad ibn Isma‘il, Abu Ja‘far al-Nahhas (d. 
338). An exegete and litterateur. 

Ahmad ibn Musa ibn al-‘Abbas ibn Mujahid, Abu Bakr (245- 
324). One of the great scholars of canonical recitation. 

Ahmad ibn Shu'ayb ibn ‘Ali, al-Nasa'i, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman 
(215—303). The great Shafi1 and Maliki hadith master. He au- 
thored many works, and his Sunan is included as one of the 
six major compilations of hadith. It has the highest criteria for 
authenticity among them after the two Sabibs. 


Ahmad ibn ‘Umar ibn Surayj, Abu al-‘Abbas (239-306). The had- 
ith master and Shafi‘i legist, the “peerless admonisher” (wa ‘iz) 
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of his time and a fierce debater known as the “Swooping Fal- 
con” (al-Baz al-Ashhab). Ibn al-Subki also calls him “the Fierce 
Lion Against the Dissenters of the Madhhab of al-Shafi‘l.” He 
is said to have authored 400 works. The nickname “the Lit- 
tle Shafi'i"was given to him by Aba Hafs al-Mutawwi‘i. Ibn 
Surayj is listed by al-Dhahabi in the Siyar among “Those who 
are imitated in Islam” in the generation of Imam al-A’imma 
(the Imam of all Imams) Ibn Khuzayma and Imam al-Tabari. 


‘A’isha bint Abi Bakr al-Siddiq (d. 57). The third and youngest 
wife of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace). She 
was “absolutely the most knowledgeable woman in the Umma 
or, rather, among humankind” (al-Dhahabi); “comprehensive 
in her knowledge, unique in her understanding, a mujtahida, 
indeed the epitome of learning and teaching” (al-Suyati). She 
was the daughter of the first successor of the Prophet (God 
bless him and give him peace) and dearest of men to him—Abu 
Bakr al-Siddiq— and Umm Riman the daughter of ‘Amir ibn 
Uwaymir ibn ‘Abd Shams ibn Attab ibn Udhayna al-Kinani- 
yya. She was known for her knowledge in religious matters, 
medicine, eloquence, and Arab lore. She was 19 years old at 
the death of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace). 


‘Ali al-Azdi = ‘Ali ibn ‘Abdallah 


‘Ali ibn ‘Abdallah al-Azdi. From the same generation as al-Hasan 
al-Basri. 


‘Ali ibn Abi al-Talib, Abu al-Elasan (d. 40). Fourth of the Rightly 
Guided Caliphs. He was the first male youth to embrace Is- 
lam. He was the nephew of the Prophet (God bless him and 
give him peace) and his son in law. He participated with the 
Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) in all battles ex- 
cept for Tabuk, when the Prophet (God bless him and give him 
peace) delegated him to oversee his own family. He received the 
caliphate in 35 AH after ‘Uthmān ibn ‘Affan. He was stabbed 
during Ramaan in the city of Kufa. He died three days later, at 
the age of 63. He was Caliph for four years and nine months. 
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‘Ali ibn Ahmad ibn Hamd, Abu Hasan al-Wahidi (d. 468). The 
great exegete of the Quran and scholar of fine literature. He 
authored many works concerning the Quran, including three 
separate exegeses entitled al-Basit, al- Wasit, and al- Wajiz. He 
also wrote Asbab al-Nuzul, concerning the circumstances of 
individual instances of revelation. He also wrote a commentary 
on the beautiful names of God Most High and several books 
concerning literature. 


‘Ali ibn Hamza ibn ‘Abdallah, Abu al-Hasan al-Kisa'i (d. 189). 
One of the seven great Imams of canonical recitations, and a 
great Imam in Arabic lexicography and grammar. He was a 
teacher of Hàrün al-Rashid and his son. 


‘Ali ibn Hibatullah, Abu al-Qàsim ibn ‘Asakir (499-571). The 
great Shafr'i hadith master of Greater Syria. He was born and 
died in Damascus. He authored many works, including Tarikh 
Damashq al-Kabir, a history of Damascus. 


‘Ali ibn Muhammad ibn Habib, Abu al-Elasan al-Mawardi (364- 
450). The great Shafri Imam. He was put in charge of the 
courts of Baghdad. During the ‘Abbasid caliphate of al-Qa’im 
bi-amri-llah he was made the head judge. The term “Mawardi” 
is a reference to selling rose water. His many works include al- 
Hawi and al-Abkam al-Sultaniyya. He died in Baghdad. 


‘Ali ibn Sa‘d ibn ‘Abd al-Rahman, Abt al-Hasan (d. 493). A mas- 
ter legist and a master of jurisprudence. He died in Baghdad. 


‘Alqama ibn Qays ibn ‘Abdallah, Abu Shibl al-Nakha'i (d. 61). A 
Successor who participated in the Battle of Siffin and the cam- 
paigns in Khurasan. He died in Küfa. 

al-A‘mash = Sulayman ibn Mihran 


‘Amir ibn Sharahil, Abu ‘Amr al-Sha‘bi (19-103). A Successor 
who was the epitome of memorization. He was born and died 
in Küfa. 
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‘Ammara ibn Juwayn, Abu Harun al-‘Abdi (d. 134). A narrator 
whose hadiths are rejected. He was accused of being a liar and 
having extreme partisanship for ‘Ali (God be pleased with him). 


‘Amr ibn Murra ibn ‘Abdallah, Abu ‘Abdallah (d. 118). A trust- 


worthy narrator of hadith. 


‘Amr ibn Sharahbil, Abu Maysara (d. 63). Ibn Hibban mentioned 
that his knees were as callused as a camel’s from the frequency 
and length of his prayer. He died from the plague. 


Anas ibn Malik ibn al-Nudr (d. 91). For ten years he acted as a 
servant for the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace). 
He moved to Basra during the caliphate of ‘Umar (God be well 
pleased with them) in order to teach. He was the last of the 
Companions to die in Basra at the age of 103 years old. He left 
100 offspring. 


Asma’ bint Abi Bakr al-Siddig, Umm ‘Abdallah (d. 73). She was 
older than her sister ‘A’isha by ten years. One of the earliest 
converts to Islam. She married al-Zubayr ibn ‘Awwam in Mec- 
ca and bore his son ‘Abdallah. She died in Mecca at the age of 
100, ten days after her son's death. 


‘Ata ibn Abi Rabah Aslam (27-11 5). He was a Makkan Successor 
and one of the illustrious legists. He died in Mecca at the age 
of 88. 


‘Awf ibn Malik ibn Nadla, Abu al-Ahwas. The Khawarij killed 
him during the days of al-Hajjaj ibn Yusuf. Some of his nar- 
rations are found in Bukhari's al-Adab al-Mufrad, Muslim's 
Sahib, and the four Musnads. 


Aws ibn ‘Abdallah, Abu al-Jawza' (d. 83). A trustworthy narrator 
who has hadiths in the six major collections of hadith. 


al-Awza'i = ‘Abd al-Rahman ibn ‘Amr 
Ayyub al-Sakhtiyani = Ayyüb ibn Abi Tamima 
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Ayyub ibn Abi Tamima Kaysan, Abu Bakr al-Sakhtiyani (131- 
166). A Successor. He was his age’s chief legist, a hadith master, 
and ascetic. 


al-Baghawi = Al-Husayn ibn Mas'ud 

Bahz ibn Hakim ibn Mu'awiya ibn Hayda (d. after 140) al-Bara‘ 
ibn ‘Azib ibn al-Harith. He participated with ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib 
(God be pleased with him) in the battles of the Camel, Siffin, 


and Nahrawan. He died in Küfa during the time of Mus‘ab ibn 
al-Zubayr. 


Bashir ibn Abi Mas‘ud ‘Uqba ibn ‘Amr. It is disputed whether he 


was a Companion or a Successor. 
al-Bazzar = Ahmad ibn ‘Amr 
al-Bukhàri = Muhammad ibn Ismail 


Burayda ibn al-Husayb ibn ‘Abdallah, Abu Sahl (d. circa 62). A 
Companion. He resided in Medina and then moved to Basra, 
and then left on the campaigns to Khurasan. He died in Merv 
during the caliphate of Yazid ibn Mu‘awiya. His narrations are 
found in the six major collections. 


al-TMahhak ibn ‘Abd al-Rahm4an ibn ‘Azrab, al-Ash'ari, al- 
Tabarani, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman (d. 105). He was ‘Umar ibn 
‘Abd al-‘Aziz’s deputy in Damascus. 


al-Darimi = ‘Abdallah ibn ‘Abd al-Rahman 
Dawud = Dawid ibn ‘Ali ibn Khalaf 


Dawud ibn ‘Ali ibn Khalaf, Abu Sulayman al- Tahirî | “the Liter- 
alist”] (2017270). He was a mujtahid Imam and founder of 
the Zahiri school of jurisprudence. He was known for sticking 
to the literal meaning of the Quran and Sunna, and avoiding 
interpretation and analogical reasoning. 


al-Dawudi = Muhammad ibn Dawüd 
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Dhakwan ibn ‘Abdallah, Abu Salih (d. ror). A freed-slave of the 
Mother of the Faithful Juwayriya (God be well pleased with 
her). He was born during the caliphate of ‘Umar (God be 
pleased with him). 


Dhu'l-Nun = Thawban ibn Ibrahim 


Faala ibn ‘Ubayd ibn Nafidh (d. 53). A Companion. He moved 
to Damascus. He died there during the caliphate of Mu‘awiya. 


Fudayl ibn ‘Amr, Abu al-Nadar (d. 110). A trustworthy narrator 
of hadith. 


al-Fudayl ibn ‘Iyad ibn Mas‘ud, al-Khurasani, Abu ‘Ali (105- 
187). His repentance for being a highway robber was to travel 
seeking knowledge and spend the rest of his life near the Ka‘ba. 
Many Imams took knowledge and hadith from him, including 
Imam al-Shafi‘t. 


al-Ghazali = Muhammad ibn Muhammad 
labib ibn Abi Thabit = Habib ibn Qays ibn Dinar 


Habib ibn Qays ibn Dinar, Abu Yahya (d. 119). A legist and nar- 
rator of some 200 hadiths. Some of them are included in the six 
major collections of hadith. 


Hafsà bint ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (d. 45). A wife of the Prophet 
(God bless him and give him peace). She died during the month 
of Sha‘ban at 60 years of age. 


al-Hakim = Muhammad ibn ‘Abdallah 


al-Hakm ibn ‘Utayba, Abu Muhammad (or Abu ‘Abdallah) (50- 
115) 

Hamd ibn Muhammad ibn Ibrahim, Abu Sulayman al-Khattabi 
(319-388). A Shafi‘i legist, hadith master, and master of the 
Arabic language. He was born and died in Bust, located in 
modern day Afghanistan. His works include: Ma‘alim al-Su- 
nan, Bayan l'jaz al-Qur’an, Islab Ghalat al-Mubaddithin, and 
his masterpiece Gharib al-Hadith. Among his sayings: “iman is 
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speech, which neither increases nor decreases; it is deeds, which 
increase and decrease; and it is conviction, which increases and 
does not decrease; if conviction decreases, iman disappears.” 


Hamza ibn Habib ibn ‘Ammara (80-156). One of the seven great 
Imams of canonical recitations. Sufyan al-Thawri said, “Ham- 
za did not recite a single letter from the Quran without having 
a transmitted account |to support it].” 


al-Harith ibn Asad, Abu ‘Abdallah al-Muhasibi (d. 243). The Sha- 
fii legist, expert in kalam, and Sufi master whose words moved 
Imam Ahmad to tears although the latter’s opposition to him 
resulted in the people's desertion of al-Muhasibi who died in 
complete isolation. His name means “he who calculates his ac- 
tions” or “he who excels in the examination of his conscience.” 
One of the earliest authors of s#fi treatises and the teacher of 
al- Junayd, he also wrote rebuttals against the Mu‘tazila. One 
of his better known works is Risalat al-Mustarshidin. Among 
his sayings: “Intellect is the light of instinct together with trials, 
and it increases and becomes stronger through knowledge and 
good character.” 


al-Harith al-Muhasibi = Al-Harith ibn Asad al-Hasan ibn al-Hu- 
sayn 

Ibn Abi Hurayra, Abu ‘Ali (d. 345). The famous Sháfri legist and 
Imam of the Iraqi Shafi‘is. 

al-Hasan al-Basri = Al-Hasan ibn Yasar 


al-Hasan ibn Yasar, Abu Sa‘id al-Basri (21-110). A Successor 
born in Medina who became the Imam of Basra. He escaped 
unscathed from his many encounters with al-Hajjaj ibn Yusuf 
al-Thagafi. He died in Basra. 


Hassan ibn ‘Atiyya, Abu Bakr (d. circa 130 AH). 


Hind bint Abi Umayya Suhayl ibn al-Mughira, Umm Salama (d. 
59). A wife of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace). 
She died at the age of 84. 
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Hisham ibn Hassan, Abu ‘Abdallah (d. circa 147). He was one of 
the most trustworthy narrators from Ibn Sirin. His narrations 
are included in the six major collections. 


Hisham ibn Isma‘il ibn Hisham (d. 87). At one time the governor 
of Medina. His daughter married ‘Abd al-Malik ibn Marwan. 


Hudhayfa ibn Qatada al-Mar‘ashi. A companion of Sufyan 
al-Thawri who related knowledge from him. He once said that 
the greatest of all calamities is the hardening of hearts. 


Hudhayfa ibn al-Yaman (d. 35 or 36). Both he and his father 
(Husayl ibn Jabir) emigrated to the Prophet (God bless him 
and give him peace) sometime near the Battle of Badr. He was 
the protector of the secrets of the Prophet (God bless him and 
give him peace). He died in Mada’in, in modern day Iran, some 
forty days after 'Uthman (God be pleased with him) was assas- 
sinated. 


Hujjat al-Islam = Muhammad ibn Muhammad Abi Hamid al- 
Ghazali 

Hukaym ibn Sa'd, Abu Yahya. A Successor from the same gen- 
eration as al-Hasan al-Basri. He was a trustworthy narrator 


whose narrations are included in Bukhari's al-Adab al-Mufrad 
and Nasa'"i's al-Sunan. 


Humayd al-A'raj = Humayd ibn Qays 

IHumayd ibn Qays, Abu Safwan al-A‘raj (d. 130). A reciter. 

Husayn ibn Ahmad ibn ‘Abd al-Ghaffar, Abu ‘Ali al-Farisi ibn al- 
Katib (288-3577). The well-known grammarian. His writings 
include: Al-Hujjat fi ‘Ilal al-Qira'àt al-Sab'a and al-iab in Ara- 
bic linguistics. He died in Baghdad. 

al-Husayn ibn al-Fatibn ‘Umayr, al-Bajali (178—282). An exegete 
of the Quran. When he moved to Naysabür the governor of the 


city, ‘Abdallah ibn Tahir, bought a house for him so he could 
teach. He did so for 65 years. 
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al-Elusayn ibn Mas‘ud, Abu Muhammad, Abu Muhammad al- 
Baghawi (d. 516). A Shafi‘i legist, hadith master,and exegete. 
He is the author of al-Tabdbib fi Figh al-Imam al-Sbafr'i in four 
large tomes, an emendation of al-Qadi Husayn’s al-Ta'liqa, 
from which al-Nawawi frequently quotes in his Rawd. 


Husayn ibn Muhammad ibn Ahmad, al-Qadi (d. 462). A judge 
and a great Shafi‘i scholar. The title “al-Qadi” refers to him in 
the Shafr'i school. 


Ibn ‘Asakir = ‘Ali Ibn Hibatullah 

Ibn ‘Abd al-Barr = Yusuf Ibn ‘Abdallah

Ibrahim = Ibrahim ibn Yazid 


Ibrahim ibn Ahmad ibn Isma‘il, Abu Ishag al-Khawwas (d. 291). 
A Sufi and one of the companions of Junayd. “Al- Khawwas” 
refers to selling khaws, the leaves of certain trees. 


Ibrahim ibn Ahmad, Abu Ishaq al-Marwazi (d. 340). A Shafi‘ leg- 
ist who headed the Shafi‘is in Iraq after Ibn Surayj. He died in 
Egypt. 

Ibrahim ibn Khalid ibn Abi al-Yaman, Abu Thawr (170-240). 
One of the greatest Imams in figh. He was known for his 
knowledge, scrupulousness, and generosity. 


Ibrahim ibn Sa‘d ibn Ibrahim, Abu Ishaq al-Zuhri (d. 183). The 
great hadith narrator and chief judge of Baghdad. 

Ibrahim ibn Yazid ibn Qays, Abu ‘Imran al-Nakha'i (d. 96). A 
Successor from Küfa. He encountered some of the Compan- 
ions and saw ‘A’isha (God be pleased with them all), but he did 
not transmit hadith from any of them. He died while hiding 
from al-Hajjaj. 


Ibrahim al-Khawwas = Ibrahim ibn Ahmad 
Ibrahim al-Nakha‘i = Ibrahim ibn Yazid 


‘Ikrima ibn Abi Jahl ‘Amr ibn Hisham ibn al-Mughira (d. 13). He 
entered Islam upon the conquest of Mecca in 8 AH and made 
good his Islam. He fought in the Battle of Yarmuk during the 


caliphate of ‘Umar (God be pleased with him). He was 62 years 
old. 


‘Ikrima, Abu ‘Abdallah (27-107). A freed slave of Ibn ‘Abbas 
(God have mercy upon him). He was one of the great legists of 
Mecca and an extensive traveler. 


Imam al-Elaramayn = ‘Abd al-Malik ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Yasuf 
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‘Imran ibn I-lusayn, Abu Najid (d. 52). One of the more knowl- 
edgeable Companions (God be well pleased with them). He 
died in Küfa. 


‘Imran ibn Mulhàn, Abu Raja’ (d. 105). He embraced Islam af- 
ter the conquest of Mecca, but never encountered the Prophet 
(God bless him and give him peace). He was over 120 years old 


when he died. 


Ishàq ibn Ibrahim ibn Mukhallad, Abu Ya‘qub Ibn Rahuyah 
(161-238). A great hadith master and the scholar of Khurasan 
in his age. He traveled in search of hadith, and studied under 
Imams Ahmad ibn Hanbal, Bukhari, Muslim, Tirmidhi, Nasa'i, 
and others. He taught Ibn Qutayba. Abū Qudama considered 
him greater than Imam Ahmad in memorization of hadith, 
a remarkable assessment considering Ahmad’s knowledge 
of 700,000 to a million narrations according to his son ‘Ab- 
dallah’s and Abū Zur‘a al-R4zi’s estimations. Ahmad himself 
named him “Commander of the Believers in Hadith,” the high- 
est grade in hadith Mastership, owned by no more than thirty 
Masters in Islamic history. He did not reach the same stature 


in figh. 

Isma'il ibn Ahmad ibn ‘Abdallah, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman (d. 430 
AH) A Shaft scholarandQuranicexegete. 

'lyà ibn Musa ibn ‘Iya Abu al-Fatal-Qadi (476-544). The great 
Andalusian scholar of hadith and its associated sciences, and 
a scholar of Arabic. His well-known works include al-Shifa 
and a commentary on Sahih Muslim which serves as a base for 
Imam al-Nawawi’s commentary. 


Jabir ibn ‘Abdallah ibn ‘Amr (d. 74). One of the most famous 
Companions and a transmitter of many hadith. He was one of 
the last Companions to die in Medina. He lived 94 years. 

Ja‘far ibn Muhammad al-Bagir ibn ‘Ali Zayn al-‘Abidin ibn al-Hu- 
sayn ibn ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib, Aba ‘Abdallah al-Sadiq (80-148). A 
descendent of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace). 
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A Successor and one of the greatest Imams of AHI al-Sunna. He 
was born and died in Medina. His mother was Umm Farwa 
bint al-Qasim ibn Muhammad ibn Abi Bakr the daughter of 
Asma’ bint ‘Abd al-Rahmaàn ibn Abi Bakr, hence he used to 
say: “Abu Bakr al-Siddiq is twice my father.” In another nar- 
ration he says: “What man curses his own grandfather? May 
the intercession of Muhammad (God bless him and give him 
peace) not include me if I do not consider Abi Bakr and ‘Umar 
my leaders! I repudiate whoever repudiates them.” Al-Dhahabi 
stated that the latter statement is mutawatir from Ja‘far. 


Jafar al-Sadiq = Ja‘far ibn Muhammad al-Baqir 
al- Jut = Al-Qàsim ibn ‘Uthman 


al-Junayd ibn Muhammad ibn al- Junayd, Abt al-Qasim (d. 297). 
Some scholars consider him to be the founder of tasawwuf 
because of his strict adherence to the Quran and sunna, and 
because he is free from blameworthy beliefs, extremism, and 
everything the Shari‘a demands be avoided. He was born and 
died in Baghdad. He made the Pilgrimage on foot thirty times. 
He defined tasawwuf as “the upholding of every high manner 
and the repudiation of every low one." 


Jundub ibn Junada, Abu Dharr (d. 32). He was the first to greet 
the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) with [slam's 
greeting: Al-Salamu 'alaykum (“Peace be upon you”). He con- 
verted to Islam at an early date, and then returned to his tribe. 


al- Juwayni = ‘Abd al-Malik ibn ‘Abdallah 


Ka‘bibn Malik ibn ‘Amr (d. 50). He was a poet who used his im- 
mense skill for the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace). 
He was one of the three to stay back from the Battle of Tabuk. 
His repentance and its acceptance is recorded in the Quran. He 
died at the age of 77. 


al-Khatib Abu Bakr al-Baghdadi = Ahmad ibn ‘Ali ibn Thabit 
al-Khattabi = Hamd ibn Muhammad

K haythama ibn Sulayman ibn Haydara, Abu al-Hasan (250-3423). 
The great Syrian hadith master of his time. He died in Tarablus, 
Syria. 


al-Kisa'i = ‘Ali ibn Hamza 


al-Layth ibn Sa‘d ibn ‘Abd al-Rahmaan, Abu al-Harith (94-175). 
The chief scholar of Egypt in his age. Imam al-Shafil consid- 
ered him superior to even Imam Malik. 


Ma‘qil ibn Yasar ibn ‘Abdallah (d. after 60). A Companion who 
has narrations in the six major collections of hadith. 


Makhul ibn ‘Abdallah (d. 112). The top legist of Damascus during 
his time. Al-Zuhri praised him, saying that “there are [only] 
four scholars: Sa‘id ibn al-Musayyib in Medina, al-Sha‘bi in 
Kufa, al-Hasan in Basra, and Makhil in Greater Syria.” 


Malik ibn Anas (93-179). The great Madinan Imam and founder 
of the school of jurisprudence that bears his name. When the 
Caliph Harun al-Rashid (God be pleased with him) ordered 
him to come to relate hadith to him, his reply was, *Knowl- 
edge is something that is sought, not brought.” He authored 
al-Muwatta in response to the Caliph Mansir’s request for a 
book of prophetic hadith. Imam al-Shafi‘l, who studied under 
him, praised him saying that “Malik is God’s proof over His 
creation.” 


Malik ibn Rabi‘a ibn al-Badan, Abu Usayd (d. circa 40). He car- 
ried the standard of Bani Sa‘ida on the day that Mecca was 
conquered. He has narrations in the six major books of hadith. 


Mansur ibn Zadhan, Abu al-Mughira (d. 131). He was born 
during the life of Ibn ‘Umar (God be pleased with him). 


Masrüq ibn al-Ajda‘ ibn Malik, Abu ‘A’isha (d. 63). A Successor 
who was alive during the time of the Prophet (God bless him 
and give him peace) but entered Islam after his death (God 
bless him and give him peace). 


al-Mawardi = ‘Ali ibn Muhammad ibn Habib 
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Mu'adh ibn Anas al-Juhani. Included among the people of Egypt. 
Mu‘an ibn Rifa‘a, Abu Muhammad (d. after 150). From the 
same generation as Imams Malik and Sufyan al-Thawri. He is 
a somewhat weak narrator. 


Mu‘awiya ibn Qurra ibn Iyyas, Abu Iyyas (d. 113). A scholar and 
trustworthy narrator. He died at the age of 76. 


Mu‘awiya ibn Sakhr ibn Harb (d. 60). A scribe for the Revelation 
and the founder of the Umayyid dynasty. He embraced Islam 
with his father Abū Sufyan on the day of Mecca's conquest, 8 
AH. ‘Umar (God be pleased with him) appointed him governor 
of Damascus, where he died. 


Muhammad = Muhammad ibn al-Hasan 


Muhammad ibn ‘Abdallah al-Nisaburi, Abu ‘Abdallah al-Hakim 
(321-405). The well-known hadith scholar and legist. His 
more famous works include Mustadrik ‘ala al-Sabibayn, and 
Ma'rifat ‘Ulam al-Hadith. The latter is one of the first books 
concerning hadith sciences. 


Muhammad ibn Ahmad ibn Ayyub ibn al-Salat ibn Shanbudh, 
Abu alHasan (240(?)-328). One of the greatest Quran reciters 
in Baghdad. When the city's governor became aware of him 
spreading aberrant opinions regarding recitation, he called for 
him to debate the other masters of recitation. He declared the 
other scholars ignorant and grew angry with the governor. He 
repented and was banished. Imam al-Dhahabi indicates that 
in spite of his mistakes, he deserves the same respect owed all 
masters of the Quran. 


Muhammad ibn ‘Ali ibn al-Husayn ibn Muglah, Abu ‘Ali (272- ) 
Poet, litterateur, and calligrapher. He served as an adviser to 
three separate rulers. 


Muhammad ibn Dawud ibn Muhammad, Abu Bakr al-Saydalani 
alDawudi (d. 427). He was a Shafi‘i legist and hadith narrator. 
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Muhammad ibn al-Hasan ibn Firgad, Aba ‘Abdallah (13 1-189). 
An Imam who studied under Abū Lanifa and then under Abū 
Yusuf. His books include al-Jami‘ al-Kabir and al- Jami‘ al- 
Saghir. 


Muhammad ibn al-Husayn ibn Muhammad, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman 
al-Sulami (325-415). The great Sufi scholar who was born and 
died in Naysabür. 


Muhammad ibn Ibrahim ibn al-Mundhir, Abu Bakr (242-319). 
A Shafr'i legist and mujtahid. He was the chief scholar of the 
Meccan sanctuary in his time. He died in Mecca. 


Muhammad ibn Idris ibn al-‘Abbas, Abu ‘Abdallah al-Shafi' 
(150-205). The great legist and founder of the school bear- 
ing his name. As a youth he was excellent in marksmanship, 
language, poetry, and the history of the Arabs. He then took 
to figh and hadith, and became qualified to give religious ver- 
dicts by the time he was fifteen year sold. ImamAhmad praised 
him saying, “The likeness of al-Shafi'i to other people is as the 
likeness of the sun to the earth.” His works include al-Umm, 
al-Risala, al-Musnad, Faa’il Quraysh, Adab al-Qadi, and oth- 
ers. He died in Egypt. 


Muhammad ibn ‘Isa ibn Sawra ibn Musa ibn al-Dhahak al-Su- 
lami alTirmidhi, Abu ‘Isa (d. 279). The great blind hadith mas- 
ter and author of al-Jàmi'. The second most brilliant student of 
Bukhari after Muslim. 


Muhammad ibn Isma‘il ibn al-‘Abbas, Abu Bakr al-Warraq (293- 
378). 

Muhammad ibn Isma‘il ibn Ibrahim al-Bukhari, Abu ‘Abdallah 
(194-257). The hadith master of his generation. He authored 
his Sabib choosing from over 600,000 hadiths which became 
the soundest book in Islam after the Quran. 


Muhammad ibn Muhammad ibn Muhammad ibn Ahmad, Abu 
Hamid al-Ghazali, Hujjat al-Islam (450-505). A Shafi‘ legist, 
Sufi, and theologian. His works include: [bya ‘Ulam al-Din, 
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Tabafut al-Falasifa, al-Mustasfa fi ‘Ilm Usul al-Fiqh, al-Wasit, 
and al-Iqtisad fi al-I'tiqad. 


Muhammad ibn Muslim ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Shihab, Abu Bakr al- 
Zuhri (58-124). A Successor. One of the greatest of all jusrists 
and hadith masters ever. He is credited with being the first to 
systematically record hadith. 


Muhammad ibn Sirin, Abu Bakr (d. r10). A freed slave of Anas 
ibn Malik (God be pleased with him) and a famous and illus- 
trious Successor. He was a legist, transmitter of hadith, and an 
ascetic. He died at the age of 77. 


Muhammad ibn Yazid, Abu ‘Abdallah Ibn Majah (209-273). A 
great hadith master, legist, and Quranic exegete. His Sunan is 
among the six major collections of hadith. 


Muhammad ibn Yusuf ibn Ya‘qub, Abu Bakr al-Kindi (283-355). 
The most knowledgeable historian of Egypt. He also had 
knowledge in hadith and lineage. 


Mujahid ibn Jabr, Abu al-Elajjaj (21-104). A Successor who stud- 
ied exegesis from Ibn ‘Abbas (God be pleased with him). He 
became the chief of the reciters and exegetes. He died while 
prostrate in Prayer. 


Mujalid ibn ل جك‎ ibn ‘Umayr, Abū ‘Amr (d. 144).A hadith narrator 
who was not strong. al-Musayyib ibn Rafi‘, Abual-'Ala'(d.105). 
A blind legist. 


Muslim ibn al-Hajjaj ibn Muslim al-Qushayri, al-Naysaburi, Abu 
al-Husayn (204-261). The most brilliant student of Bukhari 
and the author of the Sahih, the third soundest book in Islam 
after the Quran and Bukhari’s Sabib. 


Mutarrif ibn ‘Abdallah ibn al-Shikhkhir, Abu ‘Abdallah (d. after 
80). A Successor and great ascetic. It is said that he was born 
the year of the Battle of Badr or the year of Uhud. 


al-Mutawalli = ‘Abd al-Rahmaàn ibn Ma’min

Nafi‘ = Nafi‘ ibn Abi Na‘im 

Naf“ ibn Abi Na‘im‘Abdal-Rahman, Abu Ruwaym (d. 169). 
One of the seven Imams of canonical recitation. He was born 
during the caliphate of ‘Abd al-Malik ibn Marwan. Although 
he is somewhat weak as a narrator of hadith, there is agree- 
ment that he is most trustworthy in narrating the Quran. 


al-Nasa’i = Ahmad ibn Shu'ayb 


Nasr ibn Ibrahim ibn Nasr, Abu al-Fath al-Maqdisi (577-490). 
The head of the Shafi‘is in Greater Syria in his age. He died in 


Damascus. 
al-Nahhas = Ahmad ibn Muhammad 


al-Nu'man ibn Thabit ibn Zuta, Abu Hanifa (80-150). The great 
legist and founder of the school bearing his name. He was 
known for his noble character, sound intellect, and beautiful 
appearance. Imam al-Shafi‘i praised him saying, “All scholars 
depend on Abu Hanifa in figh.” 


Qabisa ibn Dhu'ayb, Abu Sa‘id (7-86). A child of one of the Com- 
panions (God be pleased with them). A legist with narrations 
in the six major collections of hadith. He died in Damascus. 


al-Qadi Abu al-Tayyib = Tahir ibn ‘Abdallah 

al-Qadi Husayn = Husayn ibn Muhammad ibn Ahmad 
al-Qadi ‘Iyad = ‘Iyad ibn Misa 

al-Qaffal = ‘Abdallah ibn Ahmad 

al-Qasim = Al-Qasim ibn Muhammad 


al-Qasim ibn Muhammad ibn Abi Bakr al-Siddiq (d. rox). He 
was one of the seven great legists of Medina. He died in Qadid. 


al-Qasim ibn ‘Uthman, al-Ju‘i (d. 248). Shaykh of the Sufis. “Al- 
Jūʻī” is a reference to jā‘, that is, hunger. 
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Qatada ibn Du‘ama ibn Qatada, Abu al-Khattab (61-118). The 
hadith master of his age and exegete. He was blind. Imam Ah- 
mad said: “Qatada has the best memorization of all in Basra.” 
He died in Wasit from the plague. 


Qays ibn Llabtar. He narrates from the older Sucessors. He is 
considered a trustworthy narrator and has hadiths in Abū 
Dawuüud's Sunan. 


Rafi‘ ibn Mahràn, Abi al-‘ Aliya (d. 93). He saw the Prophet (God 
bless him and give him peace) but did not enter Islam until the 
caliphate of Abu Bakr (God be pleased with him). 


al-Rabi‘ ibn Sulayman ibn ‘Abd al- Jabbar ibn Kamil, Abu Muham- 
mad (174-270). A hadith Master and direct student of al-Sha- 
fii. He was born and died in Egypt. 


al-Ràafr'i = ‘Abdal-Karim ibn Muhammad 
al-Rammadi = Ahmad ibn Mansür ibn Sayyar 


Rifa‘a ibn ‘Abd al-Mundhir, Abu Lubaba. He died during the ca- 
liphate of ‘Ali (God be pleased with him). His narrations are 
found in Bukhari, Muslim, Abū Dawid, and Ibn Majah. 


al-Ruwyani = ‘Abd al-Wahid ibn Isma‘il ibn Ahmad 
Sa‘d ibn Abi Waqqas = Sad ibn Malik 


Sa‘d ibn Malik ibn Sandan, al-Khazraji, al-Ansari, al-Khudri, Abu 
Sa‘id (d. 74). A Companion who narrated many hadiths. He 
died at 84 years of age. 


Sa‘d ibn Malik ibn Wahb (d. 55). An early convert to Islam. His 
conversion was at the hand of Abū Bakr al-Siddiq (God be 
pleased with him). He was the first to let loose an arrow in 
jihad and one of ten Companions told during their lives that 
they will enter Paradise. During ‘Umar’s caliphate and part of 
‘Uthman’s (God be well pleased with them) He was responsible 
for managing the city of Kufa. He died on his property outside 
of Medina and was carried to Medina for burial in Baqi‘. 
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Sa‘d ibn ‘Ubada (d. 15). He carried the standard of the Messenger 
of God (God bless him and give him peace) on the day that 
Mecca was conquered. He died during the caliphate of ‘Umar 
(God be pleased with him) in Huran, Syria. 


Sahl ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Yunis al-Tustari, Abū Muhammad (200- 
283). The well-known Sufi Imam. He used to practice perpet- 
ual fasting and prayed all night. He reached a point where he 
broke his fast only once every twenty-five nights on one dir- 
ham’s worth of barley bread for twenty years. He recommend- 
ed the study of hadith as the highest pursuit. Among his say- 
ings: “People are all drunk except the scholars, and the scholars 
are all confused except those who practice what they know.” 


Sahl ibn Muhammad ibn ‘Uthman, Abu Hatim al-Sajistani (d. 
248). One of the great scholars of lexicography and poetry. He 
was from Basra and authored several works. 


Sahl ibn Sa‘d ibn Malik (d. 91). The last Companion to die in 
Medina. 


Sa‘id ibn Jubayr, Abu ‘Abdallah (46-95). The most knowledgeable 
of the Successors. Imam Ahmad ibn Hanbal said concerning 
him that *Al-Hajjaj killed Sa‘id, and there was not a single per- 
son on the face of the earth who did not need his knowledge.” 


Sa‘id ibn al-Musayyib ibn Hazn ibn Abi Wahb, Abu Muhammad 
(d. 94). One of the seven great jurists of Medina. He was born 
two years after the beginning of the caliphate of ‘Umar (God 
be pleased with him). He combined figh, hadith, abstinence, 
and scrupulousness. He was the most knowledgeable Successor 
concerning the judgments of ‘Umar (God be pleased with him). 
He died in Medina. 


Sa‘id ibn Salam, Abu ‘Uthman al-Maghribi (d. 373). A Sufi 
Shaykh. A saying of his is that “the delivery from delusion is 
adhering to the Shari‘a.” 


Sa‘id ibn Muhammad ibn Subayh, Abu ‘Uthman (219-303). 
A Maliki legist and scholar of hadith who spent time with 
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Sahnün. He authored a book concerning difficult words in the 
Quran. 


Salim ibn ‘Abdallah ibn ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (d. 106). He was 
one of the seven great legists of Medina. He died in Medina. 


Salman al-Anmati = I could not locate him in my notes. 


Salman al-Farisi, Abu ‘Abdallah (d. 34) The well-known and illus- 
trious Companion who originally came from Persia. 


al-Sari ibn al-Mughallis al-Saqti, Abu al-Hasan (160 -253). A 
great Sufi. His sayings include, “Anyone incapable of disciplin- 
ing himself is even less capable of disciplining others.” He was 
al-Junayd's uncle. 


al-Saydalani = Muhammad ibn Dawüud 
al-Sha‘bi = ‘Amir ibn Sharahil 
al-Shafifi = Muhammad ibn Idris 


Shaqiq ibn Salama, Abu Wa’il (d. 82). A noble Successor who 
reached the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) but 
did not see him. ‘Asim ibn Abi al-Nujüd said, “I never heard 
Abū Wa’il curse a human being nor an animal.” 


Shurayh ibn al-Elarith ibn Qays ibn al-Jahm, Abu Umaya (d. 78). 
A Successor and famous early judge. He embraced Islam during 
the life of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace) but 
did not see him. He was put in charge of the courts in Kūfa 
during the caliphates of ‘Umar, ‘Uthman, ‘Ali, and Mu‘awiya 
(God be well pleased with them one and all). He was a trust- 
worthy narrator of hadith and trusted in judgments. He lived 
a long life. 


Sudi ibn ‘Ujlan al-Bahili, Abu Umama (d. 81 or 86). A Compan- 
ion who died in Hams, Syria at the age of 91. He was one of 


the last Companions (God be well pleased with them) to pass 
away in Greater Syria. 
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Sufyan ibn Sa‘id ibn Masrüq al-Thawri, Abu ‘Abdallah (97-161). 
The premier Imam of hadith, jurisprudence, and piety for his 
time. He is, with Abü Hanifa, the chief representative of the 
School of Kūfa. Ahmad called him the Imam par excellence and 
Ibn al-Mubarak said, “I learned from eleven-hundred shaykhs, 
but none better than Sufyan." 


al-Sulami = Muhammad ibn al-Husayn 


Sulaym ibn *Itr, Abu Salama al-Tajibi (d. 75). A trustworthy nar- 
rator. 


Sulayman ibn Ahmad ibn Ayyüb ibn Mutir, Abu al-Qasim al- 
Tabarani (260-360). He began listening to hadith in 273 AH. 
He gathered hadith from more than tooo shaykhs and was 
a prolific writer and the hadith master of his age. He died in 
Isfahan. 


Sulayman ibn al-Ash‘ath ibn Shidad, al-Azdi, al-Sajistani, Abu 
Dawud (202-275). An Imam in jurisprudence, hadith, and oth- 
er sciences, he was a student of Imam Ahmad ibn Hanbal. He 
authored many works. His Sunan is one of the six canonical 
collections of hadith. 


Sulayman ibn Dawid ibn Hammad, Abu al-Rabi‘ (d. 253). Imams 
Abū Dawid and al-Nasa’i transmitted from him and declared 
him trustworthy. He is reported to have been a Maliki legist. 


Sulayman ibn Mihran, Abu Muhammad al-A‘mash (61-148). A 
master of Quran, hadith, and inheritance laws. He was nick- 
named “the mushaf” as an allusion to his truthfulness and re- 
liability. 

Sulayman ibn Yasar, Abu Ayyub (3 4-107). A free slave of Mother 
of the Faithful Maymüna (God be well pleased with her). He 
was born during the caliphate of ‘Umar (God be pleased with 
him) and one of the seven great legists of Medina. 


al-Tabarani = Sulayman ibn Ahmad ibn Ayyüb 
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Tahir ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Tahir al-Tabari, Abu al-Tayyib (348- 
450). A legist and notable of the Shafitimadhhab. 


Talha ibn Musarrif ibn Ka‘b, Abu Muhammad (d. 112). The best 
Quran reciter of his time. A trustworthy narrator with hadiths 
in the six major collections of hadith. He was known for his 
scrupulousness and Tpious deeds. 


Tamim ibn Aws ibn Kharya al-Dari, Abu Ruqaya. A Christian 
who entered Islam in و‎ Au. He resided in Medina and moved 
to Greater Syria after the assassination of ‘Uthman (God be 
pleased with him). He later returned to Medina, where he died. 


Tamim al-Dari = Tamim ibn Aws 


Tawus ibn Kaysan, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman (33-106). A legist and 
hadith narrator, and one of the greatest of the Successors. He 
was courageous in admonishing the caliphs and governors. He 
died while performing Hajj. 


al-Tha‘labi = Ahmad ibn Muhammad ibn [brahim 


Thawban ibn [brahim al-Ikhmimi al-Misri, Abu al-Faya Dhu'l- 
Nun (d. 245). A freed slave of Nubian origin. He is one of the 
most famous of the early Sufis. 


al- Tirmidhi = Muhammad ibn ‘isa 


‘Umar ibn ‘Abd al-‘Aziz ibn Marwan ibn al-Elakam (61-101). 
Considered the fifth of the Rightly Guided Caliphs. He was 
a man of great knowledge, a hadith master, ascetic, and mu- 
jtahid. His mother was Layla bint ‘Asim ibn ‘Umar ibn al- 
Khattab, Umm ‘Asim. He was known for his fairness, absti- 
nence, and Godfearingness. In 99 AH he succeeded Sulayman 
ibn ‘Abd al-Malik as caliph. 


‘Umar ibn al-Khattab, Abu Hafsa (d. 23). Second of the Rightly 
Guided Caliphs. He was known for his fairness, judiciousness 
and strength. He was the first caliph to be given the title “Com- 
mander of the Faithful”, the first person to base dates using 
the Hijra, the first to gather the Quran in one volume, and the 
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first to gather the people together for Tarawih Prayer. He was 
murdered while leading the Dawn Prayer. He was 63 years old 
and had been caliph for ten and a half years. He was buried in 
the house of ‘A’isha, near the Prophet (God bless him and give 
him peace). 


‘Ubadat ibn al-Samat ibn Qays, Abu al-Walid (d. 34). ‘Umar sent 
him to Greater Syria as a judge and teacher. He resided in 
Hams and then moved to Palestine. He died at the age of 72. 


Ubay ibn Ka*b (d. 19). One of the scribes of the Revelation and 
one of six Companions to memorize the Quran during the life 
of the Prophet (God bless him and give him peace). He was the 
most skillful at reciting the Quran. He died in Medina. 


Umm Salama = Hind bint Abi Umayya 


‘Uqba ibn ‘Amr ibn Tha‘laba, Abu Mas‘ud. A Companion who 
resided in Kūfa and died during the caliphate of ‘Ali ibn Abi 
Talib. 


‘Urwa ibn al-Zubayr ibn al--Awwam, Abu ‘Abdallah (22-93). One 
of the seven great legists of Medina. He was knowledgeable, 
righteous, generous, and a trustworthy narrator. He abstained 
from engaging in the various dissentions [fitan]. He died in Me- 
dina. 


‘Uthman ibn ‘Abd al-Rahmaàn ibn ‘Uthman, Abu ‘Amr Ibn al- 
Salah (d. 643). The great Shafr'i legist and hadith scholar. He 
served as a teacher in Dar al-Hadith, in Damascus, where he 
dictated what has come to be one of the classic manuals on 
hadith sciences. 


‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan, Abu ‘Abdallah (d. 35). Third of the Rightly 
Guided Caliphs and one of those famed for reciting the entire 
Quran in a single rak‘a. He married two of the daughters of 
the Messenger of God (God bless him and give him peace), 
Ruqayya and, after Ruqayya's death, Umm Kulthüm, and was 
thus given the nickname “he of the two lights.” He gathered 
together the Quran which he had read in its entirety before the

Prophet’s death (God bless him and give him peace). During 
his tenure as Caliph, Armenia, Caucasia, Khurasan, Kirman, 
Sijistan, Cyprus, and much of North Africa were added to the 
dominions of Islam. 


‘Uthman ibn Sa‘id ibn 'Uthman, Abu ‘Amr al-Dani (371—444). An 
Andalusian Imam in the sciences of Quran, a hadith master, 
and an exegete. He authored over 100 works. 


Wahb ibn ‘Abdallah, Abu Juhayfa (d. 74). One of the younger 
Companions. ‘Ali (God be pleased with him) put him in charge 
of the Muslim common fund in Küfa, and he participated in 
all of ‘Ali’s battles (God be pleased with him). He died in Kufa. 


al-Wahidi = ‘Ali ibn Ahmad 
al-Warraq = Muhammad ibn Isma‘il 


Yahya ibn Abi al-Khayr Salim ibn As'ad, Abu al-Khayr (d. 558). 
He memorized al-Shirazi’s al-Mubadbdbab and later com- 
mented on it in al-Bayyan. 


Yahya ibn Waththab (d. 103). A Successor and the chief Quranic 
scholar in Kufa during his time. He has few narrations even 
though he is a trustworthy narrator. 


Ya'qub ibn Ibrahim ibn Habib, Abu Yusuf (113-182). A legist and 
hadith master. He studied under Imam Abü Hanifa and was the 
first to spread his madhhab, as well as the first to record figh. 
He was appointed judge during the caliphates of al-Mahdi, 
al-Hadi, and al-Rashid. Yazid ibn Aban al-Raqashi, Abū ‘Amr. 
An ascetic. Some of his narrations are found in al-Adab al-Mu- 
frad, al-Tirmidh?s Jami‘, and Ibn Majah’s Sunan. 


Yazid al-Raqashi = Yazid ibn Aban 


Yusuf ibn ‘Abdallah ibn Muhammad ibn ‘Abd al-Barr ibn ‘Asim, 
Abu ‘Umar (578-463). The great Andalusian hadith master, 
Maliki scholar, Quran master, and historian. Al-Qurtubi cites 
him about five hundred times in his Tafsir. Among his master- 
pieces: Al-Intiqa' fi Fada'il al-Thalathat al-A'immat al-Fuqaha’ 
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Malik wa'l-Sbafi'i wa Abi Hanifa (The Hand Picked Excellent 
Merits of the Three Great Jurisprudent Imams: Malik, Shafi, 
and Abu LHanifa); al-Istidbkar li Madbbab 'Ulama' al-Amsar 
fi ma Tadammanahu al-Muwatta’ min Ma‘ani al-Ra'i wa'l- 
Athar (The Memorization of the Doctrine of the Scholars of 
the World Concerning the Juridical Opinions and the Narra- 
tions Found in Malik's Muwatta’); al-Isti‘ab fi Asma’ al-Ashab 
(The Comprehensive Compilation of the Names of the Proph- 
ets Companions); Jami‘ Bayan al-‘Ilmi wa Fadlibi wa ma Yan- 
baghi fi Riwayatihi wa Hamlib (Compendium Exposing the 
Nature of Knowledge and Its Immense Merit, and What is Re- 
quired in the Process of Narrating it and Conveying it). Of his 
book al-Tambid lima fi'l-Muwatta' min al-Ma‘ani wa’l-Asanid 
(The Facilitation to the Meanings and Chains of Transmission 
Found in Malik’s Muwatta’) his friend Ibn Hazm said: “I do 
not know of anything like it with regard to the superlative un- 
derstanding of hadith, let alone better than it.” 


Zabban ibn ‘Ammar, Abu ‘Amr al-Basri (70-154). A scholar of 
lexicography and literature, and one of the seven Imams of 
canonical recitation. He was born in Mecca, raised in Basra, 


and died in Küfa. 


Zayd ibn Thabit al-TMahhak ibn Zayd ibn Lawdhan (d. 45). 
One of the scribes of the Prophet (God bless him and give him 
peace). He was one of the legists of the Companions (God be 
pleased with them), and the most learned concerning inheri- 
tance laws. During the caliphate of Abu Bakr (God be pleased 
with him) he participated in gathering and writing the Quran. 
Then during the caliphate of ‘Uthman (God be pleased with 
him) he helped in copying it. He died in Medina at 56 years 
of age. 


Zayd ibn Sahl ibn al-Aswad ibn Haram, Abu Talha (d. 31). A 
Companion who died at the age of 77. 
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Zubayd ibn al-Harith ibn ‘Abd al-Karim, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman (d. 
122). He was a hadith master with narrations in the six major 
collections. 


Zufar ibn al-Hudhayl ibn Qays al-‘Anbari (110-157). The pi- 
ous Mujtahid Imam and trustworthy hadith master of noble 
birth, *extremely scrupulous, sharp in his analogies, scarce in 
his writing, memorizing everything he writes” (Waki*), “trust- 
worthy and reliable” (Yahya ibn Main), “a man of wisdom, 
religion, understanding, and scrupulous Godfearingness" (Ibn 
‘Abd al-Barr), “the Godly Mujtahid Fagih... one of the oceans 
of Figh and the truly wise men of the time” (al-Dhahabi). A 
principal student of Abū Hanifa and successor to Abū Yusuf. 
He died in Basra, where he was the chief judge.
